Motions, Resolutions, and Miscellaneous Business. 


V. The Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other business at any 
time. Special devotions, intercessions and prayer shall always be in order at 
the discretion of the President. 


VI. The election of the Standing Committee, and of Deputies to the General 
Convention and to the Federate Council, and the election of any person to 
supply vacancies in the Board of Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the 
Episcopate, of the Christmas Fund, of the Parochial Fund, and of De Veaux 
College ; also of the Treasurer of the Council, shall be the order of the day for 
10 o'clock, A. M., on the second day of every annual meeting of the Council. 


VII. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated from the 
Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 


VIII. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded; and, when 
seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any member. 


IX. If the question in debate contain several distinct propositions, any 
member may have the same divided. 


X. . When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, except to 
lay the question on the table; to postpone it indefinitely ; to postpone it to a 
certain time ; to commit it, or to amend it; and motions for either of these pur- 
poses shall have precedence in the order herein named. But a motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is speaking, and shall be 
decided without debate; and if it be negatived, it shall not be renewed until 
some other business has intervened. 


XI. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XII. On a question being put by the President, it shall be determined by the 
sound of voices ; but any member may require a count of the votes, or any three 
votes may, previous to a decision by count, require the ayes and noes to be 
taken, which shall be done by calling the names of the clerical members and of 
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the churches represented, and the votes shall be entered in the Journal; or any 
five votes may require the ayes and noes to be taken by orders; and when so 
taken, a full entry shall be made upon the Journal. 


XIII. No member may speak more than twice on the Same question without 
leave of the House, except the mover. 


XIV. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Council, nor with- 
out the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the prior 
decision ; nor shall any question be reconsidered more than once. 


XV. All Special Committees, not otherwise provided for, shall be appointed 
by the Chair. 


XVI. No standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded, 
without one day’s previous notice of a motion to that effect, unless by the votes 
of two-thirds of the persons present entitled to vote. 


XVII. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XVIII. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or of the absence of the 
Bishop, or of his inability to act, and in the absence of the Secretary of the last 
Council, the Council shall be called to order by the President or Senior Presby- 
ter of the Standing Committee present, who shall preside until the Council has 
been organized, when a President pvo tempore shall be elected from the Presby- 
ters present. 


XIX. The Council shall open its session at 9.30 A. M., and unless otherwise 
ordered, take a recess from I to 3 P. M., and from 5 30 to 7.30 P. M.

The Fifty-fifth Annual Council of the Diocese of Western 
New York met by Canonical appointment at the above time 
and place. 


Evening Prayer having been said by the Right Rev. the 
Bishop, assisted by the Rev. J. A. Regester, the Rev. C. A. 
Ricksecker, and the Rev. A. M. Sherman, the Bishop took 
the Chair. 


The Roll of the Clergy was called, and sixty entitled to 
seats were present, a number later increased to seventy. 


The Certificates of Lay Delegates were referred to a Com- 
mittee consisting of the Rev. Dr. Darnell, the Rev. L. W. 
Richardson, the Rev. Dr. Hayes, and the Rev. Charles H. 
Smith, on whose report the Roll was called, and forty-two 
parishes were found to be represented. The whole number 
of Lay Delegates present at the Council was one hundred, 
and the Parishes represented, fifty-four. 


The Rev. Charles W. Hayes, D. D., was unanimously 
elected Secretary, and appointed the Rev. Charles H. Smith 
as his Assistant.

The Reports of the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
and of the Board of Education, were read by their Secre- 
tary, the Rev. Walter North.* 


The Rev. Warren C. Hubbard, from the Committee of 
the last Annual Council on De Veaux College, to whom was 
referred a resolution of inquiry as to the moral and religious 
influences of the College,+ made the following 


REPORT: 


The Committee on the condition of De Veaux College respectfully report, 
that one of their number has personally visited the College, and finds much to 
Warrant commendation as to the administration of its affairs, both financial and 
scholastic. 

The Endowment Fund has been materially increased, and with the consum- 
mation of a sale of lands in the near future, will aggregate the handsome sum of 
more than $170,000. Many needed repairs have been made, and the buildings 
are in a far better sanitary condition than in previous years. The President of 
the College has certainly spared no pains to add to the routine of mere duty, a 
personal interest which has done much to insure the happiness of the boys 
under his charge. He very wisely endeavours to make the school an educational 
Aome, and not a barracks in which boys are to be taught the business of life by 
the aid of an attenuated diet, nor a reformatory which is designed to insist that 
all boys are unfit to be trusted until they have been taught that obedience is 
born ot fear, and that to curry favour is a wiser thing than to maintain self- 
respect. There was not a single face among the sixty which clouded at the 
approach of the President or the Masters ; not a sign of hesitancy which might 
bar the way to confidence; nor was there the faintest trace of any familiarity 
which might breed contempt. Discipline clasped hands with courtesy, and 
restriction was forgotten in contentment. The Committee cannot too warmly 
express their pleasure at the successful efforts of President Coe and his assist- 
ants in developing that phase of school life, too often neglected or despised, 
which shall breathe an atmosphere of home. 

The physical well-being of the boys is carefully looked after, as was evidenced 
by the attention given to the drill, and the opportunities for the practice of 
athletic sports, with the beneficial privileges of the gymnasium. 

But there are two important points which the Committee wish to emphasize 
in their report.

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The first is the present cramped quarters in which the work must be done. 
It is a wrong which is calling for speedy redress, Neither teachers nor pupils 
should be expected to do good work, if their efforts must be closely hampered 
by deprivation and inconvenience of room. It would be a mockery to tie a 
man’s hands in order to teach him to labour; it is not much less so, to ask 
teachers to instruct and scholars to learn, amid the confusion which must ensue 
where recitation rooms are few in number, contracted in size, and placed in 
such nearness to each other, and such remoteness to all laws of health or com- 
fort or convenience. The ‘‘dormitories”’ are not dona fide sleeping-rooms, but 
nooks and corners which resemble somewhat a modern imitation of the ancient 
catacombs. The dignity of De Veaux College is not enhanced to the eye by 


oe 


an inspection of what cther Catalogues teri ‘‘ spacious and ‘well-ventilated dor- 
mitories.” The Diocese should see to it that the College is much better equipped 
with rooms of al] sorts, and that not merely by resolution but by command. 

The other point is the need of a decided change in the standing of the 
Chaplain, and therefore, in the spiritual care and teaching cf the boys at 
De Veaux. The Chaplain should be in all respects independent of everybody 
but his Bishop. The dignity of his office does not rise and fall at the pleasure 
of any layman; the awfulness of his responsibility, and the authority of his 
commission, come from above, not from below. The work which God gave 
and commands him to dois not to wait until man’s bidding first be done. It 
is not to be expected that any ordinary boy will be attracted to or influenced by 
the religious teachings of a man whom one day he sees in the chancel,.and the 
next beholds in the role of an ecclesiastical school-monitor. The Chaplain of 
any institution must be as much the Priest on Monday as on Sunday. He 
should be the Priest of the College as of a Parish, and the Priest of the boys 
as of sons; one to whom they can turn as they can to no other; one whose 
relation to them is weakened by no false position at one time, and bolstered up 
by a surplice and Sunday service at another. De Veaux needs just such a 
Chaplain, and a distinctly Church teaching. It is not enough that she is named 
a Church College ; she must be a College of the Church, grafted into it, built 
upon it, taught of it and living by it. Her services should be rich in beauty, 
sweet in their attractiveness, teaching the Truth as the Church holds it; 
services loyal, living and loving. It is not enough that the boys should leave 
the shelter of De Veaux, men, educated in the ways and means to life temporal ; 
but they should leave her shelter, Churchmen, educated in the ways and means 
to life eternal. ‘The time in which the seeds are to be sown which shall bring 
forth the fruits of the Spirit, is the very time in which these boys are within the 
care and keeping of our College. One year lost between the ages of twelve and 
eighteen, because of our carelessness or indifference, may become the awful 
- pivot upon which the welfare of an individual soul may turn to its eternal loss 
and our bitter condemnation. 

If this Report be considered as inviting to adverse criticism, either in respect 
to its length or its plainness of speech, the Committee would reply that the 
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Resolution, which was offered at the last Council and referred to them, contained 
a question grave enough to arouse the conscientious interest of those who now 
respectfully submit their Report to you for the Committee. |

his bright example as a Christian man.

MartTIN ADSIT, long a Trustee of the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate, and 
tenders him thanks for his services in that responsible Trust, and for long and 
faithful devotion to parochial and Diocesan interests in his section of the Diocese. 

Resolved, That the removal of Mr. WILLIAM M. WHITE from the Diocese, and 
his consequent resignation as a Trustee of the Fund for the Support of the 
Episcopate, deprives this Diocese of one of its most useful and valued laymen. 
For nearly twenty years he has rendered faithful and laborious services in that 
Trust, and this Council gratefully acknowledges the obligations of the Diocese 
to him. 


Mr. W. H. Farnham was unanimously re-elected a Trus- 
tee of the Christmas Fund for three years. Messrs. Arthur 
P. Rose and James P. Mellen were unanimously re-elected 
Trustees of the Parochial Fund for three years; and Mr.

Mr. William H. Adams, from the Special Committee of 
the last Annual Council on the Clifton Springs Sanitarium, 
read the following Report and Resolutions. The Report 
was accepted, and the accompanying Resolutions adopted: 


REPORT. 


To the Council of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western 
New York: 

Your Committee, to whom was referred so much of the Bishop’s Address 
delivered at the last Diocesan Council, as related to the proposed endowment of 
a room or rooms in the Clifton Springs Sanitarium, respectfully report : 

That during the past summer, the members of this Committee have personally 
inspected the buildings and property of the Sanitarium, and have endeavoured to 
ascertain its financial condition, as well as all other matters which pertain to its 
material prosperity ; which inspection and examination enable them to present 
for the consideration of the Council the following facts : 

The Institution was established upon a comparatively small scale by the pres- 
ent manager, Dr. Henry Foster, in the year 1850, its means then being very 
limited, By his judicious expenditure of its accumulated profits in the way of 
improvements and betterments, the property in 1881 was of the estimated value 
of from $150,000 to $200,000. In that year Dr. Foster and his wife conveyed, 
the entire property to a Board of Trustees, by means of a deed of trust, which 
contained the following provisions among others: 

After devoting to certain specified purposes so much of the income of the 
Institution as was needed therefor, it provided that all the capacity of the Sani- 
tarium, beyond such purposes, might be used for eleemosynary objects, by tak- 
ing patients at reduced rates or gratuitously, who shall belong to one of the 
following classes, viz.:— 

1. Missionaries and their families who are dependent upon their salaries for 
support. ; 

2. Ministers of the Gospel and their families who are dependent upon their 
salaries for support. 

3. Teachers and indigent Church members who are unable to pay the prices 
of the Institution for treatment. 

Preference to be given to the several classes in the order above named. 

The Board of Trustees consists, by the terms of the deed, of thirteen mem- 
bers. Among these first named were Bishop Coxe, the Rev. John Cotton Smith, 
D. D., representing the Foreign Committee of the Board of Missions of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church; a layman of that Church, and the Secretaries of 
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the Boards of Missions of the Congregational, Methodist Episcopal, Baptist, 
Presbyterian and Reformed Churches respectively. 

The deed provided that in filling vacancies in the Board of Trustees, each 
successor of Bishop Coxe shall be the Bishop of the Diocese of Western New 
York, or, in case such Diocese be divided, the Bishop of the Diocese which shall 
include the Sanitarium within its limits; and that the successor of Dr. John 
Cotton Smith shall be a member of the said Committee of the Board of Mis- 
sions, of which he was a member, or the Secretary of such Committee, to be 
selected by the Bishop of the Diocese in which the Sanitarium shall be located. 
The deed also provided that in certain cases, other than those of succession 
above stated, the Board of Trustees shall elect a person to fill a vacancy; the 
person so chosen to be a man corresponding in character and position, as far as 
possible, with his predecessor in the Board. 

Bishop Coxe, and the layman above referred to, who is the Hon. James C. 
Smith of Canandaigua, have continued to be members of the Board to the pres- 
ent time; and the Bishop, by the choice of his associates, has been the Presi- 
dent of the Board for many years, and until its last meeting, when he asked to 
be relieved from the cares and responsibilities of that position. On the death 
of Dr. John Cotton Smith, the Rev. Henry Y. Satterlee, D. D., Rector of Cal- 
vary Church, New York, was designated as his successor under the provisions 
above stated, and is now a member of the Board. The deed also provides that 
if the Sanitarium, in its management, ‘‘shall be diverted from the spirit and 
letter of the deed,” or shall be prostituted to private and selfish interests, it shall 
be the duty of the Trustees to close the Institution, sell the property for cash or 
on reasonable credit, and divide the amount received therefor, together with the 
endowment funds of the Institution, equally among the several Missionary 
Societies represented in the Board of Trustees, to be used by the said Societies 
respectively for Foreign Missions. 

The Institution is free from debt, and appears to have been prosperous from 
the start; and your Committee are informed that the number of patients for 
the month of August last was larger than for any previous month during its 
history. The present buildings will accommodate about three hundred and 
seventy patients, but the main building is composed largely of wood, and has 
been enlarged from time to time as the demand for additional room required. 
Further and better accommodations are now needed, and to meet this want, it 
has been decided by the Board to erect a new building, thoroughly fire-proof, 
and complete in all its appointments, with the design of making it, when fin- 
ished, the best building of the kind in the world. The estimated cost of the new 
building is $210,000. For the purpose of raising this amount, an endowment 
plan has been adopted, by which an endowment of $15,000 will secure to the 
donor, and the successors and representatives of such donor, the right in per- 
petuity ‘to have a patient kept, boarded and treated in the Institution, free of 
expense ; a particular room to be appropriated for the purpose, and to be desig- 
nated as the donor shall direct. The new building is to be erected in two sec- 


_ 
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tions, costing $105,000 each, and the money for the first section is said to have 
been secured by endowments. It is intended to commence the work upon this 
section in October next, and to complete it without unnecessary delay. The 
second section will be erected as soon as the necessary funds are provided. 


Your Committee are of opinion that this Institution, conducted upon the lines 
here indicated, is one which affords a most desirable opportunity of providing 
for the care and treatment of the aged and infirm Clergy of this Diocese and of 
their families. If our wealthy laymen who feel charitably inclined,—and your 
Committee are persuaded there are many such within this Diocese, will furnish 
funds to endow one or more rooms in this Institution, your Bishop will have it 
within his power to provide relief for the sick and needy, which the lack of 
means and opportunity now prevent. 


Your Committee therefore recommend the adoption by the Council of the fol- 
lowing resolutions : ; 


Resolved, That the advantages proffered to the Diocese by the Sanitarium at 
Clifton Springs, for the treatment and relief of invalid clergymen, are of such 
a character as to merit the attention of benevolent persons who desire to make 
charitable investments of a kind to secure permanent benefits to this class of 
sufferers, and thus, under God, to prolong their lives and usefulness to the 
Church. 


Resolved, That we believe the Rectors of Parishes, and other members of this 
Council, will do something to meet a great want, and to provide exceptional 
forms of relief for invalid clergymen, by commending the endowment of rooms 
in the Sanitarium, upon the terms proposed, to charitable and wealthy Christian 
men and women who seek opportunities of doing good, or of making wise and 
benevolent bequests, in order to perpetuate their beneficence by their wills.

SYRACUSE, May 9, 1892. 


To the Rev. Charles Wells Hayes, D. D., Secretary of the Diocese of Western 
New York: 


DEAR SIR:—At a meeting of the General Association of Congregational 
Ministers and Churches of New York, held at Brooklyn, May 109, 1891, the 
undersigned were appointed a Committee to present to other religious bodies 
within the State for their consideration the following Resolutions offered by the 
Central Association :— 

WHEREAS, The laws of 1860, Chap. 360, An Act Relating to Wills, Sec. 1, 
provides that ‘‘ No person having a husband, wife, child, or parent, shall by his 
or her last will and testament devise or bequeath to any benevolent, charitable, 
literary, scientific, religious or missionary society, association or corporation, in 
trust or otherwise, more than one half of his or her estate after the payment of 
his or her debts, and such devise or bequeath shall be void to the extent of one 
half and no more;” and, 


WHEREAS, The laws of 1848, Chap. 319, An Act for the Incorporation of 
Benevolent, Charitable, Scientific and Missionary Societies, Sec. 6, of said Act, 
provides ‘‘ That no devise or bequeath to any corporation founded under said 
act shall be valid in any will which shall not have been made and executed at 
least two months before the death of the testator ;”’ and, 


WHEREAS, We believe the foregoing restrictions and limitations are arbitrary, 
and abridge the rights of individuals, and often defeat plans for benevolence, 
and hinder the work of the benevolent and missionary societies; and, 


WHEREAS, We believe the objects sought by such restrictions and limitations 
are already fully secured by ample provision in our Statutes, and the obstacles 
hereby complained of are exceptional in their character, not applying to forms 
of bequest other than educational and benevolent; therefore it is 


Resolved, By the Central Association of Congregational Ministers and 
Churches of New York, that said restrictions and limitations ought to be 
repealed by the Legislature of this State. 


Resolved, That the State Association of our Ministers and Churches, which 
meets at Brooklyn, the 19th instant, be requested to take action for conferring 
with religious bodies representing other denominations, in order to secure a 
united effort to procure the repeal of these obnoxious laws. 

We beg leave to present these Resolutions to you, which were adopted by our 
State Association, and to ask you to present them to the Diocese of Western 
New York, of which you are Clerk, at their next annual meeting, with a view 
to their appointing one or more brethren to act upon a Committee of Conference 
in regard to presenting some law to the Legislature of New York in due time, 
should the object thus sought seem desirable upon careful consideration. 
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Whenever any action shall be taken by your body, and any person appointed 
to act on a Conference Committee, will you please notify us so that we may call | 
a meeting ?

REPORT: 


The Committee on Non-Reporting Clergy and Parishes would respectfully 
report that they have examined the Journal of 1891, from which it appears that 
eleven parishes and missions failed to send the required Parochial Report to the 
Bishop. The list is: Belvidere, Cuba, Wellsville, Ellicottville, Buffalo 4// 
Saints, Bergen, Rochester Ascension, Rochester Good Shepherd, Victor, Havana 
and Wayne. Of these, all but Ellicottville, All Saints, Buffalo, and Wayne, 
were vacant at the close of the Diocesan year 1890-91. 

Your Committee also find that eighteen of the Clergy without parochial 
charge, most of them retired from active work, are recorded on page 157 as 
failing to report. In one or two instances, as we understand, reports were for- 
warded, but were not received by the Secretary.

The Rev. Dr. Anstice, from the Committee on Finance, 
made the following Report, which was accepted and 
ordered printed. 
REPOR 6. 
The Committee on Finance respectfully report that there have been placed in 


their hands the Reports of the Treasurer of the Council, of the Treasurer and 
Trustees of the Christmas Fund, and of the Treasurer and Trustees of the 
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Parochial Fund. These financial reports have been duly examined and audited 
by auditors appointed by the Bishop, and have been found correct by them and 
so certified. 

The Report of the Treasurer of the Christmas Fund shows the total receipts 
of the year to have been $2,367.64, of which 59 parishes contributed $959, being 
a loss of $258.34 in contributions and a loss of 4 in contributing parishes. The 
decrease is the more marked by contrast with an increased income over last 
year from interest on permanent investments of $157.64. 

The Report of the Treasurer and Trustees of the Parochial Fund shows an 
addition to the Floyd Scholarship Fund of one hundred dollars contributed by 
the Rev. Robert Horwood, of England, in return for aid received by him while 
pursuing his theological studies in this Diocese during the Episcopate of Bishop 
De Lancey.

The Rey. Dr. Anstice, from the Special Committee ap- 
pointed yesterday on the portion of the Bishop’s Address 
relating to the Episcopate of the Diocese, presented the 
following 


REPORT: 


Your Committee, to whom was referred so much of the Bishop’s Address as 
relates to the matter of the election of an Assistant Bishop, respectfully report 
that the Bishop of the Diocese has placed in their hands the following letter: 


‘‘SEE House, BUFFALO, 
S. Matthew’s Day, 1892. 


‘* Reverend Brethren, and my Lay Brethren of the Commtttee : 


‘‘You have kindly consented to hear and report upon this communication, 
which, through you, I wish to be laid before the Council at its present session. 

‘*It was evident to me from the vote of the Clergy, at the Council of 1891, 
on the division of the Diocese, that they have deeply felt the want of more 
energetic and more frequent offices of the Episcopate than for the last two years 
I have been able to render. If the Canon provides for the election of a 
Coa&djutor in a case like mine, it is obviously my right to claim relief in that 
form, and I should be the last person in the Diocese to object to it. But I do 
not ask relief for myself, on two accounts: (1.) Iam not sure that the Canon 
applies to this particular case; if it does, I shall be glad,—and you are better 
judges than I am, because few are sensible of the infirmities of age, until they 
become painful and oppressive ;—and (2.) because I feel that the Diocese is 
not prepared for the heavy expenses incident to a twofold Episcopate. 
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‘‘T have consulted with prominent laymen on this matter of temporalities, 
and am assured that, if necessary, there would be little difficulty on that score ; 
yet they all seem to feel that alittle time may be requisite to preliminary 
arrangements. 

‘‘t, The Episcopate Fund in not in a condition creditable to the Diocese, 
considering its great resources, and the rapid increase of the wealth of individual 
members. This is felt by all. 

‘*2, The See House is not such as should be provided for the Diocese for its 
Bishop. For myself, I wish to close my days under the modest roof that has 
sheltered me and my family for many years. I hate ostentation and display, 
and prefer to live as I do, and to die without change. ButI can say whata 
new Bishop, and a younger one, would feel unwilling to say: this, namely, 
that the Diocese owes something to itself. Its Bishop should have an official 
homestead adapted to his office. There should be a few pleasant rooms for 
hospitalities to visiting Clergy. There should be a wing or side office for the 
Library, and this should be so arranged that visiting Clergy and students might 
use it freely. There should be a Chapel where the Bishop with the Clergy could 
freely meet for devotions,—and especially for use with Lay Readers, and with 
others of the Laity seeking his personal instructions. In other respects, the 
rooms of the present See House are quite sufficient for a plain and primitive 
Bishop, in a republican state of society. 

‘* With these suggestions, you will consider and advise what should be mines 
If the Diocese should decide to devote the ensuing Diocesan year to this pre- 
paratory work, I shall endeavour to make my own labours as efficient as possi- 
ble, and, if need be, I can depend on aid from some of my brethren, as hereto- 
fore If the Diocese is ready to take more immediate steps, I am prepared for 
them, and will do my best to carry out the measures which they may feel to be 
necessary. It only remains for me to say, that should you resolve upon this 
speedy election of a Bishop Coédjutor, I should arrange everything for his dig- 
nity, for his efficiency, and for his comfort, so far as these depend upon me. I 
shall put the entire administration of the Diocese into his hands, reserving to 
myself only such duties as a Christian brother would naturally concede to the 
Diocesan, in the short period of life that God may allot to him. One thousand 
dollars I will annually contribute from my own income to his support; and he 
shall have the use of the See House, if that be requisite to his work. I can 
retire into a smaller and more economical dwelling. 

‘* May God order all for His own glory and for the good of the Flock over 
which He has permitted me so long to preside. 

‘*T am your faithful brother and Pastor in Chief under Ehrist. 

“A. CLEVELAND COXE, 
‘* Bishop of Western New York.” 


After careful consideration of the subject in all its bearings, your Committee, 
in view of the Bishop’s repeated expressions of inability to do the full work 
required in the Diocese, have reached the following conclusions : 
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1. That it is competent to the Diocese to elect an Assistant Bishop under the 
provisions of the General Canon, Tit. I., Can. 16, § V., which reads, ‘‘ When 
a Bishop of a Diocese is unable, by reason of old age, or other permanent 
cause of infirmity . . . to discharge his Episcopal duties, one Assistant 
Bishop may be elected by and for the said Diocese, who shall in all cases suc- 
ceed the Bishop in case of surviving him.” 

2. That inasmuch as the other alternatives for relief proposed in the Bishop’s 
previous communications have failed of approval by the Council, the only course 
apparently now open,—as a possible division could not now be perfected for 
three years more,—is to elect an Assistant Bishop, who shall to all intents and 
purposes be the administrative Head of the Diocese; after adequate provision 
has been made for his support. 

Your Committee therefore respectfully submit the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That in view of the statements contained in the Bishop’s letter 
embodied in this report, the Council will proceed, at its next annual meeting, to 
elect an Assistant Bishop. 

2. Resolved, That a Committee of three laymen be appointed to take imme- 
diate steps to increase the Episcopate Fund to the sum of $100,000.

Morning Prayer was said by the Bishop, assisted by the 


Rev. P. P. Kidder and the Rev. Dr. Hayes; aiter which 
the Bishop took the Chair. 


The Minutes were read and approved. 


The Rev. Dr. Hayes, from the Special Committee of the 
Councils of 1890and 1891 on the Incorporation of Churches,* 
reported their action during the past Diocesan year, as 
follows: 


That a meeting of the Committee was held in Buffalo on the 14th of January 
last, to consider the proposed bill for the codification of the Religious Incorpo- 
ration Acts, as printed in the Diocesan Journal of 1891, pp. 84-99. Three of 
the Committee only—the Rev. Charles H. Smith, the Rev. A. Sidney Dealey, 
and the Chancellor of the Diocese—were able to attend this meeting, and the 
only action taken was to reiterate the protest of last year against any changes 
from the present law not called for by a majority of the Five Dioceses of the 
State. The Chairman and the Secretary (the Chancellor) have, however, called 
the attention of the State Commissioners for codifying these Acts to one or two 
points in which the proposed bill appeared to be defective, and their suggestions 
were adopted by the Commissioners. An instance is the substitution of the 
proper word ‘‘ Rector” for ‘* Minister,” which had been used by mistake in § 10, 
(page 87, line 3, of the Journal,) and in one or two other places. The Com- 
mittee have also consulted with the Diocesan Committees of New York and 
Central New York, and with the Bishop of Albany, but without any result as 
far as united action is concerned ; there being no agreement among the Diocesan 
Committees, as far as correspondence enables us to judge, in regard to the pro 
visions of the bill now in preparation. Generally they appear to be regarded as 
not less favourable on the whole, than those of the present Act, or of the bills 
prepared by the Federate Council in 1886-9. The Dioceses of New York and 
Central New York have passed Resolutions similar to our own against uncalled- 
for legislation. No action has been taken by the Dioceses of Long Island and 
Albany, so far as we can learn. 


On motion, the Committee was continued to confer fur- 
ther with the Committees of other Dioceses, and to report 
to the next Annual Council.

On motion, the Order of the Day was suspended for the 
Report of the Standing Committee on the Report of the 
Trustees, of the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate, 
which was read by Mr. John N. Macomb, Jr., as follows: 


REPORT. 


The Standing Committee on the Report of the Trustees of the Fund for the 
Support of the Episcopate, respectfully report: 

That the Report submitted to them has been duly audited by the Committee 
appointed by the Bishop for that purpose. It shows that the securities consist 
at this time of Loans, Notes, Bonds and Cash amounting in all to $48,080.11, 
being the same as reported last year. 

The De Lancey Fund is $2,247.96, the same as last year. The income of this 
Fund was $123.00. 

The receipts from interest on the Episcopate Fund have been $1,473 97, which 
is $599.44 less than last year. The receipts from contributions of parishes have 
been $3,496.42. Total $4,970.39, or $569.24 less than the previous year. 

For the Bishop’s salary, they have paid out -$4,999.92; for taxes and insur- 
ance on the See House,$465.63, in all $5,465 55. The total expenditures have 
exceeded the receipts by $495.16. Last year they reported a deficit of $1,342.22 ; 
making a present total deficit of $1,837.38. 

The Treasurer explains that the deficiency in income of securities is due partly 
to the fact that several loans fell due within the past two years, and, owing to 
the illness of the late Treasurer, Mr. George E. Mumford, had not been re-in- 
vested at once. This difficulty may be overcome very soon, and we trust that 
next year’s Report will show the usual income from that source. 

The Committee would respectfully call the attention of the Council to the 
present condition of the Fund. It is now apparently more than $48,000; but 
one of the items given by the Trustees consists of notes of Parishes, (which are 
not really negotiable securtties,) to the amount of $5,661.66. These should not 
be counted in the principal of the Fund ; and deducting them, we have remain- 
ing only $42,218.45. Then there is to be deducted the very large deficit of 
$1,837.38, leaving the actual total of the Fund no more than $40,581.07. 
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There seems to be a prevailing impression that the only call made upon this 
Fund is to pay the Bishop’s salary. But we find every year an item of nearly 
$500 for taxes, etc., on the See House; and when we remember that good 
securities can hardly be had now at a higher rate of interest than five per cent., 
we see how utterly inadequate the sum of $40,600 is to provide an income of 
$5,500. We feel that we cannot too strongly impress upon the Council the 
necessity of increasing this Fund to not less than $100,000; and to that end, 


we recommend the adoption of the following Resolution : 


Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed to take into consideration 
the immediate increase of the Episcopate Fund ; and that they be authorized to 
employ some proper person to canvass the Diocese for this purpose, with a 
proper compensation for his services. i

THE LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY LEAGUE. 
(1.) REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


To the Right Rev. Arthur Cleveland Coxe, D. D., LL. D., Bishop 
of Western New York.: 


RiGHT REVEREND AND Dear Sir :—As President of the Lay- 
men’s Missionary League, it becomes my duty to make a report 
to you of the work done by the League during the time which 
has elapsed since its foundation. 

The date of actually beginning work was about the first of 
January last, so that the period embraced in this report covers 
about eight months and a half. 

It being an entirely new work, and none of the members of 
the League having had experience in any organization of this 
kind, a certain amount of friction was developed, especially in 
the earlier months of our work. Thanks to the energy and 
executive ability of our Superintendent, aided by the hearty 
good-will and co-operation of the members of the League, 
everything is now in smooth working order. I am sure that all 
the friends of the League will rejoice with us in our success, 
and will see in the enthusiasm and willingness to work, which 
* have been aroused among our members, an evidence of the 
direct influence of the Holy Spirit. 

While we have met with a certain measure of success, we 
feel that our work is in reality but just begun. So far, the 
League contains a large number of Lay Readers. The other 
orders of the League, such as Catechists, Bible Readers, Super- 
intendents, and Helpers, are as yet nearly unfilled. This 
defeats in part our aim, and it is the purpose of the Executive 
Committee that these other positions shall be filled as soon as 
possible. A large number of those who are not willing to read 
the Service can thus be brought into the ranks, and made to do 
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efficient work in the other orders enumerated. The League 
being essentially a missionary body, there is no reason why ~ 
every Church worker in the Diocese should not be a member. 

Women can be employed in some of these positions, and it 
would aid very materially could their assistance be secured in 
carrying on the singing at some of our Services. 

By far the greatest need which the League has yet found, is 
that of a Priest whose time shall-be at the disposal of the 
League, to render such priestly offices at the various missions 
and stations as a layman cannot perform, and without which 
the Services of the Church are incomplete. To this end it ds 
very desirable that the services of a Priest should be secured, 
as has already been done, I am informed, in the Diocese of 
Pittsburgh, where the League first had a beginning in this 
country. It can be seen at a glance how exceedingly necessary 
this is to the full carrying out of our work. Some of the Clergy 
of the City have generously given us their aid; but, as they 
are fully occupied with their parish duties, we find it very 
difficult to secure them when needed, and we feel, moreover, 
that it is wrong to call upon them to do more, when their hands 
are already more than full. 

Could this idea be carried out, we could very greatly extend 
our missionary work. Whether this can be best accomplished 
by the securing of a special Priest for the League, or by the 
appointing of a Dean who shall be independent of any parish 
work, is a matter for consideration. 

While our League has met with very hearty support and en- 
couragement from all quarters, both clerical and lay, yet we 
have had to contend with a certain amount of criticism, and 
this criticism may at first seem to be well-founded. It is said 
that many of the best -workers in our parishes have been with- 
drawn from parish work by their duties in the League, and that 
parish work, which is of so great importance, has thus been 
allowed to suffer and languish. 

Although this may be so in one or two instances, yet a careful 
examination of the roll of the League will show that many of 
its members were, up to the time of the organization of the 
League, entirely unoccupied in any Church work. The ordinary 
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routine of parish activities offers very small scope for men’s 
work. It isa well-recognized fact that the women of the Church 
do, and are able to do, nearly all the work which the parish 
Priest ordinarily calls for. It is in the broader work of the 
League that the men find a more fitting opportunity to employ 
their energies in work which is attractive, and therefore we are 
enabled to secure workers who would otherwise be simply idlers 
in the field. 

It will be noticed also by those familiar with the League work, 
that a great many of its most active workers are at the same 
time carrying on their parish work without any interference. 
This can be done in most instances, as the League does not 
generally call upon its members for continuous work, the duties 
being shared by many, positions being filled in rotation, and the 
time for the labours‘of each being quite limited. 

But, supposing that at first a small amount of parish work is 
interfered with, we conceive that in the end the parishes cannot 
fail to be greatly stimulated and blessed by the work of the 
League. The new energies aroused, the new lines of work 
entered upon, the enthusiasm which is created for Church work, 
must in time react on the parishes, and while a few workers 
may, perhaps, be taken, many others will be aroused to a sense 
of their duties and to the necessities of the occasion, and will 
more than fill the places which have been made vacant. 

Thus we conceive that the whole Church will be greatly 
blessed, not only by extending its borders, but by the renewal 
and increase in its spiritual life. 

Those who are looking over the field cannot fail to be struck 
-with the fact that we are at the beginning of a great lay move- 
ment within the Church. Before, in the history of the Church, 
such movements have been started, but, being repressed or un- 
wisely guided, they have led to divisions and schism. This has 
been a most unfortunate result, and has entailed a very great 
loss upon the Church. We do not imagine that in this day those 
in authority will pursue any such course as has been pursued in 
the past, but rather that our Laymen will be encouraged in their 
work, will be directed in the right way, and that the Church will 
reap an abundant harvest and a great blessing in the near future. 
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As an aid to our Lay Readers, the League has collected a 
small Library. This has been obtained mostly by purchase, but 
afew generous gifts have also been made. The Librarian’s . 
report, with a list of books, is appended. 

It is not necessary for me to go into detail as regards the 
working of the League, nor as regards its financial condition, 
as these are abundantly set forth in the reports of the Superin- 
tendent and the Treasurer, which are appended hereto. 

As regards the financial condition of the League, the Treas- 
urer’s Report shows that thus far our friends have amply met 
our needs. The expenses in the formation of the League were 
necessarily great, but so far we have had abundant funds to 
accomplish all. These have been derived, not only from sub- 
scriptions obtained in the parishes, but by the offerings in some 
of the missions, some of which have given most generously to 
the support of the League.

(2.) REPORT: OF THE SUPERINTENDENT: 


To the Executive Committee: 


Mr. PRESIDENT: Your Superintendent would begin his first . 
Annual Report by the acknowledgement of most hearty thanks 
to God the Holy Spirit, for the manifestation of His blessed 
will and work, in that He has put it into the hearts of Christian 
men to unite themselves in this League of Faith and Loyalty 
for the better: service of Holy Church, and itor the many 
evidences of His divine guidance and protection during the 
past year. ‘Except the Lord build the house, their labour is 
but lost that build it.” Your Superintendent would also make 
early and glad acknowledgement to the active members of the 
League, for their faithful service—service given, and cheerfully 
given, at the cost of great personal sacrifice, of comfort, oppor- 
tunity for religious exercise, and edification, and opportunity 
for greatly needed rest and refreshment. 

The work of the League is built upon the recognition of the 
fact that the responsibility for the cure of a million souls, sick with 
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the sins of ignorance, false doctrine, heresy and schism, rests 
solely upon our Bishop, and that his efforts, and the efforts of 
his few co-working Priests, howsoever eager, faithful, and 
zealous, are yet utterly inadequate to the task. 

To supplement these labours we trust the Holy Spirit has 
called the members of the League. 

During the past year your work has gone out in three prin- 
cipal directions : 

1. The establishment of new stations. 

2. The maintenance of services at disabled stations, and the 
filling of temporary vacancies in other parishes and missions. 

3. The maintenance of services at-various institutions where 
thousands of our brethren, naked, hungry and thirsty, sick and 
in prison, have for years vainly waited for the Messenger of 
Holy Church with the good news of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 

From a critical survey of the entire field of all our labours, 
we may come with much to strengthen our faith, and stimulate 
our zeal; everywhere congregations have been large, regular, 
attentive, appreciative, thankful, with repeated evidences that 
the Holy Spirit approved and blessed the work. 

For a short time previous to the organization of the League, 
work had been going on in Springville under the care of mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of S. Andrew. This was transferred 
to the League as soon as organized, and the work went on in 
the same faithful hands until the worker, JoHN BaiLey HIGGINS, 
heard the summons of the Master, and we doubt not those 
most blessed words,—“ Well done, good and faithful servant.” 
With the assistance of members of the League, the station: was 
duly organized as S. Paul’s Mission at Springville. The statis- 
tics of the Mission September 1, 1892, were as follows: 

Families 16; Baptisms, Adults 9, Infants 9; Confirmed, 11; 
Communicants, 18; Services, Morning Prayer 40, Evening Prayer 
52, Litany 40; Sunday School Teachers 3, Pupils 15; Offerings 
for expenses, $143.58, for Church building, $100.00, total 
$243.58; no debt. 

The work at Silver Creek, from its conception, belongs to 
the League, and we may point to it as an instance and proof of 
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the whiteness of the harvest, covering all the hills and valleys 
of the Diocese of Western New York. 

After consideration and prayer for the especial guidance of 
the Holy Spirit, the faithful workers, William H. Leslie and 
Lewis Stockton, were selected, and duly authorized to proceed 
to set up the Cross at Silver Creek. The work was begun with 
the first service of Evening Prayer, Sunday, December 2oth, 1891. 

As an act of efficient Christian faith, to which is added 
knowledge, the initiation of this work is so singular as to require 
a moment’s particular notice. 

At the time of this first visit to Silver Creek, Messrs. Leslie 
and Stockton were unknowing of and unknown to a single 
inhabitant of the place, neither had they positive knowledge of 
the existence of a person desiring the Services of the Church. 

However, a visit to the place was made, the ground looked 
over, a suitable room for worship engaged, and notices posted 
to the effect that on the following Sunday, Church Services would 
be held at such a place and time. On the day appointed, the 
Readers, duly authorized by the Dean of the Convocation and 
Bishop of the Diocese, kept the appointment, and were met by 
a congregation of thirty-eight persons, representing eleven 
families, and after Service a collection of $2.54 was taken. 

Since that date Services have been held each Sunday, with 
Wednesday Services during Lent. The congregations have been 
regular and appreciative. 

The following statistics give in short the condition of S. 
Alban’s Mission, Silver Creek, Sept. 1, 1892 :—Families, 20; 
Communicants, 22; Baptisms, Adults 8, Infants 7; Confirmed, 
Io ; Services, Evening Prayer 38, Litany 6 ; Sunday Scholars, 10; 
Offerings for Expenses $141.86, for Church Lot, $500, total, 
$641.86 ; Church Property, lot, $500 ; no debt. 

A review of the work of the League at Springville and Silver 
Creek causes in the heart of your Superintendent one dominant 
emotion, that the hands of the Holy Spirit are not tied, but 
that in this our day He stands ready to bless the efforts of 
Christian faith, to crown the labours of Christian knowledge, 
even as in those earlier days when the Cross was in very. 
fact the ensign of victory for Christ and His Church. 
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It is also right, that in connection with this, suitable acknowl- 
edgement be made to those faithful Priests, the Rev. Arthur 
John Fidler and the Rev. William A. Hitchcock, D. D., for 
wise counsels and kind sympathy in this work, and also for 
priestly services in administering the sacrament of Baptism. 

This service was in both cases rendered by priests heavily 
burdened with parish cares and duties; and the added labour 
was a tax, only to be supported by hearts warm and strong 
with zeal for the work of the Master. 

Passing to the next division of our work, we find ample cause 
for congratulation, that there was a need for the Laymen’s 
League, and that in a degree, at least, the League is answering 
the need: 

During the year, calls for temporary assistance in maintaining 
services have come from fifteen different parishes and missions, 
and in every case the League has responded favourably. 

In this work 291 Services have been held, divided as follows : 
Morning Prayer, 90; Evening Prayer, 93; Litany, 108. 

It is well in connection with this to recall that the League was 
not organized until late in the fall of 1891, and was hardly in 
Operation before January, 1892, and that this report is 
up to September 1, 1892, in reality a report for eight months’ 
work. 

It should also cause serious reflection as to the extent and 
completeness of our future organization, when we consider 
that the above number of calls for occasional services came 
from parishes or missions where the public services are less in 
number than a fourth of that expected and provided for, by the 
Book of Common Prayer. 

What will be expected of the League in the near future when the 
Prayer Book standard becomes the habitualstandard and meas- 
ure of public worship in all of the parishes and missions of our 
Deanery, must cause the officers of the League prayerful reflec- 
tion. 

Your Superintendent has placed the report of the work of the 
League in the Charitable and Penal Institutions of the City after 
the other labours, because he would by every means in his 
power impress you with asense of its importance.

In a word, this work is the most neglected, the least attrac- 
tive, and the most important. 

a you at least, to maintain this proposition needs no argu- 

ment, no rhetoric. The plain statement of the fact makes the 

case. 

At the time of our organization, these Institutions confined 
thousands ‘of our brethren, brethren whose keepers we are, 
brethren having singular and particular need of the ministra- 
tions of Holy Church. , . 

The Holy Spirit had provided in the Book of Common 
Prayer, with infinite wisdom, tenderness and love, words of ad- 
monition and guidance, and words of consolation, encourage- 
ment and hope. 

A voice only was needed to make this great magazine of 
Catholic teaching and devotion effective, a spark of faith to 
light the lamps of this great pharos. 

Directly at this point the League made its appearance, and 
through the proper officers formally proposed to the various 
managements to render the Church Services at any of our Insti- 
tutions, as such Services might be desired. 

At all of these Institutions Holy Church now comes regularly 
in the person of a duly authorized Reader; and’ every member 
of the Laymen’s League, and every Churchman who wishes her 
well as he remembers these ministrations, can the better endure 
to hear the words of our Lord, ‘‘ Inasmuch as ye did it unto the 
least of these, ye did it unto Me.” 

Recognition should here be made of the devotion of members 
of our Communion, who in several instances single-handed and 
alone have struggled to maintain Church Services in some of 
these Institutions. 

This portion of the work of the League includes Services in 
ten different Institutions, having populations varying from 50 to 
goo souls each. 

The expenses of the League up to September 1, 1892, have 
been $435.13. Of this sum $96.69 was for postal stationery, 
for the use of the Secretary and Superintendent ; $60.06 was for 
books of sermons for the use of Readers ; and $275.22 for travel- 
ling expenses in maintaining Services at out-of-town stations. 
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Of the funds received by the League, $75.72 was from the 
various missions, and $575.0co from honorary members. Cash on 
hand, $215.59. 

In doing the work at the out-of-town stations, our ministers 
have travelled 26,774 miles. 

The League has 145 members, classified as follows : Honorary 
Members 84, Helpers 6, Lay Readers 55. 

The Services rendered up to September 1, 1892, have been as 
‘follows: Morning Prayer 275, Evening Prayer 373, Litany 
293, Visitation of Prisoners 50, total number of Services, 
991; Missions organized, 2; Baptisms, Adults 17, Infants 
18, total 35; Confirmed, 21; Collections taken for Current Ex- 
penses, $285.44; Collections taken for Permanent Improve- 
ments, $600.00. . 

Your Superintendent advises that the attention of our Dean 
and Bishop be called to certain features in the work and work- 
ing of the League, to the end that the same be taken advantage 
of and encouraged. The economy of our work seems particu- 
larly noticeable. 

By referring to the financial statements of the missions under 
our care from their beginning, it will be observed that the 
money raised for permanent improvements is many times 
greater than the sum raised for current expenses. 

The bearing of this single fact upon the efficiency and wisdom 
of the League’s methods is too obvious for argument. 

Your Superintendent it not without the hope that, in the plan 
_ which we trust the Holy Spirit is unfolding in the organization 
and work of the League, there is to be something of areturn to the 
methods of the Primitive Church, a reappearance of the Minor 
Orders of the Ministry, and primitive effectiveness in aggressive 
work, sadly lacking in these latter days. 

In connection with this, your attention is called to the fact 
that this is the Laymen’s Missionary League, and not an organ- 
ization, as some seem to suppose, of Lay Readers. 

In our plan of organization provision is made for the recep- 
tion to membership of every man, woman or child in the 
Deanery of Buffalo, who realizes, and is willing to recognize his 
or her baptismal obligations. : 
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The improvement in effectiveness resulting from the organiza- 
tion of the Lay Readers of the League is apparent to all. Why 
should the good work stop with this class of members? or 
rather, let us see to it that the League proceeds to organize in 
like manner each class of its membership. 

When this is done we may with better hearts offer the Suf- 
frage, “That it may please Thee to send forth labourers into. 
Thine harvest: 

‘‘We beseech Thee to hear us, good Lord.” 

In this our first year, we have been singularly reminded of the 
shortness and uncertainty of human life. Of the company of 
active members of the League, three have been separated from 
us. John Bailey Higgins, Ralph Hart Bowles, Jr., and David 
Porter Dobbins departed this life, having the testimony of a 
good conscience, in the communion of the Catholic Church, in 
the confidence of a certain faith, in the comfort of a reasonable, 
religious and holy hope, in favour with God and in perfect 
charity with the world. : 

Grant unto them, O Lord, eternal rest, and light perpetual 
shine upon them, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

In conclusion, it is suitable that we should individually and 
officially recognize and acknowledge our great obligations to: 
the Reverend Clergy of the city, and particularly to the Very 
Reverend the Dean, and the Right Reverend the Bishop. From 
each and all, in various manners, and at all times and seasons, 
we have been the recipients of the keenest sympathy and en- 
couragement, of wise counsels, of godly admonitions. What- 
ever of interest, zeal, or devotion the members have shown, 
whatever measure of success the League has achieved, all credit 
and acknowledgement is due to our Reverend Father in God 
and his faithful co-labourers. : 

Your Superintendent would return to each active member, as 
is his bounden duty, his most sincere-and heartfelt thanks, for 
the uniform personal kindness and courtesy which has made his 
official yoke easy and burden light. 

“Let the people praise Thee, O God: yea, let all the people 
praise Thee. 
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“Then shall the earth bring forth her increase: and God, 
even our own God, shall give us His blessing.” Amen.

(A.) STANDING COMMITTEE. 


To the Fifty-Fifth Aunual Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Standing Committee respectfully reports its official acts for the Diocesan 
year 1891-2 as follows: 


SEPTEMBER 25, I89QI. 


The Committee met at The National Savings Bank, Buffalo, and organized 
by the election of the Rev. L. B. Van Dyck, D. D., President, and the Rev. 
Walter North, Secretary. 

Assessments were continued at the same rate as the preceding year, and a 
list of offerings was directed to be prepared and sent to the Parishes. 


NOVEMBER 7, I89QI. 


The Rev. Walter Biddle Lowry, Deacon, was recommended to the Bishop for 
ordination to the Priesthood. 

The Treasurer of the Diocese was directed to honour all drafts made upon 
him by the Secretary in payment of stipends of Diocesan Missionaries. 
JANUARY 14, 1892. 

The Committee met a Special Committee of the Trustees of De Veaux Col- 
lege, which presented plans and specifications for an enlargement of the build- 
ings and asking consent to the expenditure of $7,000 for the purpose. 

The Rev. Carlos Curtis Gove, Deacon, was recommended to the Bishop for 
ordination to the Priesthood. 


JANUARY 28, 1892. 


The proposal of the Trustees to expend $7,000 for a wooden building upon the 
foundation intended for a Chapel was withdrawn, and for it was substituted 
another, asking consent to the expenditure of $10,000 for a stone building in 
two stories for Chapel and schoolrooms, and conforming to the general design 
of the College. On motion, consent was given with the express understanding, 
‘‘that the proposed building complete shall not cost to exceed the sum of 
$10,000, and that the Trustees shall not under any circumstances incur any 
obligation or enter into any contracts for this purpose involving an expenditure 
of a sum beyond the said sum of Ten Thousand Dollars.” 
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The yeas and nays were taken. 

The yeas being Messrs. North, Wrigley, Walker, Dann, Worthington. 

Nays, Messrs. Van Dyck and Dennis. 

The Committee declined consent to the application of the Diocese of Spring- 
field for permission to elect an Assistant Bishop on account of extent of terri- 
tory. Communications were received from Trinity Church, Fredonia, and 
Church of The Good Shepherd, Buffalo, relative to assessments, and referred 


to the Finance Committee. 


JUNE Q, 1802. 

Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Charles Reuben Hale, 
D. D., Assistant Bishop-Elect of Springfield. 

George Sherman Burrows and Arthur Hallett Mellen were recommended for 
ordination to the Diaconate. 

John Howard Perkins, Jr., Frank Howard Nelson, Dwight Galloupe, James 
Hallett Herendeen, and Tullius Wilson Atwood were recommended as Candi- 
dates for Holy Orders. 

The Secretary was directed to draw an order for Sixty Dollars in payment of 
Diocesan Printing in Our Church Work. 


JULY 13, 1892. 

The Committee accepted the resignation of Mr. E. S. Dann as a member of 
the Standing Committee. 

The Rev. George Herbert Kinsolving, D. D., Assistant Bishop-Elect of 
Texas, received consent to his consecration. 

Mr. Frederick William Beecher, Minister in the Congregational SOG was 
recommended as a Candidate for Holy Orders. 

Mr. Francis Allen Gould was recommended as a Candidate for Holy Orders. 


SEPTEMBER 12, 1892. 

The Committee, after personal. examination of the buildings, gave consent to 
the expenditure of Three Thousand Dollars for repairs and improvements of 
the present buildings of De Veaux College. 


SEPTEMBER 19g, 1892. 

The Report of the Trustees of De Veaux College was read, and a committee 
was directed to prepare a report upon it to be presented to the Council as the 
report of the Standing Committee. 


The Report is as follows : 

The College Year as recorded in the Report of the Trustees shows some — 
things to encourage and some discouragements. An exchange of land with a 
neighbouring proprietor gave a needed addition to the College demesne, and 
added $9,614.90 to the funds of the Institution. Of this, $1,065.17 was appro- 
priated with the consent of the Standing Committee to the settlement of the 
account of Ellsworth & Potter for legal services in defending the College 
against the Whirlpool Railway Company in its attempt to secure the right of 
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way through the grounds. The remainder, with the sum of $350.00 obtained 
from the sale of a village lot, has added $8,899.78 to the capital of the College, 
which now reaches $161,928.98 (within $5,000 of its original amount). 

On the other hand, an epidemic of fever invaded the Institution during the 
autumn, which necessitated the sending of a number of the boys to hospital 
and to their homes, and at one time threatened to suspend the operations of the 
School. This compelled the Trustees to adopt every possible means to 
remedy the evil, and a sewer was built at a cost of $974.00 to conduct the drain- 
age of the College to the banks of the river, instead of into a cesspool near the 
building as heretofore. This, with the putting in of a filtering apparatus and 
the plumbing connections, the expenditure of $490 00 upon roads and sidewalks, 
$200.00 for the improvement of land acquired by exchange, $500.00 for putting 
the steam apparatus in order and the settlement of an old plumbing account of 
Irlbacker & Davis, has swelled the expense of repairs and improvements to 
$5,088.88; at the same time the diminution of income from pupils on account 
of illness amounted to $1,800.00, but now that the buildings are once more pro- 
nounced to be in as perfect sanitary condition as it is possible to make them, 
the Trustees hope for a full school and nothing to interrupt its work. 

In February last a majority of the Standing Committee acceded to the request 
of the Trustees and gave consent to the expenditure of $10,000 of the money 
received from the sale of land to the Buffalo, Thousand Islands and Portland 
R. Ria year ago, for the erection of a building upon the foundation built some 
years ago adjoining the College. When plans for this had been invited and 
accepted, aud bids for a contract advertised, it was found that there was a con- 
tract already in existence entered into by the preceding President of the Col- 
lege with a builder, who claimed damages to the extent of $1,736.00 if his con- 
tract was superseded. This put the project of building the proposed addition 
aside for the present until the claim of the former contractor is settled. 

On September 12th a number of the members of the Standing Committee 
met at the College, when it was shown them that the Lodge at the entrance to 
the whirlpool grounds was falling to pieces, and that certain improvements for 
the convenience of servants in the Laundry and Culinary departments were 
very much needed, and consent was given to the expenditure of $3,000.00 of 
the money received for exchange of land for the making of these repairs and 
improvements, 

The College Gymnasium still needs restoration and renovation, but this is 
not asked for now. 

The additions to the capital, notwithstanding these grants, have increased the 
annual income from this source some $2,200, and in view of this and the fact 
that the College building is now in good order, the Trustees have decided to 
increase the number of Foundationers from 21 to 23. 

The Secretary was directed to prepare a statement of the acts of the Com- 
mittee to be presented to the Annual Council.

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(B.) BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education respectfully reports that it has continued the annual 
appropriation of One Thousand Dollars for the income of the De Lancey 
Divinity School to Hobart College in consideration of privileges accorded to 
the students of the School by the authorities of the College. 

Postulants and candidates have been assisted by grants of money for their 
personal expenses, and an oversight been kept of the Divinity School. 

The Board has been seriously embarrassed, however, by a lack of funds 
coming from an increase in the number of students for Holy Orders, and an 
inattention on the part of the clergy of the parishes to the appointed offering 
‘for Diocesan Education. 

It also tenders the Report of the Rector of the Divinity School.*

(C.) DE VEAUX COLLEGE. 


To the Bishop and Standing Commuttee of the Diocese of Western New York: 


GENTLEMEN :—The Trustees of De Veaux College for Orphan and Destitute 
Children, pursuant to the terms of its Charter, respectfully submit the following 
report for the Academic Year ended with the 30th day of June, 1892, also a 
copy of the College Register for that year. 

During the year there have been instructed rerny: -one foundationers and 
forty-eight paying pupils. 

Schedule ‘‘ A,’’ hereunto annexed, shows the amount of Endowment Princi- 
pal to be $161,928.98, an increase of $8,899.73. This increase was made by a 
difference of $9,614.90 in favor of the College, on an exchange of land with 
D. D. & D. G. McKoon, the land acquired from the McKoons making a much 
needed addition to the immediate College domain, north of the College edifice, 
and by the sale of a village lot for $350.00, reduced by the sum of $1,065.17, 
appropriated, with your consent, to pay the long outstanding bill of Messrs. 
Ellsworth & Potter, for legal services in successfully defending the rights of the 
College against the attempt of the so-called Whirlpool Railway Company ‘to 
acquire a right of way through its domain. 

Schedules ‘‘B” and ‘‘C,” also hereunto annexed, show the receipts and dis- 
bursements for the year, and the resources and liabilities. 

The School opened last September with a full attendance, but unfortunately 
an epidemic of fever soon after broke out, necessitating the removal to hospital, 
or the sending to their homes, of a number of the boys. At one time this was 
so serious as to threaten the closing of the School. This accounts for the 


decrease of over $1,800,00 in receipts from pupils, as compared with the pre-

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vious year. The Endowment Income shows an increase of over $2,200 00. 
This was obtained by the interest on investments of the $36,000 00 received in 
February, 1891, from The Buffalo, Thousand Islands & Portland Railway 
Company, for right of way acquired by them, coming in. The decrease of 
$1,000.00 in rents is accounted for by the fact that the lessee of the Whirlpool 
made, during the year ended June 30, 1891, three payments of six months’ 
rent, $500 00 each, the last of these payments having been made before it was 
due, so $500 00 of the rent receipts for that year properly belongs to the year 
following. The Farm account, although showing a smaller balance in its favour 
than the year before, nevertheless shows a larger one than may be expected in 
the future. The farm was rented in April, 1891, at $3.50 per acre for tillable 
land, and $1.50 per acre for swamp and bush land, which amounts to $643.48 
per annum, out of which have to be paid such necessary expenses as repairs to 
buildings and fences. The large receipts on farm account were obtained by the 
sale of stock and implements, at the time the farm was rented; a part of the 
proceeds of which was paid in cash at that time, and swelled the account for that 
year. Notes at nine months were given for the balance, all of which have been 
paid, and gone into the account for the year last ended. 

The item, ‘‘ Additions to buildings,” $525.00, is cost of plans and specifica- 
tions for the building proposed to be erected on the Chapel foundation, for which 
an appropriation of $10,000.co was made, with yourconsent. This having been 
temporarily paid out of revenue funds, the appropriation not having been trans- 
ferred, it is regarded as an asset, so far as regards revenue account. 

‘** Repairs and Furnishing ”’ shows a large increase over the previous year. This 
was partly occasioned by the desire, on account of outbreak of fever, to do all 
possible to perfect the sanitary condition of the College. To that end a sewer 
was constructed to the river, at a cost of $974 00, the drainage having hitherto 
been into a cesspool near the College building. A water filtering system was 
put in, the filters costing $269.70, in addition to the cost of the necessary plumb- 
ing connections ; $420 00 was expended on roads and sidewalks, $500.00 in put- 
ting the steam-heating apparatus ina perfect condition. Irlbacker & Davis were 
paid $226.09, balance due on their plumbing contract, and over $200.00 was 
spent on improvements on the land added to the College domain. Nearly 
$1,900.00 was expended on necessary repairs to buildings, the balance of the 
account being painting, papering, beds, bedding, other necessary furniture, 
crockery, glass, etc. 

' Plans prepared by Messrs. Carlin & Coxhead for the proposed building on the 
Chapel foundation were accepted, and bids for its erection invited, when we 
were notified by Mr. Charles Berrick, of Buffalo, that he had a contract, entered 
into with him by Mr. Wilfred H. Munro, then President of the College, for the 
erection of the Chapel, at a cost of about $18,000.00, according to plans and 
specifications, which contract he exhibited, of the existence of which this Board 
had not been hitherto aware. Mr. Berrick claimed damages to the extent of 
$1,800.00, if not allowed to proceed with the work, as he had sub-let portions of 
5 
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it and would have to make settlements with the sub-contractors. He has since 
offered to reduce the amount demanded by $200.00, if his claim is paid within a 
short time. The existence of this contract and the demand for damages made 
by Mr. Berrick, in case he is not allowed to finish the work, has rendered it nec- 
essary to leave the erection of the proposed pula in abeyance, until a settle- 
ment of this shall have been effected. 

The College buildings are now in as good a sanitary condition as it is possible 
to place them, and it is expected that the School will open with a full attend- 
ance; this, with the increase of the Endowment Fund, makes a favourable 
Bfaarial outlook. 

The College buildings, now being in a state of good repair, it is seceeted that 
expense in that direction will not be large for a long time to come ; and in view 
of this, the Trustees have felt justified in increasing the number of foundationers 
to twenty-three.

RT. REv. AND DEAR Si1r.—In compliance with your request, the undersigned, 
as a Committee of Auditors, have examined the Annual Report of Mr. James 
P. Mellen, Treasurer of the Parochial Fund. The accounts and statements are 
for the fiscal year ending September 1, 1892, and as usual we find them very full 
and clear. 

We have examined the accounts and securities, and find that the securities 
correspond with the statements, and that the disbursements are supported by 
the proper vouchers.

The Committee on Beneficence and Works of Piety respectfully report the 
following as having come to their knowledge through the Parochial Reports : 

In the Deanery of BuFFALO, S. Luke’s Church, Buffalo, has been presented 
with a very beautiful memorial altar in oak, richly carved, with credence and 
candelabra of the same material. 
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S. Mary’s Church, Buffalo, has completed one bay of its new church in stone, 
including the west front and tower, and joining at present the west end of the old 
church, so as to form a large addition for immediate service ; at a cost of $8,200. 

S. Paul’s Church, Buffalo, has added to its memorials another window. 

S. Stephen’s Church, Olean, has an altar rail of brass presented by the Girls’ 
Chapter of the Guild, and a Litany Desk in memory of the late John Watson, 
by members of his family. 

S. Luke’s Church, Jamestown, is busy in the erection of its new memorial 
church. 

S. Peter’s Church, Westfield, has received a pair of altar candlesticks suitably 
engraved, given in England by Mrs. Robert Mathews, of Rochester, in memory 
of Mrs. Frances E. Haves. 

S. Paul’s Church, Lewiston, has been thoroughly repainted at the expense of 
a lady of the parish. 

Deanery of BaTaviA. A tablet in memory of Bishop De Lancey has been 
placed in S. Mark’s Church, Le Roy, by the Bible Class, and three alms-basins 
given in memory of the late David Rinaldo Bacon, by members of his family. 

Trinity Church, Canaseraga, has been greatly improved and beautified by 
the parishioners. 

Choir-vestments and alms-basins have been provided for S. Peter’s Church, 
Dansville. 

The fine Parish House of S. John’s Church, Mount Morris, has been com- 
pleted and furnished during the year at a cost of $3,500. 

In S. Luke’s Mission, Attica, $500 has been given for an organ and furniture 
for the church. | 

A much needed improvement has been begun in the churchyard of S. Clement’s 
Church, Wethersfield Springs, one of the very few parishes in the Diocese in 
which the Church property includes a burial ground. 

Deanery of ROCHESTER. The building of the new Chancel of Christ Church, 
Rochester, includes the following special gifts, all memorials, at a total cost of 
$12,275; the organ, Litany desk, altar rail, desk, cross and vases, and mosaic 
pavement. The chancel is not yet completed. 

A life-long member of S. Paul’s Church has made the West Front and Tower 
Clock perfect again, as an individual gift. 

To Trinity Church has been given as memorials, altar plate, cross, desk and 
dossels ; Litany desk, font cover, lectern Bible, decoration of the church walls, 
dossels and carpet for chapel. 

Christ Church, Pittsford, has received from Mrs. William Appleton, in mem- 
ory of her parents, a lot adjoining the church, for a Parish House; from the 
children and grandchildren of Abraham and Ruth bought, to their memory, a 
lectern of brass; and from Mrs. L. S. May, in memory of her sister Vashti 
Acer, a silver altar service. 

Christ Church, Corning, has bought a lot for the new church at a cost of 
$8,000, of which $3,000 has been paid. 
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In the Deanery of GENEVA. S. John’s Church, Clifton Springs, has a new 
furnace and organ, the latter not wholly paid for. 

S. John’s Church, Phelps, receives from the loving devotion of the late Har- 
riet M’Pherson, a very considerable addition to the endowment already provided 
by the bequest of her aunt, the late Miss Stanley of blessed memory. This 
bequest of Miss M’Pherson has not yet been paid, and will doubtless be reported 
in full next year. 

S. John’s Church, Catharine, has received a legacy of $1,000 by the will of 
the late W. B. Sherman, of Brooklyn, Mich. 

The guests of the Glen House Sanitarium at Watkins have placed a brass 
pulpit and other gifts in S. James’ Church.

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SECRETARY S REPO. 


This harvest season as it comes year after year, making us count the 
sheaves, and tell over the work of a twelvemonth, fills us with mingled 
gratitude and regret ; gratitude, that we have been given the oppor- 
tunity for doing so much, and regret, that such opportunity has not 
been more abundantly used. The year has gone; now we can only 
utilize the gratitude and regret as incentives to greater effort in the 
new year upon which we enter to-day. 

Many causes for thankfulness crowd upon us as we begin a report 
of our year’s work ; first of all comes the admirable showing of the 
Junior Society, which will be presented in detail by its representa- 
tive. We are glad to give this tribute to its excellent work ; it has 
been in many cases the pioneer in missionary interest, preceding not 
only the older society, but in one or two cases the church itself. It 
is good to think that the Lord’s chosen work should be the nucleus 
about which the Lord’s Church may gather. 

Each year shows new names among our reporting parishes, and if 
some, who told us of faithful work a year ago, have been hindered 
from helping this year, others have made their numbers good, and we 
trust next year that charity, which should never be remiss at home, 
will find time and money for work outside again. 

Two meetings have been held during the year. The first in Trinity 
Church, Geneva, last January, where we listened to the Rev. Mr. Par- 
tridge’s thrilling account of work in China, and more particularly 
in Wuchang. . 

June saw us assembled in Jamestown, where we were glad to wel- 
come Miss Emery again to our Diocese and listen to her inspiring 
words. Beside these general meetings, both Rochester and Buffalo 
have called their parishes together for missionary counsel. Very 
successful joint meetings of the city parishes have been held, where 
missionary letters were read and addresses made by the clergy. We 
trust these reunions will grow in interest and become more and more 
valuable helps in our missionary work. When we hear of the many 
men of the diocese banded together as lay brethren to help onward 
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the work of the Church, shall we not be stimulated to profit by such 
an example, and consider ourselves so commissioned as members of the 
Auxiliary, that we will feel specially set apart to preach the gospel of 
both love and work for missions, not only in the general meetings of 
the society, not only in our own parishes, not only in the joint city 
meetings which we so cordially commend, but also going out into 
the outlying—so called—weak parishes, to tell them of the manifold 
needs and interests of our work. 

Our last year’s pledge to Miss Emery represented a venture of 
faith, for not enough was promised at the Annual Meeting to meet 
her requests of us; but we have thankfully to chronicle, that our 
Treasurer’s report shows every deficiency made up, and though it 
would have represented less anxiety to your officers if the last 
Annual Meeting had seen these special objects fully provided for, it 
is asource of devout thankfulness that you have so generously re- 
membered them during the year. 

We have not only contributed our money and given our boxes to 
the mission fields, but we have also sent what is more precious, our 
daughters, to work for His neglected ones. Miss Marian Taylor rep- 
resents Western New York among the Indians of Minnesota, and 
Miss Ellen Adwen goes in January to the same interesting work. 
These young women, after due preparation in the Deaconess House 
in Philadelphia, and previous association with the “ Girls’ Friendly 
Society” in one of our own parishes, drawn especially to the work 
through Miss Carter, promise to be valuable helpers under her guid- 
ance. Would indeed others might be moved to give, what is better 
than gold or garments, a life for the cause of Christ. 

The Enrollment Fund has not been forgotten. Our Treasurer 
tells us that $700 and more has been this year contributed for it, 
which, with $1,000 given last year, allows us to send some $1,800 as 
our part of the united offering made by the Woman’s Auxiliary at 
the time of the General Convention next month. 

We have been called to mourn together. That kind friend to our 
society, and generous helper in all missionary work, Mrs. Peter 
Porter, of Buffalo, has gone to her reward during the year. The 
faithful steward has fallen on that sleep He gives to His beloved, and 
we have her blessed example to be thankful for. Each year brings 
its lesson of the ‘‘little while” given us to do His work. To which 
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of us will the call come during the next year? Let us try faithfully 
to discharge our stewardship in whatsoever it may consist. Is it 
money? Shall we not give generously? Is it personal influence? 
Let us use it strongly for God’s own chosen work. Is it physical 
strength? Wewill employ it in running His errands and bearing the 
burdens of His weaker children. Is it only power to pray? Ah! 
that is best of all; like Jacob, of old, we can say, I will not let 
Thee go except Thou bless this, Thine own missionary work. 

The “ Church Work” column has been faithfully carried on during 
the year; and will not each member of this society feel it her duty 
and privilege to take the little paper, through which the Auxiliary 
will, from week to week, have its word to say, keeping us in touch 
with each other, and our missionary workers, at home and abroad?

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REPORT OF JUNIOR AUXILIARY FOR 1802. 


Three thoughts have impressed themselves upon us this fall in con- 
sidering the ‘“ Missionary Board,’’ Woman’s Auxiliary and Junior 
work. » Our mutual dependence one upon the other, our need of true 
consecration, and the unity of the work. We are all one body in 
Christ and every one members one of another, and the Church can 
never come to the perfect measure of the fullness of Christ until we 
each one become vitally interested in the growth of Christ’s kingdom 
and depend upon God’s strength and then upon each other. 

The Junior work and that of the Auxiliary is one. The represent- 
ative heads who meet in council are all working members of the 
Woman's Society. The young people are to fill your places, and are 
looking to you for approval and sympathy. You, asa Mother Society, 
have greater responsibilities put upon you, so we must not ask you to 
help us carry on our work, for we must only promise what we can 
perform, but we shall be so happy to see your ‘faces at our meetings 
and receive a word of approbation or advice. May we ask that this 
new year each member of the Woman’s Auxiliary will resolve 
to visit once the Junior Society in her parish, and make herself 
acquainted with its work, thus giving encouragement to the head of 
the society and letting the young people feel you have their interest 
in mind. 

The Junior Society is expected to help, even if it be with a very 
small gift, in supporting the scholarships and also to work part of the 
year for missions. There is a period after the Christmas box is sent, 
the first of December and Ash Wednesday, when they can work for 
their own parish, and again after Easter, but the important teaching 
to bring before the young people is, ‘‘ Look not every man on his own 
things, but every man also on the things of others.” 

The Junior Auxiliary is under the care of acommittee, with a chair- 
man appointed each year by the Woman’s Auxiliary, and always acts 
under the advice of its officers. Diocesan boxes have been sent to 
Rev. I. I. Lloyd, Abbingdon, Virginia; to Mrs. Hunter, Raleigh, N.C.; 
and Mrs. Clements, Rosebud Agency, South Dakota and Rolla, North 
Dakota. The names Abbingdon, Va, Lynchburg, Va., ‘South 
Dakota,” appear oftenest in our reports. 
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There are 56 Junior Societies in Western New York, composed of 
more than 1,500 young people who are working together in our 
Auxiliary. They are not all children, for all who are not working 
members of the Woman’s Auxiliary should belong to the Junior 
Society, from the babies who are working as “ Little Helpers” with 
their gifts right on through life. There is no period when our work 
ceases. The value of the work this year is $1,086.89. The money — 
given by them as a Diocesan Society was $158.12; $60 for the Jaeger 
scholarship in Lynchburg, Va.; $40 for the Sybil Carter scholarship 
in the Jane Bohlen school, Wuchang, China; $15 for Ko-San in 
S. John’s orphanage, Osaka, Japan; $14.50 for the Enrollment Fund 
from the Juniors, and $14 from the babies, our 150 ‘‘ Little Helpers.” 
They have also given $6.41 for the Junior work in the Diocese, and $5, 
which was divided between Miss Carter’s lace workers and Bishop. 
Walker’s Indians. At a joint meeting of the Juniors in S, Luke’s, 
Rochester, we had the pleasure of giving Miss Mailes $10, and at a 
joint meeting of the East Side Churches in Buffalo, $4.18 was given 
for the Enrollment Fund,: -The “Little Helpers are to bea grea 
power for good in Western New York; with their penny each Sunday 
in their mite box they are helping the Junior Society support their 
scholarships and also to strengthen the growth of the Junior Auxiliary. 

The Junior work can be carried where the Woman’s Society cannot. 
yet reach, either because of lack of members or money. These 
Little Helpers, the babies of the Church, are to furnish the means to 
carry on this work. Last year Holley, Webster, Charlotte and 
Caledonia were all four furnished with work by their pennies. The 
society in Holley of ten members is taken care of by one of the Babies” 
Branch ; while those in Charlotte and Webster are to be in memory 
of two other Little Helpers. The society in Webster they named the 
‘‘Missionary Pioneers.” It is made up of 20 girls between eleven and. 
seventeen years of age. There is no church, not even a mission, only 
strong churchwomen, and through the influence of this junior work 
this summer lay reading is carried on every Sunday afternoon. A 
Sunday-school of five classes has been organized and meets in the 
little school-house. We have grown this year in experience and 
strength, but let us press forward as we have never done before. 
to make Western New York a Diocese full of the missionary 


Spirit. 
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Let that 12 o’clock hour of prayer be the means by which it is 
brought about. There will not be the same discouragements nor lack 
of interest when the electric current of prayer is set in motion for mis- 
sions. Hearts will be on fire with zeal, gifts will pour into the 
treasury, lives will be consecrated and there will be unity in the work.

93. The Rev. JoHN V. STRYKER, son of the Hon. James Stryker and Maria 
Halsey of New York, born in Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 26, 1831, and baptized 
there ; confirmed at the Church of the Atonement, Philadelphia; admitted Can- 
didate for Holy Orders in the Diocese of North Carolina, where he was a 
teacher in a Church School at New Berne, until after his ordination as Deacon, 
by Bishop Atkinson, in S. James’ Church, Wilmington, N. C., Dec. 21, 1856; 
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ordained Priest, by Bishop Williams (Conn.), in Christ Church, Sharon, Conn., 
Sept. 23, 1859; Deacon, and afterwards Rector, Christ Church, Sharon, 1856 to- 
1866; received into the Diocese of Western New York, March 17, 1866; Rector 
of Trinity Church, Warsaw, 1866-77; transferred to the Diocese of Easton, and 
Assistant in Trinity Cathedral, 1877-80; received again to W. N. York, 1880,. 
and Rector of S. James’ Church, Hammondsport, till his death, at Hammonds- 
port, April 6, 1892. Buried at Hammondsport. He married, I., Annie M. 
Tibbits of White Plains, N. Y., who died Nov. 23, 1874; and II., Laura 
Louise M’Ilvaine of Warsaw, who died Nov. 29, 1886. A brother was the late 
Rev. Augustus P. Stryker of Baltimore, who died Dec. 27, 1891; and a © 
sister, also deceased, was the wife of the late Rev. Rufus M. White, of 
Savannah, Ga.

TO THE FIFTY-FIFTH ANNUAL COUNCIL. 


My Reverend Brethren, and Brethren of the Laity: 


Welcome once more to the See-City, on an occasion 
made memorable by the interesting solemnity which occu- 
pied your hearts and minds this morning. I regard the 
consecration of Trinity Church as one of no slight interest 
and importance. The beloved name of INGERSOLL, so long 
associated with that parish, will never be forgotten while 
this monument stands; and though associated with the names 
of Bishop Hawks and Dr. Van Bokkelen, and though the 
latter must not be denied the credit of beginning and com- 
pleting the fabric, I feel it a duty as well as privilege, to 
recognize the fact of the efficient work of Dr. Lobdell, who, 
in the comparatively brief period of his labours among us, 
has inspired his people with an enthusiasm of which the 
event of this morning is the substantial result. Trinity 
Church is now “the House of God”; may it prove to in- 
numerable souls “the gate of Heaven.” 

And here let me thank my Reverend Brother who preach- 
ed for us at the solemnity of this morning, for reminding us 
that even Church Councils may greatly detract from the 
reverence due to the churches in which they are held, if a 
single member should forget the sanctity of the place, and, 
by what is irreverent, or frivolous, or possibly unbrotherly 
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in discussion, should make a mere parliamentary hall out of 
the House of God. Let nothing of the kind defile us here; 
let us work together in the sweet spirit of Christians, mem- 
bers one of another, and under the blessed restraints which 
have been providentially suggested by the sermon to which 
I refer with a gratitude so sincere. 

When we closed our sessions at Geneva a year ago, we 
had decided, for the present, a question simply momentous 
for the Diocese. 1 regard the conclusion then reached as 
indicating no permanent decision against the erection of a 
new Diocese of which the See-City must be Rochester. 
But since that action, I have felt at liberty to express my 
own views of a matter, on which I had preserved a gradual 
reticence, on obvious principles of propriety such as must 
always restrain a true Bishop. You are aware that ina 
sermon preached in the Cathedral, and repeated in Roches- 
ter and Geneva, I stated and explained my convictions, in 
substance as follows: : 

1. Your decision wasa happy one, all things considered ; 
because a feeble concurrence of Orders in favour of the mea- 
sure would have been a bad omen from the start. Sucha 
measure should always be the fruit of earnest and practically 
unanimous Opinion. 

2: It was wise, because this diocese is not in a condition 
to create two dioceses out of its actual territory. When 
our sister Diocese of Central New York is ready to set off 
a portion of its western territory, and withus to create the 
See of Rochester, it will be found that the original territory 
over which the venerated De Lancey presided so long, 
though not capable of reorganization in four healthy dio- 
ceses, 1S quite capable of being made into three. 

3. It was prudent, because, just as money bills must 
always originate in the popular House of Legislation, so, 
obviously, a general conviction on the part of the Laity 
(under the legitimate influence of their Pastors), that they 
ought to assume the fiscal responsibilities of such a measure, 
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is a condition precedent in the nature’of the case. Sucha 
conviction had not been reached. In such cases, we must 
practically rely upon those votes which are indispensably 
necessary because they pledge the needed support. The 
lay-vote of parishes and missions unable to assume any part 
of the requisite endowment of a new diocese, cannot justly 
be made the decisive element in final action upon such a 
matter. 

4. It was therefore a wise result; not because it was not 
in principle and in its objects, most salutary, pointing, as 
the Clergy-vote did, to a prospective measure; but because 
the comparative feebleness of the entire vote was evidence 
that the proposed action was premature. 

5. It gave pain to many of the Laity to vote against the 
known wishes of their greatly honoured Pastors. Some of 
the Clergy disliked to vote against the convictions of their 
parishioners. But, altogether, the issue speaks for itself. 
The measure had not ripened into one of common interest 
to all concerned, and could not command that co-operative 
spirit which alone gives such movements success. Widely 
different was the spirit of the historic movements in 1837 
and 1867. The former, it is true, dragged and was heavy- 
laden, owing to the lack of any precedent for such a step; 
and yet more, perhaps, in view of the peril of cutting loose 
from the grand old Mother Diocese, while not a single par- 
ish in the proposed jurisdiction was in a position to accept 
any considerable increase of its fiscal habilities. The “nurs- 
ing care” of Trinity Church had been greatly serviceable 
in the planting of the few self-supporting parishes, and in 
sustaining the feeble missions. It was bold indeed, and an 
act of faith, to launch the new Diocese in the face of its 
inevitable forfeiture of all but vital resources. 

May I here record my conviction that in all measures. 
that must throw upon the Laity a heavy hability for the 
raising of funds, it would be well to take their vote first. 
The Clergy would then be able to vote with clear ideas of. 
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the feasibility of the measure; and to concur in a decisive 
negative, if the lay-vote should have proved the impos- 
sibility of a decisive affirmative. 

And consider this all-important fact. The Laity are the 
permanent element of the Diocese, while the clerical changes 
of every year demonstrate that no majority of ten or twelve, 
or even of twenty clerical votes ought to be decisive in any 
great question involving temporalities. In two years these 
clerical votes might all be transferred to other fields of 
labour, leaving to their successors the unwelcome task 
of appealing for large supplies of money to a dissatisfied 
Laity ; and this with very little interest on their own part, 
for a measure which they themselves had no share in pro- 
moting. If it should be answered that the Laity are “dull 
of hearing,” and slow to put their hands to efforts for Church 
extension, we, the Clergy, must take to heart the humiliat- 
ing conclusion that it is largely our own fault. An able, 
zealous, faithful and prayerful body of Pastors is generally 
successful, as all experience proves, in ultimately carrying 
with them the convictions of their flocks; but till such happy 
unanimity is ensured, it is not advisable that we should 
wrest a grudged tribute from those to whom we delight.to 
minister; for “the Lord loveth a cheerful giver,” and no 
other offerings are acceptable to Him than -those which 
emulate the example of one in the old time, who said, “ Nei- 
ther will I offer unto the Lord of that which costs me 
nothing.” 

My dear brethren of the Clergy, while such are my own 
opinions, I contess in all humility that your recorded vote of 
last year has laid upon me ‘great searchings of heart.” I 
took it to myself as evidence that in your solemn con- 
victions, my advancing years are rendering me more and 
more unequal to the steadily progressive demands of the 
Diocese. Of this lam not a competent judge. You only 
are qualified to utter the judicial voice. I have doubted 
whether the canons, as they now stand, entitle me to ask for 
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a Coadjutor; but perhaps new provisions will pass the com- 
ing Triennial Council. At any rate, you are entitled to ad- 
vise me, and to speak your minds at this Council, if you are 
so disposed, on this great subject. [ask you to let me appoint 
a Committee with which I can confer concerning it, and 
which, after such conference, will promptly report to you 
what they regard as needful or expedient. 

In passing to matters of somewhat subordinate concern, 
I put aside, for a few minutes, the serious menace of State 
Legislation to which so many pages of the last Journal have! 
directed your attention. Hardly of any secondary impor- 
tance, is a report which will be laid before you by a Special 
Committee, on the due provision for the care and cure of 
invalided clergymen. I shall rejoice if the consideration of - 
that report directs attention to the whole subject of clergy 
support. By a vote of the Council, which will be found in 
your records, the mznzmum salary to which a Rector is enti- 
tled is one thousand dollars and a rectory-house. All that 
a Rector or a Missionary receives less than this means what 
the man of God contributes to parish expenses, for the 
privilege of ministering to you and to your families, in 
wealth and in want, in health and sickness,in life and death. 
You may judge for yourselves, brethren of the Laity, who 
are the most liberal givers in many parts of this Diocese. 
The Clergy do not resort to “strikes;” they prefer to suffer.1 
But of those who do strike for higher wages, and are en- 
couraged to do so by popular sympathy, there are thousands 
who receive more in a week, promptly and regularly paid, 
than some of your most faithful and laborious Pastors re- 
ceive ina month; while prompt and systematic payment is 
the exception and not the rule. If any among you know of 
such cases, will you not make it your duty to organize a 
financial reform, where you can make your influence and 
example felt. If you covet a special blessing on your own

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basket and store, make the experiment of honouring Christ. 
by taking care of His servants, who are your servants for 
His sake. Our Lord has identified Himself with His Min- 
isters. Whosoever receiveth them receiveth Him. Want 
of consideration for the due support of your Pastor isa sort 
of sacrilege, and an offence to Christ. How can you expect 
any real prosperity, as a householder, if the homes of those 
who represent the Fatherhood of God among you are un- 
cheered by all that you can do to make the pastoral fireside 
‘as bright, and the rectory table, even if less bountifully sup- 
plied, at least as wholesome as your own? The widow to 
whom Elisha was sent, was bidden first to make the Mission- 
ary a loaf out of her wasting meal and oil; but her oil and 
meal were multiplied and wasted not, because she thus hon- 
oured the Lord “ with her substance and with the first fruits 
of her increase.” Be sure of this—there are formsof wealth 
that bring no happiness. Sordid wealth “tendeth to poverty;” 
liberality is an investment that repays. A prosperous mer- 
chant once said to me, “I deserve no credit for the liberality 
you speak of; I have kept an account with God ever since, 
as a boy, I began sweeping the floor of my employer’s 
warehouse; and He has never failed to repay me fourfold.” 
“JT find,” says the bountiful Bishop Wilson, that eminent 
Saint and Confessor of the Isle of Man, ‘I find that I can- 
not bring God into my debt.” When he doubled his gifts 
he found that, in unexpected ways, the Lord doubled His. 

You will be called to vote on a proposition to change the 
time of our Annual Council. [have only one suggestion to 
offer on this practical point. See that our Council is not 
set for any date that disturbs a due observance of the Mov- 
able Feasts and Fasts. : 

You adopted at your last session a Constitutional Amend- 
ment to which I ask immediate attention. It wasa grateful 
tribute to the Chancellor, and only awaits your vote to 
enable him to take the honourable seat to which our hearts, 
as well as our votes, will give him a merited welcome.. 


THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS, 1892. 177 


The memorial of the Trustees of the Cary Institute de- 
serves more attention than the press of business permitted 
you to bestow last year. I trust it will come up again. 

The lamented death of Mr. Alfred Ely has again made it 
impossible for us to obtain a report on the “ Relations of the 
Diocese to the Society for the Promotion of Religion and 
Learning ;’”’ but I have obtained possession of valuable 
papers which were supposed to be lost, and they are now 
deposited with the Chancellor. I suppose another Com- 
mittee may be appointed with advantage, and possibly the 
Chancellor himself would be willing to prepare the opinion 
of the late Judge Comstock for publication in the Journal 
of this year; which, in fact, would meet the purpose for 
which the committee was raised. 

The Diocese is once more under great obligations to the 
Bishop of North Dakota for valuable services rendered to 
its Bishop at a time when I was not able to continue my 
visitations; and I must again express my own profound 
sense of obligation to my Right Reverend Brother for the 
same. As on a former occasion, the Bishop refused to 
accept anything more than the expenses of his journeys, and 
these he reduced to a practical minimum, returning to me 
the greater part of what I had begged him to receive. 

May I now urge upon you, my brethren of the Clergy, 
the importance of giving to your sermons an almost ex- 
clusively practical cast. The Christian year teaches every 
dogma of the Christian faith in our annual round of services, 
and the Creed is part of all our worship on all occasions. 
Our people cannot be ignorant of doctrine, if, in classes, the 
young of both sexes are systematically instructed, and it 
one evening every week, (it should be Friday evening,) is 
set apart for Common Prayer and an exposition of duties to 
God and to our neighbour, or of the purport and teaching 
of the ensuing Sunday. But on Sundays, when congrega- 
tions are larger and more promiscuous, let the Decalogue 
be enforced by the Sermon on the Mount, or the Epistle of 
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S. James, in all their bearings on life and character. This 
is what is imperatively demanded by the alarming 
condition of our country; chiefly of our great cities, 
choked by the influx of alien populations, whose language, 
habits, ideas and superstitions render it impossible that they 
should ever be Americans in any sense; and whose constant 
warfare upon our social and civil Institutions has infected 
our people with indifference to their rights and duties. 
What is worse, they have given us a fatal disregard for 
God’s “Institutions”; for the Lord’s Day, for the Bible, and 
for the taith itself. In reflecting upon the deadly influence 
of an immigration which has become unlike that of a former 
generation, making this country no longer a refuge for 
virtuous and oppressed populations of the Old World, but 
a common sewer for the overflow of its feculence, I do not 
forget our own depraved classes, who bring disgrace upon 
the American name by forms of violence and outrage, of 
which I intend to say something more, by and by. But Il 
am reminding you that if'many of our own people have 
become so bad, under the influence of politicans,—who are 
everywhere the source of such disorders because they bring 
contempt upon the laws which they know not how to frame, 
or which they are too cowardly to enforce,—we cannot 
afford to import fuel for flame, adding foreign ignorance, 
vice and superstition to home-born lawlessness. And here 
I wish to say, with unfeigned respect tor hundreds and 
thousands of our naturalized citizens, industrious, thrifty, 
sober, and adding strength and security to our civil institu- 
tions, that they, more than any other class of Americans, 
are interested to keep out of the land an inferior and dis- 
graceful immigration. For them the question is simply this: 
- Shall the respectability of naturalized citizenship be for- 
feited? Shall they be deluged, here, with the very evils 
from which they fled? Many of them left their homes be- 
cause impoverishment and degradation were staring them 
in the face, and threatening to reduce their children to the 
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level of criminal pauperism. Is it not their duty, anda 
policy of self-preservation, to insist that future immigration 
shall be kept up to the standard of the past? That it shall 
* be made honourable in name and healthful in quality? If 1 
were a naturalized citizen from Germany or Holland, or 
Ireland, | would make my voice ring through the land, in- 
voking all of my own class whom | could influence to repel 
and oppose everything that tends to make the name of im- 
migrant ignoble and a reproach to its bearer. I am not 
against the open door which makes America a resource for 
humanity. Asa Christian, | am bound to promote it in His 
Name who redeemed all mankind. But just because I 
regard it as a trust for the benefit of the human race, I am 
resolute in resisting everything that disqualifies us from 
maintaining our Asylum, as in the highest degree offering 
to the virtuous foreigner a share in the purest and loftiest 
estate of human society. The cholera isatourdoors. God 
save all classes of our countrymen from this terrific scourge; 
but, in the name of all that is holy, let us learn to fumigate 
and disinfect, and exclude a moral plague that is infinitely 
worse. Perhaps the experience of the past summer is turn- 
ing public thought to the threatening peril, and may prove 
a blessing in disguise. 

Says a vigorous writer, 

‘‘Manners are of more importance than laws. Uponthem, 
in a great measure, the laws depend. The Law touches us 
but here and there, now and then.. Manners are what vex 
or soothe, corrupt or purify, exalt or debase, barbarize or 
refine us, by a constant, steady, uniform, insensible operation, 
like that of the air we breathe. They give their whole form 


and colourto our lives. According to their quality, they aid 
morals, they supply them, or they totally destroy them.” 


But, somebody might say, what have these subjects to do 
with our work in this Council? 1 answer that they are fun- 
damental to our welfare as a people, and hence our very 
first concern. All moralists agree in such principles, how- 
ever, and I have never consented to regard our Annual 
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Councils as mere ‘Conventions,’ assembled to deal with 
financial business, elect committees and disperse. We are 
a solemn Synod of the Apostolic Church, and we meet to 
recognize our duties, and to put everything that is out of * 
harmony with Christian law and order into the foremost 
place, for the good of our families, for the promotion of 
neighbourly relations with others, for the welfare of our 
country and the glory of God. We ought always to return 
to our homes from these Councils, animated with fresh zeal 
for every good work, and resolved to bear our part in 
Christian endeavours for the world and for the Church. 

Listening to a lecture by Mr. Andrew White, who has just 
sailed on his honourable mission as a Minister to the Court 
of St. Petersburg, my thoughts were directed to the im- 
portance of aiding his efforts to awaken the conscience of 
the Nation to our growing lawlessness and disregard for 
human life. Mr. White stated that he had just completed 
a tour of personal inspection and research through all parts 
of our country, and gathered facts and statistics which can- 
not be controverted. I was shocked beyond expression by 
his opening remark that our Republic is the one civilized 
nation (so called) of all the world, in which “murder is the 
most frequent and the least punished.” He quoted the 
official Census bulletin issued at Washington May 6, 1892, 
under the heading “ Homicide in 1890,” to which I would 
ask your attention as good citizens. After a thorough sur- 
vey of the statistics of sections where all is raw and recent 
in their social state, and of those regions where chronic 
serfdom has left its terrible entail in the conflict of races, he 
asserted that this our State of New York has little ground 
for boasting of a superior exemption from crimes of blood 
or of a superior fidelity to law in the award and exaction 
of penalty. On the contrary, nearly fifty per cent. of con- 
victed murderers escape all punishment, or are punished 
with shght imprisonments, or if with severer terms of im- 
prisonment are pardoned out. 
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In terms half indignant and half satirical he described the 
popular sympathies as little directed to widows and orphans 
bewailing their dead, while extravagantly excited in behalf 
of the red-handed assassin who has justly forfeited his life 
to outraged law and to the welfare of the community. Com- 
pare this condition of things with what New York was, in the 
memory of allourelderly people. Inthe biography ofaformer 
governor of this State, | find a glance at the past which is 
very suggestive. Says the biographer: 

“It is a remarkable fact that murders were so rare (A. 
D. 1830-40) in those days that whenever one occurred it gave 
a shock to the community. My impression is that during 
one year there was not a single conviction for murder in the 
State of New York. I remember a house in which murder 
was committed in the summer of 1827. Children never 
passed that way without profound sensations, whispering 
that it was the housein which THE murder was committed. 
Now, there is a murder every day, and few give it a second 
thought, so familiar have we grown with that primal, mon- 
strous Outrage against God and man.’ 

I thank God, the Church at least, has thundered perpetu- 
ally in the ear of her people through all the land, the Divine 
edict, thou shalt do no murder,as wellas the entire decalogue ; 
exacting at the same moment reflection and self-examination, 
with prayer for grace “to keep this law.”’ And this formula 
—‘‘do no murder’—is the more emphatic because it includes 
ante-natal infanticide, the unnatural and crying sin of our 
Northern States. But, the church is bound to do more 
than this, by the perpetual voice of her Apostolic Ministry, 
inculcating the whole circle of Christian morals through the 
whole circle of each year. This code is summarized by the 
Apostle, when he says to his dear Philippians: ‘“ Finally, 
brethren, whatsoever things are ¢rue, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are 
pure, whatsoever things are /ovely, whatsoever things are of

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good report; if there be any zrtue, and if there be any grazse, 
think on these things.” May every pastor and missionary 
of this Diocese be able to say by the silent eloquence of ex- 
ample, what the inspired Apostle says “under command- 
ment,” in the words which follow: “Those things which 
ye have both learned and received, and heard and seen in . 
me, DO, and the God of peace shall be with you.” 

I have quoted the biography of one of our governors; 
let me ask your attention to another quotation, which tells 
us how the “ good Churchmen” of a former generation used 
to keep holy the day of the Lord. But first—how is it kept 
in our times? A word shall suffice. A straw shows the 
way of the wind. Iam not reluctant, therefore, to lay before 
you a scrap from the newspapers which treats the popular 
habit asa joke. It dramatizes the inside of a printing office 
that cooks for Sunday readers what their taste demands, 
as follows: 


“THE SUNDAY PAPER. 


“Managing Editor—What have you got in the make-up? 

‘“Asststant—Fourteen columns about prize fighters, eight- 
een columns about actors, nine about politicians, one page 
Twice Told Scandals. four columns of Celebrated Murders 
Recalled, and half a column of Religious Reading. 

‘“Manager—Leave out the Religious Reading and put in that 
special article on skirt-dancing. We can’t have Religious. 
Reading crowding good stuff out of the paper.” | 


On a recent occasion, the details of a brutal prize fight 
were thrust before our eyes in nearly all the newspapers; 
and thousands of our people awaited the news of this criminal 
affair in the deep watches of the night, with all the interest 
with which they expect the result of an election to the 
Presidency. Such is the sort of reading which hundreds of 
thousands of our fellow-citizens prefer to compliance with 
their Maker’s demands, viz., “that they should assemble and 
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meet together, to render thanks for the great benefits 
that we have received at his hands, to set forth his most 
worthy praise, to hear his most Holy Word, and to ask those 
things which are requisite and necessary as well for the 
body as the soul.” | 

In contrast, what was a matter of course with all decent 
people fifty years ago? Let me quote again from the biog- 
raphy of Governor Dix—(may God send us more statesmen 
of the same sort !)—which reads as follows : 

‘“We had a large square pew, with a table for the books ; 
and there the whole family could be seen in their place as regularly 
as the Lord’s Day came round. At home, my father read 
the household prayers; at church, ke was always present ,; the 
rector was ever our honoured guest. The faithful pastor 
had the love and confidence of his flock, and ¢hezr sympathy 
in many domestic trials. He went quietly and steadily on in 
the round of duty, little disturbed by the chances and 
changes of this mortal life.” ! 

Alas! we have more beautiful churches in these days, and 
great expense for decoration ; but where is “the whole fam- 
ily,” on the Lord’s Day, and the godly father who began 
the day “reading the household prayers’ My brethren, I 
pray you to urge such examples as these on your respective 
flocks, and especially on heads of families. Lay them, persua- 
sively, upon fathers who should never forget their patriarchal 
dignity, and their awful responsibilities, for the examples 
they leave as a blessing or a curse to their sons. 

And while [ am on this subject of the practical teachings 
needed in our times, let the same great and good layman 
speak; let that old ‘“‘square pew”’ preach back tothe pulpit, 
as to what good fathers wish their sons to hear. Governor 
Dix saw with alarm the rage for speculation which created 
so much subsequent misery, and which was at its height 
when he wrote, as follows, in a letter to a friend. ? 


AV ole Le paxraee 
IV Ole 1? pe 149, 
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“ Messrs. X. Y. Z. & Co. have failed! I entreated one of 
them long ago to give up speculations. Sudden prosperity 
is the lot of a few, while the pursuit of it seduces thousands — 
to their ruin. Speculation is the great cause of the (A. D. 
1836) present evil. Do not set me down for a croaker, I 
speak strongly with the hope that you may learn a lesson 
from it. Eschew speculation. Consider industry and tru- 
gality as the true sources of wealth; and if you are never 
opulent, you will at least be secure from those disasters 
which are brought on by putting what little one has at 
hazard.” 

He congratulates himself that he was very early indoctri- 
nated to such habits as he commends to others, in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“T owe much to habits of economy engrafted on me, as it 
were, in my youth. One of their inseparable accompani- 
ments is a dread of debt. It has accompanied me through 
lite. During the sixteen years of my service in the army I 
only once borrowed of a friend, and I[ repaid him in less 
than two months. Another equally inseparable and equally 
important, in’ an economical as well as a moral sense, is 
never to use for a single day, a single dollar put into our hands 
for others. In the financial trusts confided to me, I have 
never violated, in any instance, for a single hour, ¢hzs cardz- 
nal rule of fiduciary obligation. Wow much of personal 
honour would have been preserved from taint, how much 
of distress and mortification have been spared, if this rule 
were generally respected.” ! 

My brethren of the Laity, in turning to you I shall once 
again refer you to the example of Governor Dix, and this 
for more reasons than one. I cherish the memory of Clinton 
and others who have honoured the position of Chief Magis- 
tracy in this State; but since the time of Governor Jay, no- 
body has filled that chief seat of our municipal government 
to whose example the citizen can point with greater satis-

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faction than the illustrious John Adams Dix. He had the 
courage to tell his own party—though a “war-democrat,”’ 
he was essentially a democrat—what he deemed its faults, 
and, in so doing he not only dignified himself, but he com- 
manded their respect, and the absolute confidence of all 
parties. For, whatever the faults of our people, it is always 
this fearless independence which enforces the just tribute 
of their admiration and receives unsolicited reward. He 
did not seek office, but over and over again he refused of- 
fices of high dignity which sought him. Now, then, I speak 
of your duties as citizens, when I thus commend a true 
American to your zealous imitation. For the time has come 
when everything forebodes a crisis; and it is the patriotic 
and Christian conduct of such men that alone can save the 
republic. “The Freedom of Worship Bill” (so called) has 
been squeezed through the Legislature, against the remon- 
strances of all good citizens, and it means “Church and 
State.’ Unbounded privilege to the Jesuit and slavery to all 
who love our old laws. God be praised that when we look 
up the record of those who in legislation, in the cabinet and 
on the bench, as well as in the field have best served their 
country, we find the names of Churchmen at the head and 
in the front. We are the historic Americans, and no jug- 
glery can rob us of this praise. I honour New England and 
its eminent place in the foundation of American Institutions; 
yet its illustrious leaders have been men of a local and pro- 
vincial school, largely self-environed, and never accepted 
by the whole country, as were others, notably of Virginia 
and Maryland and Pennsylvania and New York. Thevery 
meanest cant of sectional criticism has indeed been display- 
ed in efforts to write down our incomparable position in 
the civil war; a position defined by two brief phrases. (1) 
As citizens we spared neither blood nor money in preserving 
what we considered our common country. (2) As Chris- 
tians, we remembered that it was a strife of brothers, and 
refused to make the Church a political or sectional faction. 
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As the result, we were foremost in restoring the unity of 
North and South, since the war, as, for a long period before, 
we had been its only conservative bond, according to the 
noteworthy comment of Calhoun. Fearlessly I assert, that 
while the corner-stone of New England’s greatness was 
found on Plymouth-rock, the grandeur of the entire Repub- 
lic springs from the colony at Jamestown, and from the 
large and ennobling Anglo-Saxon spirit which there pre- 
dominated. 

My lay-brethren, let a layman continue to instruct you. 

Governor Dix was of New England origin, but he was 
also a Churchman from his youth, and uniting in himself the 
best elements of North and South, he was conspicuously the 
true American, such as [ conjure you all to be. Let me ask 
you to learn what an American Christian should do in grap- 
pling with the infidel and anarchical spirit which already 
invades our Legislature. I refer you to what he says about 
our common schools,! although what was written then is 
not up to the exigencies of this present date. I ask you to 
consult his remarkable letter to President Grant in 1875, 
when that eminent soldier went out of his way to talk of a 
matter he was in no position to comprehend, and seemed to 
foster, though unintentionally, the growing Agrarianism of 
our dangerous classes. 

Read that letter and then read what follows, if you would 
see how “church-spoliation” can be successfully resisted in 
the spirit of freemen, and how it ought to be resisted now, 
when the dearest rights of our five dioceses are assailed by 
speculative legislation, under the subterfuge of reducing all 
things toa code without regard to long-established individual 
rights. What is this but the bed of Procrustes? Stretch 
everybody to its inexorable dimensions, or crack off legs 
and feet if the bedstead be too short forthem. Thus our 
Ecclesiastical laws are put into the hands of civilians whocan’t 
comprebend what they are doing; or.else, who know too 
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well that they are establishing a precedent, by which here- 
atter they may shake the very foundations of Christianity, 
under specious pretexts, and by engineering under ground. 
Obsta principits. | give you one more specimen of his spirited 
opposition to all such invasions of our time-honoured rights, 
in the following extract from a letter on the taxation of 
church-fabrics, dated March 7, 1876. 

“If those who have set on foot this movement want more 
money, let them tax their rum, their tobacco, their pictures, 
fast horses, game dogs, liquor saloons, dance houses, clubs, 
theatres, diamonds, equipages—everything, in short, which 
ministers to their pleasures, their tastes, and their sensual 
indulgences. Nay, let them tax their seminaries of learning, 
their institutions devoted to human science, and even the 
grounds in which the unconscious bones of their ancestors 
repose, rather than invade, with mercenary exactions, the 
edifices devoted to the worship of Almighty God, and to 
the teaching of our duty to Him and to our neighbours.” 

Let us all rise to this example of Christian heroism, in 
maintaining our civil rights and immunities. We are now 
threatened with “church-spoliation”’ ina very insidious form. 
Turn to your Journal ? and there you have the entire story, 
with the courteous letter of Mr. Collin, which shows that 
by Providential “dead-lock” of Legislation, and by that 
only, we have been thus far saved from disastrous aggres- 
sion.. | invoke you by your manhood to act vigorously in 
this matter before we adjourn. Nolumus leges mutart said 
our forefathers of the Church of England (A. D. 1235), in- 
spired by the heroic example of that grand old man, Grosse- 
teste; made Bishop of Lincoln that same year.? They were 
maintaining against vacillating and mean-spirited rulers, 
that fundamental provision of Magna Charta, “the Church 
of England shall be free;” a provision against alien inter- 
ference and internal treachery as well, of which Stephen

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Langton, Archbishop of Canterbury,- was the immortal 
author. He laid at once the foundation of our Church 
Restoration under the Tudors, and of all our civil freedom, 
as maintained against the paltry James II. in 1688, and by 
our immediate ancestors, against the stupid ministry of 
George III., in 1776. Are weto put up with truckling and 
cowardly rulers in America, like King John or James the 
Second? Churchmen, study your own glorious history, 
and you will know how to resist them in the Christian spirit 
of S. Paul at Philippi; or on another occasion when he 
claimed his civil rights, saying “1 was freeborn.” ! 

I earnestly commend to you the absolute necessity of re- 
sisting all attempts of this sort. They may seem as trifling 
as the tax on tea in 1775; but let us not deceive ourselves. 
It is confiscation, and should the atrocious measure we have 
heretofore resisted ever pass the Legislature, appeal to the 
Governor not to sign the bill; and, year after year, persist 
in claiming its repeal should any governor give it his con- 
sent, 

The Diocese, not to speak of your Bishop, has been griev- 
ously afflicted during the past year by the sufferings and 
deaths of a considerable number of the Reverend Clergy. 
The honoured names of Kellner, Cushing, Stryker and Moir 
are no longer on my list of the Clergy; and to all of these, 
long months or even years of trial were allotted, by a mys- 
terious Providence, before they rested from their labours. 

Dr. Kellner, of Geneva, was as modest as he was learned 
and godly. Of German birth, he was admitted to the Diac- 
onate, and aspired only to minister in his native tongue to 
German congregations. Let him be gratefully remembered ; 
and may his son, who succeeds him in the Ministry in an- 
other Diocese, continue to imitate his estimable parentage, 
as a learned and faithful Presbyter. 

My dear friend of more than fifty years, John Turner 
Cushing, was my classmate in the Seminary at Chelsea, and 
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we knelt together to be ordained Deacons, in S. Paul’s 
Chapel, New York, June 27,1841. A graduate of Trinity 
College, he was one of the best scholars of our class; he 
excelled in Hebrew, and became a sound and learned theo- 
logian. But for an infirmity of hearing, which, from the 
beginning of his Ministry, impaired his usefulness, there is 
no reason to doubt that he would have been called to some 
conspicuous field of labour, such as he was well fitted to 
adorn. He was an eloquent man by nature, and I used to 
listen to his arguments in our Rhetorical Society, with de- 
light, and with ardent hopes that, should my own life be 
spared, I should see him doing great servicesin his Master’s 
Vineyard, ina long and brilliant career. O, how I loved 
him, and enjoyed his society ; for he loved literary pursuits 
for their own sake, and often charmed me by his critical 
comments on English authors and the classical works of 
Antiquity. Yet this dear and ill-requited brother toiled 
through a life of accumulated misfortunes, and with hisown 
hands cultivated a little farm on the banks of Lake Keuka, 
ministering often in the neighbouring parishes, and bearing, 
in advanced age, the burden of his cross, without. murmur- 
ing; a man, as well asa Christian, to the last. It has pleased 
God to give him a son, the Rector of Le Roy, whose suc- 
cessful labours largely contributed to the consolations of 
_ his declining life. Within the veil, to-day, no doubt he re- 
joices now with Christ, and sees that it was for his great re- 
_ward, that Divine Love caused him to bear a heavy burden 
so long. | 

My friend John V. Stryker was another who was called 
to much trial and suffering, especially in later years. Shortly 
before his decease, he lost a brother, the Rev. Augustus 
Peter Stryker, who was for several years associated with 
me in Grace Church, Baltimore, and who completed his 
useful Ministry in that city, as Rector of S. Barnabas’; a 
church which was founded by my parishioners there, and 
was in a measure made a tribute and testimonial of their 
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regard for him... These brothers were sons of Judge Stry- 
ker, eminent among the lawyers of this city in years gone 
by. Ihave only time to add that both were very useful 
men; while of him of whom | speak more particularly, I 
need only add the testimony of the late eminent Bishop of 
Easton, in whose little Cathedral he ministered for several 
years. ‘I never heard from him a sermon,” said Bishop 
Lay, “which did not instruct me and do me good.” He 
added, “few of our Clergy who stand in conspicuous place, 
were his superiors as preachers. If his pulpit manner was 
not as popular as theirs, his material was often more excel- 
lent; it was always devoutly edifying.” 

The Rev. David Moir was our devoted Missionary at 
Sodus. Driving through a storm of wind and rain to fulfil 
his Sunday duties at “ The Point,” six miles distant from the 
older church of which he was Rector, he officiated, with- 
out change of raiment, in his damp garments, and then, in 
driving homeward, he was drenched again, and reached 
the Rectory chilled to the bone. He never again sawa day 
of health; for more than a year his strong frarhe wasted 
away, and his sufferings were often very severe. During 
all, his Christian patience and holy resignation, as Dr. Ran- 
kine has remarked, “preached a sermon to all who sur- 
rounded him with their affectionate ministrations, of which 
they often spoke with admiration and with tears.” His 
people bore their long period of hope deferred with exem- 
plary sympathy. Dr. Rankine, their Dean, often gave to 
them and their Pastor his valued visitations, and his breth- 
ren in the sacred Ministry were always ready to supply 
such help as they could afford. Many of the inhabitants of 
the village, not of the congregation, watched at his bedside 
by turns for many successive nights, kindly relieving his 
parishioners; and I mention these facts with gratitude, not 
only to record them as a credit to our common humanity, 
but to teach a lesson to other communities, when similar 
occasions may arise. ‘‘ Go and do likewise.” 
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My beloved brother the Rector of S. John’s, in this city, 
has been bereaved of a daughter, who deserves mention for 
herownsake. Miss Ballard was exceptionally well educated, 
and for years had assumed the care of her father’s house- 
hold, supplying a mother’s place to his younger children. 
In the opening prospect of a very bright career, she was 
snatched suddenly away, leaving the sweet example of a 
Christian maiden, daughter, sister, and guardian of her 
father’s household. Her literary attainments were excep- 
tional and remarkable. She has left to all who knew her 
the blessed example of a brief, but truly noble life. The 
Rev. Dr. Darnell has, in like manner, lost a son of ripening 
promise and of Christian character, whom I had confirmed 
and who had become a communicant. He was dear to all 
who knew him, and was engaged in business in the city of 
Rochester, with every prospect of a useful and happy life. 
In language nearly identical, and with equal sympathy, I 
would mention the decease of a son of the Rev. Dr. Lan- 
ders of Fredonia. His business was in Buffalo, where, 
among young men, and with his employers, he was honoured 
and beloved. Shall I go onto tell of the visitation of sor- 
row and sickness in the families of my beloved brethren, 
the Rev. Walter North, and others whose homes have been 
stricken? Nay, I spare you and them the pain of such reci- 
tals, only introducing the name of Mrs. North, whose de- 
cease is widely felt in this city. She must be mentioned in 
the records of the Diocese as one who, in the duties of a 
Pastor’s wife, adorned her sphere with fidelity and devotion 
to her Christian duties. Batis) 

Of our Laity, let me mention again the name of Mr. Alfred 
Ely, to whose able and industrious exertions as Chairman of 
the Committee on Legislation, we have so often been in- 
debted for watching and guarding the interests of the Church 
in this Diocese and State. Among others whom we all la- 
ment as no longer with us, no secondary place is to be as- 
signed to the name of George E. Mumford, the Treasurer 
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and faithful guardian of our Episcopate Fund, to whom I 
delight to own my personal obligations for a delicate punc- 
tuality in his dealings with the recipient of its income, as 
also for other attentions that have inspired my gratetul re- 
gard. You will take a melancholy satisfaction in paying no 
formal tribute to a brother so justly esteemed for his services 
and his character. In speaking of another helper of our 
Diocesan work, by me very greatly esteemed,—the late Peter 
Richards,—let me quote a letter from Geneva which an- 
nounced his decease. Says his friend Mr. Chew, of Trinity 
Church in that village: “It is an irreparable loss not only 
to our Parish, but to the whole community. For many 
years he has filled the position of our Senior Warden, not 
only with honour to himself, but with lasting benefit to the 
Church. He has left in our hearts a deep sense of personal 
grief, and an abiding thankfulness for the aid and comfort 
which his beneficent life has brought to us and to society at 
large.” | 

I have noted the loss of their Rector by the flock at 
Hammondsport; but they have also been called to part with 
two of their Laity, whom I have known ever since I came 
among you, aS conspicuous in their relations and services 
there. Mr. Delos Rose was for many years a Warden, and 
often made himself my kind and attentive host, when I vis- 
ited that Parish. Mr. Younglove, who survived him, was 
his associate in the Vestry for nearly forty years, and like 
him, has left a happy memory in the society of the “ Pleas- 
ant Valley.” 

I have barely time to note, among estimable women who 
have been recently called to rest from their labours, the be- 
neficent relict of the gallant and godly Colonel Peter A. Por- 
ter, who fell in the civil war. She has adorned this Parish, 
and social life in this city, with a charming example of de- 
votion to duty and works of Christian charity. Mrs. Isa- 
bella Fitzhugh Swift, who recently died in Geneva, widow 
of the late Commodore Swift, deserves a similar tribute; 
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amid the circle of her friends, she endeared herself to all, 
by personal qualities seldom surpassed in the private life 
of Christian womanhood. 

Of Mrs. Newton, an estimable and aged Churchwoman, 

of Nunda, it may suffice to say that she enjoyed the high 
regard of my predecessor. Mrs. Richmond, another whose 
age was far beyond three-score years and ten, must ever be 
remembered as one whose faith and works have their lasting 
monument in the trim little church at Bergen, erected almost 
at her sole expense, in the confidence, now apparently soon 
to be realized, that the Lord would give it a congregation 
in His own good time. To Mr. A. C. Dodge, of Oakfield, 
Senior Warden of S. Michael’s, and Vice-President of the 
Trustees of Cary School, let me pay the tribute of my 
gratitude for his faithful devotion to duty in each of these 
important trusts. Mr. D. R. Bacon, of LeRoy, as “my own 
friend and my father’s friend,” cannot be forgotten by me; 
but I must add that his exemplary Christian character was 
adorned by public services as well as by private merits, and 
at Bergen, as wellas, in exceptional circumstances, at LeRoy, 
his work, as a Lay Reader, was often given with edifying 
zeal and ability. 
. The Church at Phelps has been enriched by a liberal be- 
quest from the late Miss Harriet M’Pherson, as it had al- 
ready by one from her aunt, Miss Stanley; ladies of liberal 
accomplishments and character, who, with Mrs. Catharine 
Williams and Mrs. Harriet Snow—now all in blest repose— 
formed one of the most beautiful Christian families in my 
Diocese. The Parish of Trinity Church in this city has 
lost a most exemplary member, a faithful Warden and a 
zealous worker, in Mr. David Porter Dobbins, who also, in 
the Naval Service, had been widely known by his improve. 
ments in the Life Saving department of Public Works. 
He has made a noble record in the rescue of many lives of 
“those who go down to the sea in ships.” 


Mr. Ralph Hart Bowles was an accomplished teacher in 
13 
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this city, the son of a clergyman, and a man whose active 
Christian zeal was making him most favourably known. He 
was one of my staff of Lay Readers, and his death is deeply | 
felt and deplored. 

Every age seems justly demanding attention in my list of 
the dead. The Laymen’s League has lost, in another of its 
youngest members, John Bailey Higgins, one who was ex- 
ceptionally permitted to act as a Lay Reader, though too 
young to be regularly licensed as such. He devoted him- 
self to missionary work in one of our new stations, with such 
success, that I looked forward to his future as sure to be 
that of a very successful minister of Christ. He was sud-— 
denly snatched away, and as he reclined in the sleep of 
death, his countenance appeared to me angelic. 

A young Englishman, Mr. Herbert Gomme, a Postulaut 
for Orders, who had been placed under the care of the Rev. 
Dr. Rankine, in the Divinity School, and who had inspired 
him and others with very high expectations of his future, 
was drowned, a few weeks since, in the Lake at Geneva. 
How inscrutable are the ways of God! Inthe Report of 
the Divinity School will be found a few more particulars of 
the life which has been so sadly terminated, but for which 
an All-wise Providence has doubtless ordained a great 
reward. 

I cannot omit mention of a little child, whose name wiil 
remind not a few in Rochester of the words of Jesus, ‘‘ Take 
heed that ye despise not one of these little ones.” The Rev- 
erend Rector of S. Mark’s, in that city, will forgive me for 
introducing the name of his darling nephew, Gaylord Hart 
Mitchell, who, while yet a lisping babe, has fallen asleep in 
Jesus, not without leaving a testimony the most striking, of 
what is meant by His words, ‘‘One of these little ones ¢ha¢ 
believe in Me.” That child’s history is one of developed piety, 
of love of the Church and love of Christ, which impressed 
my mind with fresh thoughts of what He meant by “taking 
young children in His arms and blessing them.” <A great 
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painter has grouped such children about the loving Saviour, 
and one of them has se1zed the hem of the Master’s garment, 
_and is kissing it with the very rapture of faith. I think this 
is just what this littlesaint might have done. The “ Babies’ 
Branch” of the Woman’s Auxiliary is the monument he has 
left of a life which, short as it was, has produced this fruit. 
Let the Sponsors of every babe that is baptized, enroll the 
name of their godchild in this department of missionary 
work, and make the first deposit of gifts in his behalf. 
Impressively significant to me is the fact that three of our 
Bishops have departed this life during the year; all of them, 
I believe, younger than myself, though the late Bishop of 
Ohio had seen more years of labour in the Episcopate. I 
share in the general expressions of my brethren, touching 
the lives and services of these honoured servants of God; 
but I have only time to dwell for a minute on the character 
of Bishop Bedell, endeared to me as he was by relations of 
friendship long and unbroken. He/‘had served the Church 
for many years in a manner truly exemplary and worthy of 
the name he bore, as the son of the eminent Dr. Bedell of 
Philadelphia. I have heard him preaching to five thousand 
souls beneath the dome of the great Cathedral of London, 
and I was impressed by the evident hold he maintained upon 
the immense congregation, while he enforced a practical 
. godliness, without the shghtest effort to create sensation, or 
a thought of exhibiting himself; his whole soul. glowed 
with love to his Master. He was always the pure, loving 
servant of Christ; a Nathanael, in whom “there was no 
guile.’ His mind was well adorned with stores of good 
learning in Letters and Theology. His contributions to 
our work, as one of the Committee of Bishops on Theologi- 
cal Studies, proved him to be no mere partizan of a school, 
but to have just and appreciative views of many great Mas-

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ters in Israel with whom he did not altogether agree. It 
was a beautiful result, when he and Bishop Whittingham, 
representing different positions in Anglican Divinity, were 
yet found in such loving accord as to authors that must be 
included in any fair outline of what our Clergy ought to 
study, consult, compare and digest, in order to liberalize 
their minds and teachings, whatever their convictions might 
force them to espouse in a practical career. To this vener- 
ated brother I administered the Holy Communion a few 
weeks before he fell asleep, his devoted wife, herself in 
feeble health, receiving with him; and with them both, the 
family servants who had followed them from Ohio, and 
clung faithfully to their privileges and duties to the last. 
How few enjoy this blessing in our land of religious divisions; 
the blessing of a Church inthe House, in which all together 
join in Household Prayer and in Communion at the Altar. 

O, may our souls be with such, when our summons shall 
come, in our appointed time. The solemn questions for us 
to press home upon conscience are these. What are the 
‘“labours’”’ from which we shall rest, in that tremendous 
moment that opens Eternity after time? And are we work- 
ing any “work” which then shall follow us to our everlast- 
ing reward? God grant that while it is day we may be 
sowing to the Life Everlasting. When the night cometh, 
may He “give us the Morning Star!”’

Forty-seven periodicals are now sent regularly by 
forty-three persons in the Diocese. There have been distributed also about 340 
Christmas and Easter cards, and 1,760 back numbers of Sunday School and 
other periodicals. 

Information regarding the Club will be 
gladly given by the Diocesan Correspondent, Miss MARGARET A. HAYEs, West- 
field, New York. 

The ‘‘ Church Periodical Club” was organized by two ladies of the Church of 
the Holy Communion, New York, Jan. 10, 1888, It is now organized and at 
work in more than forty dioceses, and through its Correspondents and Librarians 
distributes some four thousand periodicals, besides a large number of Church 
and Sunday-School Books, Bibles, Prayer Books and Hymnals. A large pro- 
portion of these periodicals and other publications are sent to Missionaries and 
other Clergymen on the recommendation of the Bishop of the Diocese.

REPORT OF THE DE LANCEY DIVINITY SCHOOL.

To the Bishop and Standing Committee of the Diocese of Western New Vork, 
as Board of Education, the Rector of the De Lancey Divinity School would 
respectfully report» 


The past year has been filled up as usual with recitations, lectures, conferences 
and assistances, as demanded by the peculiar needs of each of the students un- 
der instruction and supervision. For the numerous details connected with these 
cases involving time, care and labour, but certainly not proper for a printed re- 
port, I would refer the other members of the Board to their Chairman, the Right 
Rev. the Bishop, who has always, at least, a general knowledge of them all. 

The services of the Annual Day of the School for 1891 were held as usual in 
S. Peter’s Church, Geneva. The Bishop of the Diocese was present and preached; 
the Rev. Curtiss C. Gove, M. A., Principal of the Cary Collegiate Institute at 
Oakfield, and the Lay Reader, Francis A. Gould, assisted the Rector in the serv- 
ices. The offering at Holy Communion, $10.14, was sent to the Rev. E. P. 
Hart, Treasurer of our Annual Day Fund. 

The Bishop's sermon on the occasion, a very remarkable one, on the ‘‘ Heal- 
ing of Divisions,” was afterwards published in the Homiletic Review, attracting 
much attention and calling forth some open letters from denominational brethren. 
It is a matter of great regret to me that it was not secured in pamphlet form, to 
be used as a tract, and that my efforts in another way to bring this valuable 
contribution to our Church literature and to proper direction of the religious 
thought of the day into the possession and within the reach of many Church 
people desirous to see it, completely failed. My suggestion to the Churchman 
to publish it in its columns has been passed by unheeded. I may be doing some 
service to members of the Household by thus indicating at least one place where 
it can be found in print. 

Dec. 4, the Rev. C. C. Gove, M. A., Deacon, was examined by the Rev. 
Peyton Gallagher, M. A., of Geneva, and myself, on the subjects of the Third 
examination for Priest’s Orders. He was, soon after, in his own Parish Church 
at Oakfield, advanced to the Priesthood by the Bishop. 
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On the 24th of May of the present year, the Rev. William J. W. Bedford- 
Jones, Deacon, officiating at Attica, passed satisfactorily before the Rev. Dr. 
Edson and myself, his second examination for Priest’s Orders. 

The 16th of June following, by direction of the Bishop, Dr. Edson and my- 
self again acted together as examining Chaplains in the case of Charles E, 
Spalding, B. A., a Candidate for Holy Orders in this Diocese, and a student of 
the General Theological Seminary. The first Canonical examination for Priest’s 
Orders was satisfactorily passed by him. 

On the 27th of the same month, before the same Chaplains aforesaid, Francis 
A. Gould, Postulant, completed his examination on the Latin and Greek, as pre- 
scribed in the Canon as to literary qualifications of Candidates for Holy Orders. 
He has since been admitted to candidateship in the Diocese. 

The year through which Mr. Gould has just passed has been a most laborious 
and trying one to him. By his acceptable and effective labours as a Lay Reader, 
he has earned more than half the support of himself and family, thus endeavour- 
ing not to be burdensome to the Church. In the midst of the duties mentioned, 
and of family cares, he has maintained his studies and recitations with a deter- 
mination and perseverance, at times, I have feared, threatening to his health. It 
seems to me but just to say that I cannot but regard his record as being honest 
evidence of his love and desire for the work of the sacred Ministry to which he 
would give his life. 

In connection with this case I might refer to some of those assistances rendered 
to students under my charge. For example, on the 20th of December, Ispenta 
Sunday in East Bloomfield, administering the Holy Communion and baptizing 
one adult. I assisted Mr. Gould in preparing for the visit of Bishop Walker, and 
again, July 17th, I administered the Holy Communion and baptized two chil- 
dren. 

The Rev. J.C. Carnahan, B. A., Deacon, has been engaged the greater part of 
the past academic year with his duties of instruction in Hobart College. Pro- 
fessor McDaniels, on going abroad, honoured him by committing to him the 
general charge of the department of the Greek. The result has vindicated the 
soundness of the Professor’s judgment, for the department has been creditably 
administered. But, of course, with such onerous duties to attend to, Mr. Car- 
nahan has had but little time for theological study. He has, however, main- 
tained his Hebrew all along with Prof. Edson, and now he is working for his re- 
maining examinations for the Priesthood. 

The Rev. F. W. Beecher, M. A., late of the Congregational Ministry, is set- 
tled at Sodus and Sodus Centre as Lay Reader, and thus his support, in part at 
least, is provided for until he is ordained by the Bishop. 

About the end of June last, Mr. Herbert Henry Gabriel Gomme, a preacher 
of the Baptist denomination, was accepted by the Bishop as a Postulant for Holy 
Orders in this Church. He removed to Geneva to establish his relations in the 
Church by admission to the Communion in my Parish, and to await the opening 
again of Hobart College, in which he had determined to take his degree in Arts. 
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Immediately on coming here he engaged actively in the mission work of the 
Deanery, becoming Lay Reader at S. Paul’s Mission, Phelps. He also gave 
effective assistance in the vacation work of the College Library, and through his 
efforts a catalogue of the Divinity School Books has been half completed after 
the same plan as that adopted in the College Library Catalogue. About noon 
on Saturday last, Aug. 27, after a laborious morning in the library, he went down 
to the Lake to take a bath, and in a short time the shocking news spread about 
that Mr. Gomme was drowned. 

Though but 25 years of age, he seemed possessed of unusual varied gifts and 
accomplishments. Systematic and thorough, whatever he did, he did well, and, 
with pleasing manners that seemed but the simple expression of a sweet Chris- 
tian spirit, he easily made friends of all with whom he came in contact in any 
way. Everywhere and in everything he seemed helpful, and though he had 
been with us but two short months, I find he had wonderfully grown into 
our life. I shall miss himin the reading of the service—I shall miss him in the 
singing—I shall miss him in the Bible Class—I shall miss him in the Sunday 
School—I shall miss him in the effective mission work. What help indeed could 
notsuch an one give me? What help in the near future and in many years to come ? 
With all this bright prospect of great and increasing usefulness in the future 
blotted out forever so suddenly, I cannot but feel the anguish of a great disap- 
pointment in his sudden death. 

He was buried from S. Peter’s Church on Tuesday, the 30th inst., the Presi- 
_dent of Hobart College taking charge of the services. The Church was thronged 
with loving and respecting friends. A large number of the Mission where he has 
been ministering of late came to town to pay their affectionate tribute. And, 
what seemed a most remarkable tribute of friendship, above all others, a large 
representation of fifteen or twenty prominent members of his old flock at Mace- 
don, attended the funeral as mourners, and at its close claimed the fulfilment of 
a former promise made to them by him, that if he should die, his body should 
rest in their midst. His change of ecclesiastical relations had not changed their 
love and esteem for him as a Christian and a man. 

Mr. Dwight Galloupe, now with the Rev. Dr. Hayes at Westfield, I expect to 
begin work here with the new Diocesan year. 

On the 7th of July last, died at Sodus, the Rev. David Moir, a former student 
of this School. Whilein connection with it he received some twenty-eight volumes 
of standard theological works as a nucleus for his library. I have received back 
from his widow these same books, with the request that they may be used over 
again in the same way to help and comfort some other poor clergyman, as they 
had done her husband in his early ministry. 

Among other books received by the School during the year past, I have to ac- 
knowledge through the Bishop of the Diocese, Textual Criticism, I vol. ; Ori- 
entales Liturgicae, Renandot, 2 vols. ; Life and Epistles of S. Paul, Lewin, 2 
vols. ; Memorabilia of 65 years, J. A. Spencer, D. D., 1 vol; The Adversary, 
Watson, I vol.

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May I not, in closing this report, mark with proper pride that the preacher this 
year of the baccalaureate sermon before the graduating class of Hobart College 
was once a student in this School, the Rev. Dr. Prall, Rector of S. John’s 
Church, Detroit, Mich.

On the Admission of Churches into Union with the Council ; to consist 
of one Clergyman and two Laymen. :

Motions, Resolutions, and Miscellaneous Business. 


V. The Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other business at any 
time. Special devotions, intercessions and prayer shall always be in order at 
the discretion of the President. 


VI. The election of the Standing Committee, and of Deputies to the General 
Convention and to the Federate Council, and the election of any person to 
supply vacancies in the Board of Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the 
Episcopate, of the Christmas Fund, of the Parochial Fund, and of De Veaux 
College ; also of the Treasurer of the Council, shall be the order of the day for 
3 o'clock, P. M., on the second day of every annual meeting of the Council. 


VII. _ Every member who shall be present when a question is stated from the 
Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 


VIII. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded; and, when 
seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any member. 


IX. If the question in debate contain several distinct propositions, any mem- 
ber may have the same divided. 


X. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, except to 
lay the question on the table; to postpone it indefinitely ; to postpone it toa 
certain time ; to commit it, or to amend it; and motions for either of these pur- 
poses shall have precedence in the order herein named. Buta motion to adjourn 
shall always be in order, when no member is speaking, and shall be decided 
without debate ; and if it be negatived, it shall not be renewed until some other 
business has intervened. 


XI. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XII. Ona question being put by the President, it shall be determined by the 
sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the votes, or any 
three votes may, previous to a decision by count, require the ayes and noes to 
be taken, which shall be done by calling the names of the clerical members and 
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of the churches represented, and the votes shall be entered in the Journal; or 
any five votes may require the ayes and noes to be taken by orders; and when 
so taken, a full entry shall be made upon the Journal. 


XIII. No member may speak more than twice on the same question without 
leave of the House, except the mover. 


XIV. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Council, nor with- 
out the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the prior 
decision ; nor shall any question be reconsidered more than once. 


XV. All Special Committees, not otherwise provided for, shall .be appointed 
by the Chair.

Morning Prayer was said by the Right Rev. the Bishop, 
assisted by the Rev. Dr. Rankine and the Rev. Peyton Gal- 
lagher.

The Rev. Dr. Lobdell, from the Standing Committee on 
the Constitution and Canons, reported in favour of the final 
adoption of the following Resolution approved by the last 
Annual Council,* and by a ballot of both Orders the resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted : 


Resolved, That Title II. § I. of the Constitution be amended by striking out 
the word ‘‘ September,” and substituting the word ‘‘ May,” so that the section 
shall read:

The Committee on Finance respectfully report that there have been placed in 
their hands the Reports of the Treasurer of the Council, of the Treasurer and 
Trustees of the Christmas Fund, and of the Treasurer and Trustees of the Paro- 
chial Fund. These financial reports have been duly examined and audited by 
auditors appointed by the Bishop, and found correct by them, and so certified. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Diocese shows a balance on hand SepiLat. 
1893, of $1,605.42, with no account overdrawn. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Christmas Fund shows the total receipts of 
the year to have been from 55 parishes, $1,471.67, and from interest on invest- 
ments, $1,359.20 and the disbursements to 17 annuitants and two cases of tem- 
porary relief, $2,670, being an excess over last year of $195. There has been 
added to the principal from income account $645 51, making the principal at the 
present time $26,895 51. 

The report of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund shows that they have re- 
ceived conveyances of property during the past year as follows: Church Lot at 
Silver Creek, Chautauqua Co.; the Church and Lot of All Saints’ Mission, 
Rochester; the Church Lot in the village of Holley, Orleans Co.; the Rectory, 
Church, Church Lot, furniture, etc., of S. Mark’s Church, Newark, Wayne Co,

The undersigned, a Committee appointed by the Fifty-fifth Annual Council of 
the Diocese of Western New York ‘‘to solicit subscriptions for the sum of one 
thousand dollars, to be at the disposal of the Bishop for Episcopal assistance

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during the Diocesan year 1892-3,” respectfully report, that at once on the ad- 
journment of the Council they proceeded to consider the matter, and on Sept. 
22, 1892, addressed to each of about 45 parishes of the Diocese, the following 
circular letter :

‘* Dear Sirs :—At the Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York, 
at Buffalo, Sept 2oth, inst., it was resolved to supply to the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese, for the purpose of providing, at his call and selection, during the ensuing 
year, aid in the service of the Episcopate, the sum of One Thousand Dollars. 

‘* And for the purpose of providing the funds for that aid, and that the Treas- 
urer might not be called upon to pay the same from the ordinary receipts of the 
Diocese in his hands, it was there suggested that the sum should be at once sup- 
plied by the pledges of one-twentieth, or fifty dollars each, from twenty parishes 
of the Diocese. 

** Several parishes at once indicated a willingness to pay such sum, and it is 
believed that, had not other urgent business diverted the attention of the Coun- 
cil from the project, the $1,000 would have been all raised at once. 

‘* The case being so, the undersigned were appointed a Committee to procure 
and place in the hands of the Treasurer, subject tothe call of the Bishop, the 
said sum:; and it is therefore that this letter is sent to you, offering you an op- 
portunity to make one of the said twenty, and furnish the sum of fifty dollars. 

“*Tf you are pleased to do so, the same may be sent to the Chairman of the 
Committee at Palmyra, N. Y., who will duly receipt for the same.

The letter met with very slight response, and on Feb. I1, 1893, the Commit- 
tee inserted in Our Church Work the said circular letter, and a letter ap- 
pendcd, as follows: 


Parish: 


‘* The above circular was, at its date, sent to a large number of the parishes 
of the Diocese, and it was hoped that the response thereto would be hearty and 
immediate. But after three months and more, and when the Bishop has given 
notice of visitations by other Bishops, evidently in reliance on the action of the 
Council, on which he has a right to rely, not more than five or six of the parishes 
have answered at all, or given any attention to the request of the Committee. 
That the money would have been quickly pledged, had not attention been di- 
verted from the subject, and that it was a mistake to appoint a Committee at all, 
may well be said, but it is of no usenowtosayit. Now that the Treasurer will 
soon be called upon to meet the promises of the Diocese, the money should at 
once be raised, and it is hoped that the pledges will not longer be delayed.

To such publication the response was very slight. Some amount bad been 
collected, and the Bishop received and disbursed some small sums. Mr. Nor- 
man, to whom the other members of the Committee acknowledge their obliga- 
tion for such assistance, gave large services to the matter in hand, and his per- 
severing action has resulted in larger receipts than might otherwise have been 
obtained. The result has been, that the Committee, with all its efforts,—and 
we know of nothing left undone to secure the object,—secured in all $625, as 
follows :—From Palmyra, Christ, S. Luke’s, S. Mark’s and S. Paui’s, Rochester, 
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Hornellsville, Bath, Trinity, Geneva, S. Paul’s, Buffalo, and Canandaigua, each 
$50; Grace, Lockport, $30: Fredonia, Brockport, and S. Peter’s, Geneva, each 
$25; S. John’s, Buffalo, $20. Many or all of these amounts having been con- 
tributed on the basis of raising $1,000, it became necessary for the Committee 
in each instance, before using the same, to ask of the contributing parish if the 
amount might be used for the purpose if the whole amount should not be re- 
ceived, and in each instance the response was in the affirmative. The entire 
amount has been forwarded to the Treasurer of the Diocose, except $50 paid 
directly to the Bishop. 


The Committee asks to be discharged, and recommends the repeal of the 
Resolution of the Council of 1890 (Journ., p. 31) as amended by the Resolution 
of 1892 (Journ.

The Bishop read a portion of his Charge to the Laity of 
the Diocese on its missionary work. 


The Rev. Louis C. Washburn, from the Special Commit- 
tee of the last Council on Sunday School Work, made the

The Special Committee, appointed by the Bishop at the last session of the 
Council ‘‘ to consider the different methods of Sunday School Work in the Dio- 
cese, and to report thereon,” respectfully submits the following : 

Impressed by the unvarying acquiescence in the confession that while here 
and there we find a model Sunday School with trained and cultivated teachers, 
yet in the large majority of cases the Sunday School is not what it ought to be ; 
you have raised the questions : (1) Does the fault lie in existing methods? and 
(2) Wherein can we improve? Seeking answers to these all-important queries, 
we have sent to every parish and mission in the Diocese circulars, including fifty 
interrogations, touching each detail of Sunday School effort, and have received 
written answers from almost every considerable station in the jurisdiction. We 
trust then that some good will result from this fact that each minister and superin- 
tendent amongst us has thus been called upon to give personal serious consider- 
ation to every particular of his school’s operation this past year. And your 
painstaking replies reveal some suggestive facts : 

First, there is widespread neglect of the records of ourschools. Confessedly 
many of us, clergy and superintendents, do not know the condition of our re- 
spective organizations; do not know how many are baptized or confirmed and 
how many are not; do not know what influences are at work, do not know what 
is being taught. Now, in these days of financial shipwrecks, we are having it 
startlingly borne in upon us that the business man who is shiftless in his book- 
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keeping, or who is indifferent to the tale told by his balance sheet, is theone who 
stumbles into an assignment. We are not unmindful of the spiritual character 
of the work of the ministry ; but you have convinced us that someone somehow 
should be keeping account of the school’s condition. We can never rectify the 
faults in our work until we have learned just what those faults are. Our pres- 
ent vague dissatisfaction demands not wordy theories, but that existing weak- 
nesses ‘be discovered to us by plain unvarnished records. Your Committee 
therefore makes this its initial recommendation, that the superintendent of every 
Sunday School in this Diocese be urged to an immediate introduction of some 
thorough system of records. 

In the second place, your statements agree unanimously in declaring that the 
most serious problem in connection with this work is the difficulty experienced 
in securing enough and qualified teachers. Verily, the labourers are few. We 
need expend no-rhetoric ininsisting upon this. The want is felt, grievously felt, 
felt by us all. What causes it? We point to that gray, grisled, but thank God, 
retreating spectre that would persuade the layman to leave all Church labour 
to the ordained minister. But in this Diocese and in this year of grace, surely 
that miserable ghost has neither place nor voice. The Spirit of God is amongs 
us. The men, as well as the holy women, not a few, have been quickened. 
Now let but their noble zeal be wisely directed. Let them seek the office of 
the Catechist. The Sunday School claims them. It is the tried, the effective, 
the promiseful sphere for them. Let them rally to the help of the parish priest 
in the faithful, patient execution of that echoing command, ‘‘ Feed my lambs ” 

Again, your reports reveal an uncertainty of sound in that which is taught in 
our schools. The shortness of our opportunity, the rapid growth of the young, 
the obtrusiveness of vice, the prevalence of unbelief all conspire to forbid mere 
desultory exhortation. We must have and give plain, definite and systematic 
instruction in the Faith once delivered. 

The Catechism, incomparable in its place and undying as truth itself, needs 
yet to be supplemented by an accepted course of graded instruction. Your 
committee is far from suggesting the invention of a new system. The very 
multiplicity of existing courses and leaflets is a real cause of. the present confu- 
sion. [ut we do earnestly urge the adoption of some system. If we cannot at 
once have the ideal, at least let us take the best available; perhaps there should 
be such a one designated and endorsed by the Bishop for general adoption, and 
so secure singleness of aim, harmony of effort, gradual development, and thereby 
a knowledge of the truth all along the line. 

One further fact of noteworthy.importance is emphasized by your reports. 
Itis this. A school may be so favoured as to be manned by a sufficient force of 
the best of teachers, and they may have adopted an ideal course of graded les- 
sons, and yet the results attained will prove far from gratifying if bad methods 
of administration obtain. For instance, it is maintained by some that the great 
fault of our Sunday Schools lies in the fact that there is no definite time when 
the scholar’s learning days end, and he becomes equipped for beginning object- 
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ive activity ; wherefore the lad outgrows the Sunday School without growing 
into Church work. If this is so, may not the remedy be found by establishing 
a recognized period at which the time of instruction shall end, and the pupil be 
moved forward into the sphere of the worker? When a boy leaves school or 
college he knows that his learning days are ended, and he must take his place 
in the great army of labourers. Not, of course, that he will never study more, 
but thenceforth study must be secondary to activity. So too in his Church life, 
he must have his Commencement Day. And does not the Church indicate that 
this should take place when he is Confirmed? But in how many of our schools 
is recognition made of sucha turning point? In how many is provision made 
for so developing and holding the youth? 

We may not further enlarge upon these considerations here, though many 
more valuable lessons might be drawn from your reports. We trust that enough 
has been said to indicate the immediate necessity for giving a more general and 
more serious attention to the condition of our Sunday Schools. And how shall 
this be ensured? Certainly not by a mere perfunctory filing of this report. 
Your Committee, however, is heartily agreed that it can be done, and to this end 
would respectfully recommend that you extend throughout this Diocese the 
helpful influence of thatadmirable organization, The American Church Sunday 
School Institute. A branch of this wisely-conceived society has been, with the 
Bishop’s cordial sanction, in full and successful operation in the city of Roches- 
ter for three years ; another branch has been recently inaugurated in Buffalo. 
We bespeak for them the more general and zealous co-operation of our Sunday 


School workers.

THE LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY LEAGUE 


OF THE CITY OF BUFFALO. 


REPORT, OF -LHEAPRESIpENa: 


To the Right Reverend Arthur Cleveland Coxe, D. D., LL. D., Bishop 
of Western New York: 


RiGHT REVEREND AND DEAR Sir :—It becomes again my pleas- 
ant duty to report to you the doings of the Laymen’s Missionary 
League for the past year. Through God’s blessing we may be 
said to have achieved a fair.measure of success. It seems as if 
all who have witnessed the results of our work should be en- 
couraged. 

On S. Paul’s,Day the League held its annual service in Trin- 
ity Chapel. The day began by an early celebration of the Holy 
Communion, which was largely attended by members of the- 
League. The Diptych contained the names of Augustus Regi- 
nald Davidson, John Bailey Higgins, Ralph Hart Bowles, Jr., 
and David Porter Dobbins, former lay readers. In the evening 
a service was held, at which the officiating clergy—the Rev. 
Messrs. North and Lowry—were assisted by three members of 
the League. The President also made an address, in which he 
reviewed the work of the League and stated some of its needs. 
The service was well attended, and served to put the work of 
the League more fully before the public. 

Under the auspices of the League, a series of sermons has 
been preached in S. Paul’s Church, Buffalo, by some of the most 
eminent bishops and clergymen of the Church. These sermons 
were known as “The Columbian Sermons,’’ and had for their 
special object the review of topics particularly brought into 
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notice by the commemorations of this year. The sermons were, 
without exception, brilliant and able; and, although the con- 
gregations called out were not so large as had been hoped for, 
yet they were fairly well attended. The publication of these 
sermons in a volume and their wide distribution cannot fail to 
do great good. The hearty thanks of the League are due to 
you for your part, and, through you, are extended to the other 
distinguished gentlemen who kindly gave us their services on 
these occasions. 

While the work previously begun has been® carried on, the 
League has also entered into some new enterprises. On Christ- 
mas last, S. Mark’s Chapel, Dearborn Street, Buffalo,—a mission 
which had existed for some years,—was given over into the 
hands of the League. Our first service, the celebration of the 
Holy Communion, was held on that day, the Rev. Dr. Van Dyck 
officiating. From that time on the attendance increased rapidly 
under the leadership of the members of the League assigned 
to the work, and within six months the parish had become suf- 
ficiently strong to warrant their calling a permanent rector. 
The Rev. W. Bedford-Jones is now duly installed as rector, and 
the parish is rapidly increasing under his able and active admin- 
istration. The League looks upon this with becoming satisfac- 
tion as one of its most brilliant successes. 

S. Philip’s Church, which for more than two years has been 
under the charge of members of the League, has also become 
sufficiently strong to warrant their calling a priest, and the Rev. 
Mr. Simons is now in charge of that parish. 

Missions have been established in Depew,—a new suburb of 
Buffalo,—and also in the town of Irving, both of which give 
great promise of future growth and usefulness. 

S Bartholomew’s Chapel has quite recently been turned over 
to the care of the League; and it is hoped and earnestly be- 
lieved that the same results which were achieved at S. Mark’s 
will be accomplished here. 

I wish, in connection with this, to draw special notice to 
the permanency of our work. In Silver Creek, the first mission 
established by the League, we have now a substantial church 
edifice, built and maintained by the people of the Mission. The 
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money, for the accomplishment of this purpose was got together 
partly by the congregation and partly through the League, 
which raised a thousand dollars as a permanent fund. This 
fund was lent to the congregation at Silver Creek, who are now 
gradually paying it back. When this is done, it will become 
available as a building fund in some other Mission. The firm 
establishment of S. Mark’s and of S. Philip’s, they having 
passed through our efforts from the care of the League to that 
of a priest in charge, also points out the permanency of our 
work. ° 

It will also be noted with pleasure that the work of the League 
has been carried on on a very economical basis. Wherever 
Our services are held, there the people receiving the benefit 
of these services are expected to contribute for their support. 
With the exception of two Missions, the amounts contributed 
have been more than sufficient to pay the expenses; so that it 
has been found necessary to raise only about two hundred dol- 
lars from sources outside of these congregations for the support 
of the regular work of the League. Certainly a very remark- 
able amount of work has thus been accomplished for avery 
small sum, the number of services held, as the report of the 
Superintendent will show, amounting to almost eleven hundred. 

I would like also to call attention to the report of Mr. W. H. 
Archer, architect to the League. While the services of Mr. Ar- 
cher have been given to churches and missions outside of the 
League, still he has done his work as a member of the League, 
and, we may say, through its influence. The buildings the 
erection of which he has designed and superintended have cost 
thirteen thousand three hundred dollars. The usual architect’s 
fee on this sum, which Mr. Archer generously donated, would 
have amounted to a very handsome figure. The J.eague takes 
great pride in noticing this work, for it may safely be said to be 
the most generous single contribution which the Church has 
received from, or through, the League. 

Last year in my report I stated that the League was very 
greatly in need of priestly services. In answer to this, the Con- 
vocation made an arrangement by which the Dean should have 
power to detail for special missionary work those members of 
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‘the Deanery who received stipends from the Missionary Fund. 
This plan has worked very successfully, and at the suggestion 
of the League thirty-five eucharistic services have been held by 
these missionary priests, besides many other offices, as will be 
shown by the report of the Superintendent. 

The influence of the League in stimulating others to work in 
the same line has been frequently demonstrated. Many letters, 
making inquiries regarding the workings of the League, have 
been received ; and in several places efforts are now being made 
to establish leagues or clubs having similar objects in view. 

One of the most marked instances of the effect of example is 
to be seen in Medina, N. Y. The parish in that place having 
lost its rector, and being also in debt, three young men, mem- 
bers of the vested choir, having heard of our work, determined 
to carry on the services and to try and keep the parish together 
until the debt should be paid and the parish be in condition to 
call another clergyman. This they are now doing, and with 
what success the following extract from their report to the 
League-will show : 

‘‘Since the late rector of S. John’s Church, Medina, resigned 
the parish, March ist, 1893, the church has been opened every 
Sunday morning, and the service conducted by three members 
of the vested choir, all duly licensed by the Bishop. The con- 
gregation has by this means been kept together, and the sub- 
scription pledges for pew-rent paid up to the amount of about 
six hundred dollars. An occasional service with celebration 
of the Holy Eucharist has been kindly supplied by some one of 
the neighbouring clergy. and the parish has been visited by our 
own Bishop and by Bishop Graves, of China. The Sunday 
School is kept up. The average attendance at morning service 
is one hundred.” 

We are proud, indeed, to have such men as members of our 
League,—they have been duly elected,—and sincerely trust that 
their noble example will stimulate others to go and do likewise. 
Would that the Church had more such sons ! 

While the League feels that it has achieved something, on 
reviewing the field, the fact is impressed upon us that only a 
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very small portion of what is needed has been accomplished. 
Many large towns and villages in our Deanery still never hear 
the sound, of the Church /service:. Qur- experience 10 omen 
places teaches us that could we institute services in these places, 
we would be met with a hearty welcome. We shall not be sat- 
isfied until this is done; and through God’s blessing we trust 
that within a comparatively short time every town and village 
within this jurisdiction shall have the benefit of the services of 
our Holy Church. 

But how shall this be accomplished? Only by enlisting 
larger numbers in the work. Those who are already engaged 
in it are occupied nearly to the extent of their ability. We must 
have more workers ; we must have workers in other towns; and 
we appeal to the Clergy as well as to the Laity to help us in this 
matter. The Clergy by picking out those whom they may con- 
sider capable and by encouragement may do much; but, as this 
is a lay movement, it is to the Laity that we chiefly appeal. We 
ask our brother Churchmen to come forward and give us their 
help. The field is white for the harvest, but the labourers truly 
are few. 

During the last year we have lost some of our best workers. 
In no instance has this been by resignation or from weariness 
in the work. An unusual number have removed from the city ; 
and one has fallen asleep,—Robert Preston Wilson departed this 
life in September, 1892. 

We feel that a great degree of self-consecration and of strong 
faith is necessary for the continuance of this work. We would 
respectfully suggest to you, as our Spiritual Director, the pro- 
priety, if it meet with your approbation, of appointing a ‘ Quiet 
Day,’ when the members of the League can be gathered to- 
gether for meditation and instruction. We feel sure that such 
a service would be of infinite help to us all, and that great good 
would come from its establishment. 

We would also suggest that an intercessory eucharistic service 
be appointed by you at some special time and place, for the in- 
voking of God’s blessing upon the work of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary League. Without this blessing our work is indeed in

vain, and in no other way can we call it forth more surely than 
by offering up that sacrifice which our Master has appointed for 
us to do.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
To the Executive Committee: 


Mr. PresiDENT :—The work of the League during the past 
year, being its second year, has continued without change in 
either motive or method, but, we trust, with a perceptible gain 
in effectiveness, from a corresponding growth in the spiritual 
lives of the active members. The constant, fervent prayer for 
an increase of faith, the persistent striving to add to that faith 
knowledge, is answered by the sustained and increasing zeal of 
our workers, and by a superior effectiveness in their work. We 
see more clearly, and recognize more thoroughly and gladly, 
that “Except the Lord build the house, their labour is but lost 
that build it.” 

The reports in the hands of your Superintendent show that 
during the year our readers have ministered in public at 43 dif- 
ferent places of worship; Morning Prayer has been said or sung 
332 times; Litany, 342 times; Evening Prayer, 541 times, and 
at places where we have habitually ministered we have brought 
to Baptism 24; to Confirmation, 21, and have procured 35 Cele- 
brations of the Holy Eucharist. There have been 25 Visitations 
of Prisoners and the reading of 657 Sermons. 

The expense of the year has been $434.98. Of this expense 
$44.83 has been for properties, a Communion Set and a Reed 
Organ; $68.25 for incidentals, postage, printing, insurance, etc.; 
$10.00 for Priestly Services, and the remainder, $311.90, for trav- 
elling expenses of Lay Readers. I would again call attention 
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to the obvious economy of the work of the League, and will 
venture the observation that as a practical, aggressive and effi- 
cient arm for missionary work, the Laity of the American Cath- 
olic Church have a great responsibility, a great opportunity. 

On reviewing the two years’ work of the League, your Super- 
intendent finds great cause for thankfulness and encouragement. 
On every hand he finds the workers more and more alive to a 
higher appreciation of the exalted character of this work, and 
an increasing sense of their daily dependence upon their 
Heavenly Father, from whom alone cometh strength. _ 

During our first months, cautious men frequently expressed 
their fears that the League was pitched too high to have per- 
manency. We heard that it could never be organized ; when 
organized, that it could not be maintained; but the evidences, 
not a few, of the growth in faith, and that faith is adding knowl- 
edge, give assurance of usefulness, and what is more encour- 
aging, assurance of permanence. 

This seems to be the proper place to emphasize the fact that 
in obedience to the spirit and letter of our Missionary Canons, 
collections are taken at each service, and we are able to report 
that even in our infant Missions, the weekly offerings are larger 
than current expenses, so that accumulation of funds and prop- 
erty begins at the beginning, and continues without interrup- 
tion. 

The result of this right principle of organization, and habit 
of giving to Almighty God, is well shown in the report of the 
architect of the League, Mr. W. H. Archer. In addition to the 
work named in my last report, new stations have been under- 
taken during the year, as follows: S. Mark, S. Barnabas, S. 
Bartholomew, Buffalo; also a Mission at Depew, and at Irving, 
and occasional services at Angola. The establishment of four 
permanent Missions a year may serve to show the possibility of 
lay work, but the needs of the Deanery would not be answered 
by ten times that number. Growth in numbers, in zeal, in spir- 
itual power and effectiveness, and constant and ever increasing 
work must be our watch-word for years to come. | 

During the year our active membership has suffered serious 
losses by death and removal from the Deanery. Roserr PREs- 
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TON WILson, young in years, but old in the honourable service 
of Holy Church, whose loyalty and devotion will always remain 
an edifying example, was separated from us early in the year. 
Already our diptych bears five names, August Reginald David- 
son, John Bailey Higgins, Ralph Hart Bowles, David Porter 
Dobbins, Robert Preston Wilson. 

Grant unto them, O Lord, eternal rest, and light perpetual 
shine upon them, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

- By removal from the Deanery we have lost the services of 
Messrs. William F. Dent, Charles A. S. Edgett, and David J. 
Winton; and these were of our most reliableand devoted work- 
ers. Theloss of Mr. Dent seems worthy of particular mention, 
for to him more than to any other human agent do we owe the 
_ existence of the League. We have the full assurance that his 
work is not lost to the Church by his removal from the Diocese. 

The additions to our working force, more than making good 
our losses, have been Messrs. Clough, Durdan, Ward, Brainard, 
and Randolph. 

On comparing the items of work of last year and this year, 
we find cause for sincere congratulation. There has been no 
collapse, no falling off, no reaction; there have been more minis- 
trations, in more places, to more people. That which to your 
superintendent is of supreme value and importance is the num- 
ber of baptisms and the numberof distributions of the spiritual 
food, ‘‘ The Body and the Blood of Christ,” ‘‘ whereby alone we 
obtain remission of our sins, and are made partakers of the 
Kingdom of Heaven.” 

In conclusion, for our legitimate encouragement, let us look 
at the work for the two years, showing from Sept. 1, 1891, to 
Sept. 1, 1893: Morning Prayer, 607; Litany, 635; Evening 
Prayer, 914; Visitations of Prisoners, 75; Baptized, 59; Con- 
firmed, 42; Eucharists, 35; New Missions, 6; Missions and 
Churches kept open, 7; Churches served occasionally, 22; Insti- 
tutions served, ro; Sermons Read, 1,105. 

Your Superintendent has the deep and sustaining conviction 
-that the Holy Spirit is calling the Laity of the American Cath- 
olic Church to a more earnest, patriotic and intelligent realiza- 
tions of their privileges, duties and responsibilities, and that the 
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work of the Laymen’s Leagues, Church Clubs, of the Brother- 
hood of S. Andrew, are but the first fruits of a mighty outpour- 
ing of spiritual power and refreshment, but the gray dawn of 
the morning, the heralds of the Sun of Righteousness. Let the 
people praise Thee, O God: yea, let all the people praise Thee. 
Then shall the earth bring forth her increase, and God, even our 
own God, shall give us His blessing. Amen.

The Standing Committee respectfully reports its official acts for the Diocesan 
year 1892-93, as follows : 


OCTOBER 3, 1892. 


The Committee met and organized by the election of the Rev. L. B. Van 
Dyck, D. D., President, and the Rev. Walter North, Secretary. 


A list of offerings was directed to be printed and sent to the parishes. 


Rates of Assessments were continued at two and a half percent. for the Epis- 
copate, and reduced to one per cent. for Diocesan expenses. 


OCTOBER Ig, 1892. 


Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Cleland Kinloch Nelson, 
D. D., as Bishop of Georgia. 


A draft of $315.00 was ordered in payment of expenses of the General Con- 
vention. 


A draft was ordered for $200.00 in payment of salary of the Secretary of the 
Council. 


A Special Committee reported in favour of settling claims against the Trustees 
of De Veaux College at an expense not to exceed sixteen hundred dollars 


A deputation of the Trustees of De Veaux College conferred with the Stand- 
ing Committee, relative to the expenditure of moneys derived from the sale of 
lands, upon new buildings. On motion, the matter was referred to a Special 
Committee. 


NOVEMBER 28, 1892. 


Mr. Frederick William Faber, formerly Presbyterian Minister, was recom- 
mended as a Candidate for Holy Orders. 


Mr. Thomas Elliot Calvert, formerly Presbyterian Minister, was recommend- 
ed as a Candidate for Holy Orders. 
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Permission was given in accordance with a report of the Sub-Committee, to 
the Trustees of De Veaux College, to expend the sum of sixteen thousand dol- 
lars on new buildings, with the express understanding that the Trustees shall not, 
under any circumstances, incur any obligation or enter into any contracts for 
this purpose involving a sum beyond the said sum of sixteen thousand dollars. 


Extraordinary expenses of the See House were made a charge upon Diocesan 


expenses. 


DECEMBER 16, 1892, 


The Rev. William John Wycliffe Bedford-Jones, Deacon, was recommended 
for ordination to the Priesthood. 


A draft of $48.80 was ordered in payment of repairs on the See House. 


FEBRUARY 6, 1893. 


The Bishop presented a draft of a Postal Card relative to the neglect of the 
offering for Diocesan Education, which was directed to be printed and sent to 


the parishes. 


Thomas Elliot Calvert was recommended for ordination to the Diaconate. 


FEBRUARY 14, 1893. 


Frederick William Beecher, formerly a Congregational Minister, was recom- 
mended for ordination to the Diaconate. 


May 1, 1893. 


Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Frederick Robert Graves, 
D. D., Missionary Bishop elect of Shanghai, China, and of the Rev. John 
M’Kim, D. D., Missionary Bishop elect of Yeddo, Japan. 


The Rev. James Curtis Carnahan, the Rev, George Sherman Burrows, and 
the Rev. Arthur Hallett Mellen, Deacons, were recommended for ordination to 
the Priesthood. 


Frederick William Faber and Dwight Galloupe were recommended for ordi- 
nation to the Diaconate, and Nathan W. Stanton and Alexander William Bost- 
wick as Candidates for Holy Orders. 


A circular of the General Convention relative to the revision of the Canons 
was referred to a Special Committee. 


A Committee of the Trustees of De Veaux College asked consent to expend 
money in providing an Infirmary for the College. Consent was given to expend 
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$3,000 00 for the purpose. Consent was also given to the expenditure of 
$3,000.00 in repairs of the Lodge and Laundry. 


MAY 22, 1893. 


Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. William Lawrence, D. D., 
Bishop elect of Massachusetts, and the Rev. Thomas Frank Gailor, D. D., 
Assistant Bishop elect of Tennessee. 


Tullius Wilson Atwood, Charles Edward Spalding, Francis Allen Gould, and 
Henry Stevens Gatley were recommended for ordination to the Diaconate. 


SEPTEMBER 4, 1893. 


Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Ellison Capers, D. D., As- 
sistant Bishop elect of South Carolina, and the Rev. Joseph Blount Cheshire, 
Jr., D. D., Assistant Bishop elect of North Carolina. 


Francis S. White and George Robert Brush were recommended as Candidates 
for Holy Orders. 


A Special Committee was directed to report upon the report of the Trustees 
of De Veaux College. . 


The Report of De Veaux shows that Twenty-three Foundationers and Forty- 
five Paying Pupils have been instructed, this being a slight increase on the num- 
ber last year. 


By the sale of unproductive land amounting to $38, 321.35, there was realized 
enough to build a neat Lodge, replace worn-out utensils in the Laundry, furnish 
servants’ quarters and dining-room, make complete fittings for the Infirmary, and 
add $29,907.49 to the Endowment Fund. This is now $191,836.47, an increase 
of nearly ninety thousand dollars since 1880. 


A strip of land four hundred feet broad has by exchange been added to the 
College domain, preventing any encroachment on the rear of the buildings, while 
inside and out the College property is in thorough repair and order. 


The new buildings will furnish accommodations for more pupils, and equip the 
school so as to compete with other schools of its class, and give more than an 
equivalent for all that is received as payment for care and tuition, 


De Veaux is unique in its provision for a class of students not reached by the 
many charitable institutions of the country ; for while there are many opportu- 
nities by which the humble and poor may be placed in position to earn a liveli- 
hood, itis difficult for the orphan sons of the clergy, officers of the army and 
navy, and others in honourable positions, to get such special training and educa- 
tion as may fit them to fill similar places to those of their fathers. Iteis there- 
fore to be hoped that the benefactions of the many may enable De Veaux to ex- 
tend its facilities and accommodate a larger number of deserving Foundationers, 


The members of the Faculty appear to give their services with diligence, the 
Board of Trustees to be faithful in administering their trust;.while the Presi- 
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dent abundantly shows the wisdom of his election by his able administration of 
the College affairs. 
The Secretary was directed to prepare a report of the official acts of the Com- 


mittee for presentation to the Annual Council of the Diocese.

REPORT OF THE DE, LANCEY DIVINITY SGpGige 


To the Bishop and the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Western New 
York, as the Education Board, the Rector of the De Lancey Divinity School 
respectfully reports : 


Soon after the meeting of the Annual Diocesan Council of 1892, two candi- 
dates for Holy Orders, Dwight Galloupe, B. S., and Tullius Wilson Atwood, 
began their studies in the School. S Andrew’s Day following, the Annual Day 
exercises of the School were held as usual in S. Peter’s Church, Geneva. The ser- 
mon was delivered by the Rev. William Prall, Ph. D., Rector of S. John’s Church, 
Detroit, Michigan, a former student in the School. Special interest was added 
to the service by the conferring of the Doctorate in Sacred Theology upon the 
preacher. The President of Hobart College used the formula in Hebrew on 
delivering the Old Testament, in Greek on delivering the New Testament, and > 
in Latin on conferring the Degree. 
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It is my sad duty to record the death, early in December following, of Prof. 
William B. Edson, D. D., associated with me in the School as Professor of He- 
brew, Greek and Biblical Exegesis. He discharged his duties up to the very 
time of his decease, though often in great weakness and suffering. I can tes- 
tify that he was greatly esteemed and beloved by all with whom he came in 
contact by giving instruction. I would here state that the instruction in Hebrew 
was continued acceptably forthe rest of the year by the Rev. Mr. Carnahan, a 
student of the Divinity School. 


December 6th, the Rev. William Bedford-Jones, Deacon, ministering to the 
Parish at Attica, passed satisfactorily his third examination for Priest’s Orders, 
before the President of Hobart College and myself as Examining Chaplains. 
He was advanced to the Priesthood in S. Mary’s Church, Buffalo, on the 18th 
of the same month. 


With the beginning of 1893, the Rev. Charles Wells Hayes, D. D., succeeded 
to the professorship vacated by the death of Dr. Edson, and assumed its duties. 


January 25th, the President of Hobart College and myself, under the Bishop’s 
direction, undertook the first examination for Priest’s Orders of Thomas Elliot 
Calvert, M. A. 


February 23d, the Rev. Professor Hayes and myself held the first examination 
for Priest’s Orders of Frederick William Beecher, M. A. The day following 
Mr. Beecher and Mr. Calvert were ordained Deacons in Grace Church, Lyons. 


April 5th, upon the invitation of Dean Hoffman, I attended at the General 
Theological Seminary, New York City, a Conference meeting of all the Divinity 
Schools of the Protestant Episcopal Church. It proved a meeting of great in- 
terest, and inaugurated a means of profitable consultation for securing greater 
uniformity and thoroughness in theological instruction. 


On April 24th, to complete his first examination for Priest’s Orders, the Rev. 
Mr. Carnahan was examined in Hebrew by Prof. Hayes and myself. On the 
26th and 27th he passed satisfactorily his second examination for Priest’s Orders 
before the same examiners. 


On May tioth, William Frederic Faber, B. A., passed his first examination for 
Priest’s Orders before the same Chaplains, and May 15th, Mr. Dwight Galloupe, 
B. S., passed his first examination for Priest’s Orders, the same examiners 
acting. 


May 16th, before the same examiners, Tullius Wilson Atwood passed his 
examination for Deacon’s Orders. 


May 17th, Francis Allen Gould passed his first examination for Priest’s Or- 
ders before the same examiners. 


May 2oth, before the same examiners, the Rev. James Curtis Carnahan, B. A., 
completed his third examination for Priest’s Orders ; and 
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May 25th, before the same examiners, Charles Edward Spalding, M. A., his 


second examination for Priest’s Orders. 


May 27th, the Rev. J. C. Carnahan, Deacon, was ordained Priest in Christ 
Church, Pittsford, being presented by myself. 


May 28th, the Trinity Ordination was held in S. Peter’s Church, Geneva, by 
the Bishop of the Diocese, when one Priest and six Deacons were ordained. 
The Rev. Arthur Hallett Mellen was presented for Priest’s Orders by the Rev. 
H. W. Nelson, ,Jr., D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, Geneva, who also pre- 
sented for Deacon’s Orders Henry Stevens Gatley, of the Berkeley Divinity 
School. Dwight Galloupe and William Frederic Faber were presented for Dea- 
con’s Orders by the Rev. Charles W. Hayes, D. D. (under whom they had 
commenced their studies). Charles Edward Spalding, from the General Seminary, 
New York, and Francis Allen Gould and Tullius Wilson Atwood, of the De 
Lancey Divinity School, were presented for Deacon’s Orders by myself. As Mr. 
Carnahan’s advancement to the Priesthood was properly a part of the Trinity 
Ordination, this record gives the largest number of persons ever ordained at 
one time in the history of the Diocese. 


May 2oth, the Rev. Prof. Hayes and myself examined the Rev. Charles 
Edward Spalding, Deacon, on his third examination for Priest’s Orders. 


As thus shown, the month of May was a month fullof examinations; and the 
large amount of laborious preparation implied in these, it is not necessary to 
give in minute details and explanations to such a body as yours. 


During the months of July and August I have had several conferences with a 
Presbyterian Minister, and also with a Baptist Minister, and during the year I 
have had a considerable number of applications for circulars of the School. 
The pecuniary assistance afforded to students during the year will appear in the 
report of the Treasurer. 


There has been added to the Library, by means of the Swift Fund, Lange’s 
Commentary on the New Testament, 12 vols.; and Digest of S. P. G. Records, 
1701-1892, one vol.; and from the Bishop of the Diocese, History of the Church 
in Burlington, by the Rev. Dr. Hills, 1 vol.; Our Sacred Commission, Wynne, 1 
vol., Evangelical Aid Soc., Philadelphia, Pa.; Russell’s Pulpit Elocution, 1 vol., 
presented by the Rector. I consider it a matter of gratulation that our Library 
will now have the special interest and care of such a skilled and competent per 
son as Professor Hayes.

(C.) REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF DE VEAUX 
COLLEGE: 


To the Bishop and Standing Committee of the Diocese of Western New York - 


The Trustees of De Veaux College for Orphan and Destitute Children, pur- 
suant to the terms of its Charter, respectfully submit the following report for 
the academic year ending with the 30th day of June, 1893, also a copy of the 
College Register for that year: 


During the year there have been instructed twenty-three (23) foundationers 
and forty-five (45) paying pupils, an increase of two (2) of the former and a de- 
crease of three (3) of the latter, as compared with the previous year. 


Schedule ‘‘ A,” hereunto annexed, shows the amount of Endowment Principal 
to be $191,836.47, anincrease of $29,907.49 since one year before. This increase 
was made by sales of lands amounting to $38,321.35, reduced by appropriations 
of $3,000.00 for Lodge and Laundry, and $1,543,86, appropriated to settle with 
Mr. Charles Berrick, his claim under the contract referred to in our last report, 
and by the transfer of $3,870 00 of the appropriations made for an Infirmary 
and for the erection of a building on the Chapel foundation. Both of these 
pieces of work are now in rapid process of construction, and it is expected that 
they will be completed during the present year. ) 


Schedules ‘‘ B”’ and ‘‘C,” also hereunto annexed, show the receipts and dis- 
bursements for the year and the Resources and Liabilities. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there were three less paying pupils in attendance, 
and that two more foundationers were maintained, the revenue for the year 
slightly exceeded the expenditure. The increase in rents and decrease in farm 
items are for the reasons given in our last report. Theitem ‘‘ Repairs and 
Furnishing” is less by nearly one-half than last year; it includes such items as 
alterations in plumbing, repairs to roof, cornices, gutters, water-pipes, etc., 
besides mason’s work, pointing walls and repairing plastering ; also papering, 
painting, carpenter’s repair work, newiron water tank in attic, replacing old wood- 
en one which had given out, carpets, matting, etc. The amount expended on ser- 
vants’ quarters was for converting the old laundry into a servant’s hall, bed- 
rooms and bathroom. The insurance item is large, as all of our three-year pol- 
icies expired during that year. Additions to buildings account is treated as an 
asset so far as revenue account is concerned, it being an amount expended out 
of revenue moneys, in excess of the portions of appropriations which had been 
transferred. When further transfers are made, it will be credited back. 


A contrast of the condition of the College four years ago and now is interest- 
ing. Then we had an invested capital of $122,000.00; now it is $191,000.00. 
Besides, we have added, by purchase, a strip of land four hundred feet wide on 
the north line of our domain, making a valuable addition to our College grounds. 
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The College buildings have been put in a state of complete repair, the plumb- 
ing system and drainage made perfect and sanitary. An elaborate system of 
perfect water filtering has been put in, the dormitories have been remodelled and 
made comfortable and attractive, and the whole interior of the building has been 
painted, papered and tinted, giving to the whole place a comfortable, warm, 
A very pretty Lodge House has been built at the en- 
trance to the college grounds, and a laundry built and equipped with all of 
the latest improved machinery.

We were then maintaining nineteen foundationers ; now twenty-three, with 


the prospect of being able to increase that number the coming school year. In 
all respects we consider our condition and prospects most flattering.

The Committee on Beneficence and Works of Piety respectfully report the 
following as having come to their knowledge through the Parochial Reports : 

In the Deanery of BuFFALO, S. Luke’s Church, Buffalo, has completed a Guild 
House, at a cost of $3,123, and has received the memorial gift of a lectern. 

S Mary’s Church, Buffalo, has nearly completed the rebuilding of its edifice. 
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The new Mission of S. Mark, Orchard Park, has received, besides $1,000 
from the congregation towards the building of the Church, valuable gifts of 
chancel furniture from friends in Buffalo and elsewhere; altar, font, lectern, 
prayer-desk, organ, Bible, altar-vases, seats, cushions and furniture for the ves- 
try-room. 


S. Mark’s, Tonawanda, has built and furnished a new chancel 26x 28 feet. 


S. Stephen’s, Olean, has received the gift of chancel stalls and seats from Mr.

L. W. Higgins, a credence from the ‘‘ Sanctuary Chapter,” and many valuable 


additions and improvements to the rectory, ata cost of $1,200. 


The ‘‘Sacristy Chapter” of S. John’s Church, Dunkirk, have provided a cab- 
inet for altar cloths, etc., anda retable and service-books. Mrs. M.L Hinman 
has given an altar-cross and vases. 


The Ladies’ Parish Aid Society of Christ Church, Lockport, aided by a gift 
from the widow of the Hon. Washington Hunt, have nearly freed that parish 
from all indebtedness. 


In the Deanery of Batavia, S. Paul’s Church, Angelica, has received an en- 
dowment of $5,000. 


S. Philip’s, Belmont, has received memorial gifts of service-books, and an 
altar-desk of brass. 


Zion Church, Avon, has contributed towards a building fund for anew church, 
$1,343.90, of which $622.29 was the gift of Mrs. Herbert Wadsworth. 


The Ladies’ Societies of Grace Church, Nunda, have by their industrious and 
persevering work, greatly improved the church and rectory. 


In the Deanery of ROCHESTER, the Missions of All Saints’ and the Ascension 
in that city have been wholly freed from debt, and their property conveyed to 
the Trustees of the Parochial Fund. 


S. Andrew’s Church, Rochester, has erected a very complete and admirably 
appointed Parish House, with special reference to the needs of daily work, a 
full account of which is given in the Diocesan paper, Our Church Work, for 
Aug. 26, 1893. 


S. Luke’s Church, Brockport, has received a legacy of a house and lot valued 
at $1,200 from Mrs. Lucy A. Greenough. 


We record with great pleasure that a layman of the same parish, long known 
for his many good works in the Church, has for twenty-two years past paid the 
annual contribution of membership in the New York Corporation for the Widows 
and Children of Clergymen, for the late Rev. William B. Edson, D. D., 
formerly Rector of that parish. It is an example which might well be 
followed in many other parishes. 


Christ Church, Corning, subscribed on Easter Day last for the building of a 
new church, $32,000, and gave in addition an offering of $5,392 26 in payment 
for the site. 
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In GENEVA, a new Mission, S. Andrew’s, has been founded, and a chapel 
built, by the joint efforts of the two parishes, Trinity and S. Peter’s. 

S. John’s Church, Phelps, has received a memorial gift of a silver paten from 
the daughters of the late John and Lydia M. Walthart of that parish, and several 
gifts of altar furniture from members ofthe parish ; an Easter offering freeing 
it from all indebtedness, and the payment of nearly all the balance on the Stan- 
ley Fund for the support of the Rector.

Essential improvements have been made in the rectory 
at a cost of about $400.

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SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


Another year has gone, and again we bring you a record of the 
work done by our Missionary Society. 

The promises made last fall have been faithfully fulfilled, and our 
Treasurer’s report is most cheering reading. We felt that undertak- 
ing to help Miss Bull in purchasing land for her orphanage in Japan, 
in addition to the other definite objects to which we were pledged, 
was a venture of faith, but the money has all been given, and when, 
late in the season, Miss Emery asked us to provide the Episcopal 
robes for Bishop Graves, the parishes appealed to responded so 
promptly and generously that the $200 needed for that purpose was 
easily procured. Those of us who heard the kind acknowledgment 
which the Bishop made in Lockport were thankful to have had part 
in making the gift. 

Our boxes, as usual, have gone to the north, south, east and west, 
and, as usual, the grateful letters have come in return, telling us how 
helpful the aid has been, and assuring us that except for their coming, 
difficult mission stations could not be held. Think, my friends, 
what a blessed privilege is ours, making it possible to keep the church 
doors open, adding volume to that vast wave of praise and prayer 
that rises like incense through the length and breadth of our land. 

What if sometimes a prompt response to our box does not come, 
or perchance when it reaches us we are not quite pleased with its 
wording? Shall we allow the least thought of discouragement to 
come into our missionary life thereby? Surely not. Let us say, all 
have not the gift of expressing themselves gracefully with their pens. 
There are many excuses that may be made. Are we certain the box 
itself was quite worthy the donors? For, after all, the real reason 
for perpetual encouragement and joy in our missionary interests lies 
always in the fact that it is our Lord’s chosen work; that all we do 
and all we give is an offering to Him, and the sweet assurance that, 
“Inasmuch as we have done it unto the least of these, His brethren, 
we have done it unto Him,” is the exceeding great reward of all our 
efforts. 
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The usual meetings have been held during the year. In January 
we assembled in Canandaigua, where it was our privilege to have Dr. 
Langford, the Secretary of the Board of Missions, with us. 

In June Bishop Graves was the inspiration of our Lockport meet- 
ing, giving us most interesting accounts of the work open to our 
missionaries in his vast jurisdiction of China. 

In Buffalo and Rochester, joint meetings of the city parishes have 
been held, calling forth valuable papers upon missionary subjects, 
beside additional boxes. We are too apt to forget that our 
duty as a missionary society is by no means discharged when we 
have given our money and sent our boxes to the workers. That duty 
still means that we are to know who these workers are, what they are 
doing, as well as find out and meet their needs. One great reason 
why no more money is given is that our women know too little what 
is being done. Allow me to express what I mean by a quotation 
from an admirable paper read at a late sectional meeting: ‘‘When 
the missionary society of one of our W. N.Y. parishes packed its last 
box, it was found that a sum of money remained in the treasury, and 
the question arose, should it! be kept to begin the next year’s work, 
or should it be given to some missionary object, The members of 
the society then found, although they had a general knowledge that 
Special objects awaited their contributions in the missionary field, 
they had only the most vague idea as to what those objects were, for 
whom, when and how the money was to be given.” 

This condition of things too often obtains, we fear, among the offi- 
cers and members of our societies, and even if, perchance, they know 
we send money to Hoffman Hall, the Jane Bohlen School, S. Eliza- 
beth’s School, how many could tell the location of these excellent 
institutions, or have the least idea what they are trying to accom- 
plish? The joint meetings we have spoken of can do much in the 
way of improvement. There is surely valuable talent in our mission- 
ary society that might be utilized. It is too bad to allow our friends 
of the Emerson and Browning clubs to absorb it all. Missionary lines 
of study can be made interesting—nay, thrilling ; the past, the pres- 
ent, and the future are ours; the past, with its record of missionary 
heroes, who suffered and died that the doors might be opened ; the 
present, with its noble army of men and women, striving to take 
advantage of those doors that are swinging wide to this generation ; 
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and the tremendous possibilities with which the future is filled, if we 
can but awake to our opportunities. Surely much could be said of 
all this that need not be tame in the reading. 

Too often we bring to you a sad record of loss—some dear face is 
missing ; resolutions of respect and condolence must be prepared. 
This year we have to thank God that no bereavement has fallen upon 
our society, and as we beg our Heavenly Father to give us resigna- 
tion when we are called to mourn, so let us ask Him to make us truly 
thankful in that He has spared us all, and pray that the lives so: mer- 
cifully preserved may be more than ever consecrated to His service. 

Miss Emery desires us, as a diocese, to take part for the next two 
years in the “united offering,’ which means a general effort through- 
out the Auxiliary to secure $65,000 for the endowment of a Western 
Bishopric, and is to be presented as the gift of the Society at the next 
general convention in 1895. Mite boxes are provided, some of which 
have been already taken in the Diocese. We shall be glad to see that 
any who ask for them are supplied,and we earnestly hope that West- 
ern New York may be worthily represented in the “united offering,” 
as we have heretofore been in the “ Enrollment Fund.”

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Peon Or JUNIOR AUXILIARY, FOR. 1893. 
(IN PART.) 


The Junior Auxiliary in Western New York is under the charge of a 
committee of four ladies, with a chairman, representing the different 
sections of the diocese. This committee is appointed each year by the 
officers of the Woman’s Auxiliary. We have fifty societies, and 
forty-one have reported boxes or packages sent this past year. The 
value of this work is $861.18. $396.30 has been given in money. 
Three scholarships have been supported as joint work of the Diocesan 
Society : “ The Sybil Carter” scholarship of $40 in Wuchang, China; 
the “Jaeger” of $60, and an Indian girl in White Earth Lace School, 
Minnesota, $25. $142 has been sent direct to the work, and so only 
reported, and $129 given by ‘‘ The Babies’ Branch” outside the schol- 
arships. $25 has been used by the Junior Auxiliary for its expenses, 
freight, printing, postage. There has been a great interest excited 
this year in the collection of postage stamps in the diocese. Thou- 
sands have been sent to Mrs. Wm. Bird, of Buffalo, for which she 
received $22.40, and Mrs. Washburn, of Rochester, has sold 40,000 
for $16, ) 

The Junior Auxiliary report would not be complete unless ‘“ The 
Babies’ Branch,” these “‘ Little Helpers,” were included, although their 
report is given the Woman’s Auxiliary at the sectional meeting in 
June. There are now seven dioceses that have our “ Babies’ Branch,”’ 
that was started in January, 1891. The jurisdictions of North Dakota 
and Spokane have also the work started in memory of ‘the little 
missionary of Western New York.” We have in this diocese 260 of 
them. $155.59 was given by them this past year. They are support- 
ing a scholarship of their own in S. John’s Orphanage, Osaka, Japan, 
and it is called ‘‘The Little Helpers’” scholarship. For this they 
give $15; $26 the Juniors received from them to help in their three 
scholarships; $16 for Infirm Clergy Fund; $5 for Round Robin Pub- 
lishing Company, Conn., and the rest was divided between the three 
fields. Their first gift of five cents for the next year, which is not 
put in the box, but sent to the head of the Branch, will be for the 
Missionary Episcopate, as it is to be the work of the Woman’s Auxil- 


iary for the United Offering.

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If each member of the Missionary Society—that means every one 
who has been baptized—did their part, how easily the amount would 
be raised. The united offerings of God’s children for His Kingdom 
are going to bind us all together by chords of love and sympathy 
which cannot be broken, for they strengthen our love for our King 
and for each other as we offer up our daily sacrifice of praise and 
thanksgiving, giving ourselves for His service. 


“THE SPECIAL FUND 


In 1883 a fund was established in the “Western New York Branch 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary,” called ‘‘ The Special Fund,” to be raised 
by voluntary offerings of one dollar a year, or more, or less, from 
every Churchwoman in the Diocese, to meet the appeals of the Gen- 
eral Secretary, or other appeals, as for the support of missionary 
teachers, hospitals, etc.; that these offerings should be over and 
above regular contributions to missions, or to the necessary money 
for sending boxes from parishes, but those giving regularly to special 
appeals are asked to devote a percentage of such offerings to this 
fund. 


The money may be sent to Mrs. D. S. Chamberlain, Lyons, N. Y., 
Treasurer of the Diocesan Branch, or forwarded to her by the Treas- 
urers of parish societies designated for “The Special Fund.” The 
amount of this fund to be announced at each annual meeting and 
appropriated by a vote of the delegates to such objects as the officers 
of the Society, after consultation, shall suggest. 


Should any one be willing to make an offering to this fund at any 
time, it would be gratefully received and be of much assistance to 
the officers. Offerings this year are: Rochester, S. Luke’s Church, 
Mrs. Robert Mathews, $2.00; Trinity Church, $3.86 ; Olean, S. 
Stephen’s Church, $5.00; in all $10.86, which sum, with surplus in 
treasury, in all $75, was voted to Mrs. Brierly, for her work in Cape 
Palmas, Africa.

95. The Rev. WILLIAM Bostwick Epson, D. D., youngest son of Dr. Willis 
and Sally (Noble) Edson ot Unadilla, N. Y., was born at that place, April 7, 
1824; educated at Oxford Academy and Harvard University, where he was grad- 
uated B. A., in 1848, and M. A. in 1859; S. T. D., Hobart, 1887; General Theo- 
logical Seminary, 1854; ordained Deacon, by Bishop Wainwright, in Trinity 
Church, New York, July 2, 1854, and Priest, by Bishop De Lancey, in S. John’s 
Church, Dunkirk, Sept. 14, 1855; received into the Diocese of Western New 
York, Dec. 7, 1854; Rector of S. John’s Church, Dunkirk, Oct. 29, 1854, to 
Dec. 9, 1860; of S. Luke’s Church, Brockport, Dec. 9, 1860, to Aug. 8, 1866; of 
S. John’s Church, Phelps, and the Mission at Clifton Springs, afterwards S. 
John’s Church, from Oct. 7, 1866, to 1886, in which year he resigned Clifton 
and became resident at Phelps, on his appointment as Professor of Sacred Lan- 
guages in the De Lancey Divinity School at Geneva, which office. together with 
the Rectorship of S. John’s Church, Phelps, he held till his decease, at Phelps, 
Dec. 6, 1892. He was also in charge, as Missionary, of S. Paul’s Mission, 
South Phelps, commonly known as ‘‘ the North Mission,” from April, 1883, to 
1890, rendering faithful and laborious service in all these places for many years 
of feeble and failing health and great suffering. It has been truly said of him 
that as ‘‘a man of eminent purity and simplicity of character, a devoted and 
loyal Churchman, a thorough gentleman, and a humble and faithful Missionary 
Priest, his memory will ever be precious in the Diocese of Western New York.” 

Dr. Edson was also a scholar of no ordinary attainments beyond the sphere 
of his work asa Professor. He was elected in 1885 a member of the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science. He married, Jan. 30, 1859, Isabella 
Turnbull Maule, who survives him, with two sons and two daughters. He was 
buried at Phelps. 


96. The Rev. ORAN REED Howarp, D. D., youngest son of Joseph 
Howard, an early Methodist Minister, and Delana (Reed), was born at 
Franklin, N. Y., May 24, 1810; educated at Tolland Academy, Conn.; 
graduated B. A., Yale College, 1835, M. A. 1839, S. T. D., Hobart, 
1868; Principal of Milford Academy 1835-7, and of Fairfield Academy, N. Y.. 
1840-43; in 1838, admitted to the Methodist Ministry, in which he laboured 
at Boston and Watertown, Mass., as Missionary in Central America, as editor 
of the Christian Advocate, at Durham, Conn, at Lyons, N. Y., and in 1847 at 
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Geneva; admitted a Candidate for Holy Orders in the Diocese of Western New 
York, Sept., 1848, and ordained Deacon by Bishop De Lancey, in Grace Church, 
Lyons, April 29, 1849, and Priest, by the same, in Trinity Church, Geneva, July 
7, 1850. Declining a call to Galena, IIl., his first charge was that of S. Peter’s 
Church, Dansville, W. N. Y., as Deacon from Aug. I, 1849, and Priest from 
1850 to April 12, 1857, when he became Rector of S. Thomas’ Church, Bath. 
This Parish he served for more than twenty-five years with great faithfulness 
and success, and on his resignation, Dec. 31, 1882, was unanimously elected its 
‘Rector Emeritus with a retiring salary, holding this office to his decease at Bath, 
March 2, 1893. His whole Ministry in the Church, of forty-four years, was 
spent in the Diocese of Western New York. The present costly and beautiful 
Parish Church at Bath was erected during his Rectorship and largely by his 
earnest efforts, and is itself his memorial. After his resignation he served for 
some time in 1884-5 as Chaplain of the Church Charity Foundation, Buffalo, 
and later was engaged in missionary and parochial work as opportunity offered, 
until within a short time before his decease. He was Deputy to the General 
Conventions of 1871 and 1877 from Western New York, and Dean of the Con- 
vocation of Rochester in 1880-81. He married, first, April 18, 1840, Susan 
Wheeler Knight, of New York, who died at Fairfield, N. Y., Aug. 8, 1843 ; 
and second, at Fairfield, July 31, 1845, Emily Millington, daughter of Nathan 
and Amity (Smith) Millington, born at Russia, N. Y., Oct. 2, 1822, who died 
twelve days before him, Feb. 18, 1893, aet. 70, and is buried with her husband 
at Bath. A son and three daughters (two of the daughters by the first marriage) 
survive them.

My Reverend Brethren, beloved in the Lord, and Dear Brethren 
of the Laity : 


At a noteworthy epoch in the history of this continent, I 
am not less impressed (to speak moderately) than I have been 
heretofore with my duty to open your sessions, by some 
reflections on the times in which God has called us to live 
and labour; and on the land in which He has made it 
our lot to live as good Christians, striving to promote the 
public welfare. We are celebrating a commemorative year, 
with vast expense and marvellous festivities ; with a move- 
ment of millions to and fro; and with an Exhibition of the 
Arts, refined as well as industrial, provided with a novel 
city to hold it, the wonder of the world for the moment, 
and which is doomed in a moment to disappear. The fable 
of Aladdin’s lamp has been realized, almost, on the shores 
of Lake Michigan, and among the most practical and pro- 
saic of populations. But what is our moral estate at such a 
period? I cite the answer of a public journalist; a state- 
ment which few of our journals would venture to publish; 
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but which all intelligent and honest men are daily whisper- 
ing in their homes, and places of social concourse. You 
will recognize it as true, and I shall enlarge upon it some- 
what at length and very seriously : | 


“The nation is enjoying its ‘Columbian Year.’ The 
creat heart is sound; the extremities are diseased and weak. 
At the top, as man judges, are the over-rich, presumptuous 
towards God and man on account of their riches, who may 
attend a Christian service on Sunday morning, but who make 
the afternoon and evening a holiday. They drive in the 
park on the Lord’s day, or on some highway, for pleasure; 
return to a dinner party, to be followed by cards or a 
musicale, or recitations, readings, and so on, which serve as 
a substitute for a theatrical performance. Some go to the 
casino or theatre, or attend a so-called sacred concert. 
These practices have been learned during frequent visits to 
continental Europe, and are importations worthless and dan- 
gerous. But on the other side is the multitude caught in 
the drag-nets of European steamship companies, and trans- 
ported to the United States. Lured hither by falsehood, 
they come to live by plundering better men, to live by fo- 
menting disorder among workingmen, by obtaining control 
of the public treasuries. They also make the Lord’s day a 
holiday. What religion they have is a superstition. Thou- 
sands of them are godless, despise and deride the God of 
the Bible, hate the Christian Church, and, except from neces- 
sity, obey no law, human or divine. ~ 

“Both of these extremes threaten the life of the Repub- 
lic. Neither cares much for the religion or morality which 
are of vital and essential importance in the commonwealth. 
Both are ignorant of the principles on which constitutional 
freedom rests. The fof stays away trom the polls on elec- 
tion day, because it is not agreeable or entertaining to vote; 
the dottom, to a man, on such days, votes for whoever fa- 
vours political jobs likely to yield large spoils, ready to le 
and cheat and use the worst means most unscrupulously to 
carry their ends. These are festers, cancers, eating into the 
domestic, social and political life of the nation. Freedom 
owes nothing to these extremes. The /of is indifferent, the 
bottom is gratified when a despotism is established, because 
then it has its way. The nation has never before been so 
seriously threatened as it is to-day, through these importa- 
tions of European customs and the dregs of European 
peoples.” 
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These are significant words from such a quarter. Every 
day and every hour are accumulating the horrors that 
threaten our country from the foreign invasion. This year, 
indeed, has seenatide of return. But what does this prove? 
Only that aliens, at heart, have prospered here; have voted 
as Americans at the polls, and now desert us to end their | 
days where they belong. No people can stand an immigra- 
tion of ignorance and criminal pauperism, such as is daily 
added to our population; such as every year invests with 
citizenship, and makes the practical arbiter of our destinies. 
As a lover of the human race, our blood-bought brethren, 
dear to Christ and to our Heavenly Father, I do not oppose. 
I earnestly sustain the admission of honest, industrious and 
sober aliens, provided they can read and write their vernac- 
ular tongue, to all the privileges of our citizenship, save 
only that of voting. [don’t care who it is; nobody should 
be admitted to full citizenship till he can read and write the 
English language, and can stand a common school examina- 
tion in American history and the constitutions and laws of 
the nation and of the State in which he resides. The politi- 
cal control over taxation and legislation now exercised by 
aliens who cannot speak our language, who know nothing 
of American institutions, and have no sentiment in common 
with us, who are “ to the manner born” and bred, is simply 
intolerable. Any political fiend who can secure these votes 
—bought and sold in the market to the highest bidder—is 
enabled to defeat the intelligent sons of the soil, and the 
worthy class of our naturalized citizens as well, in their 
most sacred rights and interests. The children of American 
mothers, whose votes at twelve years of age would be far 
more intelligent than those of such immigrants can ever be, 
are virtually disfranchised in favour of these pestilent inva- 
ders. The native American must wait twenty-one years 
before he is qualified to vote; but unhappy outcasts of Eu- 
ropean prisons, and the sweepings of foreign streets, are in- 
vested almost as soon as they touch our ports with the 
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power of turning a national election in favour of profligate 
wretches, who address them in the only language they can 
be made to understand, that of shameless traffic and bribery 
for their venal votes. I have two reasons for speaking to 
you in this manner and on this subject; first, because 
the morality of the people, and the sanctity of oaths, on 
which all the safety of our popular institutions must repose, 
are perishing before your eyes; and secondly, because nobody 
is statesman enough to awaken you, in other ways, to the 
duty of the hour. Ceaseless are the harangues we hear 
about custom-house duties and standards of market valua- 
tion; but who tells you that the fundamental interest of the 
whole nation, the first and foremost issue, compared with 
which all others are secondary, is that of our rotten politi- 
cal combinations and processes, and the daily influx of ele- 
ments which make them worse and worse? This invasion 
must be stopped, or we are lost. Our large cities are already 
captured as wellasoccupied. Inan incredibly short period, 
the American, in the home of his fathers, will find himself 
‘‘a stranger ina strange land.” Such is my homily; now 
shal] be heard my text. Hear the word of the Lord by 
the Prophet Isaiah: ‘“‘ Your land, strangers devour it in 
your presence; it is overthrown by strangers.” 

When Holy Scripture supplies me with sucha text, lam not 
ashamed to preach on it. [| have, indeed, put the text last, 
but only to supply the thread of my remarks after the de- 
vice of an American inventor who found out a secret of 
great utility by putting the eye at “the wrong end of the 
needle.”’ I speak as the successor of that illustrious line of 
Anglican Bishops, who fora thousand years have been fore- . 
most in framing the great system of law and hberty con- 
joint, which is the inheritance of the Anglo-Saxon; and | 
present these views to the Clergy and Laity here assembled 
in our Diocesan Council, because they lend new force to 
the appeals I have so often made. You are not here merely 
to examine accounts and to attend to the local interests of 
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your parishes; you have met to listen to the exhortations of 
your Bishop, and discuss your sacred concerns as Catholic 
Christians. These are matters largely connected with your 
affairs as citizens, and intertwined with questions such as 
those of the common schools, and of the public morals, and 
of all matters which imperil them. This Church and its 
members are in duty bound to be the mainstay of these in- 
terests, and the preservation of their purity. Referring you 
to what I have said heretofore on these subjects, I must 
now exhort you to make the schools the object of your con- 
stant inspection in your respective places of abode. Let 
no political relations or party views obscure the principle 
in your minds, that party politics should be separated from 
school questions and the selection of instructors, as abso- 
lutely-as the Church should be separated from the State in 
this Republic. Demand everywhere the best teachers that 
can be had, and resist any party organization that uses such 
appointments for partisan rewards and to enlist forces in 
the canvass for votes. l exhort you also to learn from your 
children, (whether they attend the public schools or are 
taught elsewhere,) what sort of company they are forced to 
meet in their classes, and whether profane or immodest con- 
duct is suppressed or banished by salutary discipline. The 
Clergy should be leaders of social thought in these all-im- 
portant inquiries. A tender and conscientious child, reared 
by the holy and sanctifying Catechism of the Church, may 
learn in a few hours, in the enforced society of bad boys 
and girls, what may corrupt the whole course of their lives. 
The Church is “the salt of the earth,’ and to “lose our 
savour’”’ is to forfeit the respect of men and the favour of 
the Master. How can we excuse ourselves, then, if every- 
where our people are inactive and unconcerned for the 
purity of the schools and the welfare of their native land? 

Observe, again, that as Churchmen were foremost in fram- 
ing our National Constitution, so we must comprehend and 
sustain it. Ina recent instance, the English Bishops were, 
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perhaps, as well entitled to vote upon the true interests of 
the people, as the beggarly majority of less than forty, which, 
in the popular House, had been drilled to vote with their 
party upon a bill that satisfies nobody, and which, if it 
should pass into a law, would breed a revolution alike fatal 
to Ireland and England, and from which the decadence of 
the En:pire must inevitably date. 

Shall the grandest of national constitutions be changed by 
a vote like this? Itis due to that Right Reverend Bench 
in the British Senate, among whom | have beloved personal 
friends, to say that, for learning and wisdom, and for knowl- 
edge of constitutional history, they are, as a class, the most 
competent legislators that now adorn any Parliament, or 
Congress, in the world. They are successors of “the Seven 
Bishops” to whom we all owe the deliverance of 1688. 
Their recent votes only signify their belief that the people 
must once more be consulted for ‘‘sober second thought.” 
Reflect that no important change can be made in any of our 
Church’s organic laws, till, having passed the two houses of 
our Great Synod, it has been sent back to the entire people, 
Clergy and Laity, for three years of reflection, and then be- 
fore it becomes law it must pass again through the two 
houses. The value of a Senate, less controlled by momentary 
heats than the Lower House, is asserted in our own Civil 
Constitution, and it will be found that in this case, as in 
others, a house of reviewal is essential to good legislation. 

And this brings me to a point alike practical and encour- 
aging. , 

In the framing of the American Constitution, it seems to 
have been understood that the English language is the lan- 
guage of the American people, and that Christianity is their 
religion. Already we hear, in some of our States, that the 
German language has equal claims in speech, and that Mo- 
hammedanism and Buddhism are not less entitled to equal- 
ity in Theology. But while it is true that the Constitution 
determines nothing for or against dogmatic Theology, it

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settles the whole matter in the most emphatic form by the 
force of what it assumes. Christian morals and civilization 
are the base of our laws, and the English tongue is the lan- 
cuage of legislation and of our national intercourse. 

When, a few years ago, I confronted the political heresies 
to which I refer, on their first appearance in the See City 
of this Diocese, I was surprised to find a few of the pro- 
fessedly religious journals of the country somewhat skepti- 
cal as to my conclusions, if not deciding against them. It 
is very gratifying that in this ‘‘Columbian Year,” as it is 
the whim of the moment to call it, the Supreme Court has, 
with a truly dignified assertion of tacts, settled the matter, 
(it was never a question,) and defined the truth in its legal 
aspects, just as Chancellor Kent, seventy years ago, laid 
down the law for the State of New York. It is gratitying 
to me that this decision rests on the uniform consent of the 
nation, and the same rulings of courts which I had cited 
and urged from the position of a theologian; but I find for 
practical purposes that the modest claim which I ventured 
to make from the stand-point of a Churchman, is less unac- 
ceptable to our Jewish fellow-citizens than the language of 
-Kent or Webster, or of the courts, which reflect the maxims 
of our Anglo-Saxon forefathers, affirming that “ Christianity 
is the law of the land.” If this proposition can be main- 
tained by jurists, I have no objection ; but I have only gone 
so far as to affirm that Christian civilization is the corner- 
stone of our Constitution and laws, just as really as the 
English language is the base of our social. and educational 
commerce. 3 

Another great matter which illustrates this principle, and 
largely depends upon it, has been confirmed during this year 
by the legislation of Congress, and in good degree by the 
popular verdict. I refer to the civil character of Sunday asa 
national institution, which was recognized by the terms in 
which Congress voted an appropriation to the ‘ Fair” 
at;Chicago., | This year, . theretore, -im so iar, amankesan 
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epoch of augmented national strength. As a Christian 
Bishop, I congratulate you, my brethren, that amid multi- 
plied occasions for alarm and anxiety as to the future of our 
country, so much has been secured. [ cannot open your 
sessions in this Council by a more important preface than 
that of exhorting you, as citizens, and as members of the 
historic Church of the nation, to ratify these decisions in 
your hearts and lives, and by all your personal influence. 
We are a Christian nation, and a Christian people, in an im- 
portant sense; while it is true that in another-sense we are 
not such—that is, in the ecclesiastical and dogmatic sense; 
in still another, and, alas! in the strict sense of the Scrip- 
tures and of the requirements of Christ. All were not 
Israel who belonged to the Hebrew Church; to be “an Is- 
raelite indeed ”’ required the heart and life of a Nathanael. 
In that searching and all-important view of the subject, we 
are far from being a Christian nation. It is something, at 
least, if we are not Turks and infidels. 

And I profoundly feel that the views I have thus enforced 
are all-important to the convictions of a National Church, 
whose Public Worship is full of supplications for the Nation 
and its Rulers, and which has recently restored that most 
significant supplication, ““O Lord, save the State.” 

Coming now to our immediate business, I present a statis- 
tical view in the following tabular form:

You observe that in my visitations I have derived large 
assistance from my endeared friend and brother the Bishop 
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of North Dakota, and that others of my Right Reverend 
brethren have helped me in exceptional instances. The 
young Missionary Bishop of Shanghaiis not only a son of this 
Diocese ; he is an alumnus of Hobart College. I welcomed 
him, at its late Commencement, and asked him how he would 
like to begin his work among us. As he had never, at that 
time, officiated in any Episcopal act, his eyes glistened with 
emotion, when I’asked him to supply my place in the parish 
of one of his contemporaries in the College, the Rector of 
Addison. On the following Sunday he also confirmed a 
very large class in S. Andrew’s, Rochester. Subsequently, 
I visited Addison, and confirmed aremainder. Ina passing 
visit to Corning, Bishop Leonard, of Utah, confirmed a 
class by my invitation, at the Rector’s request; and Bishop 
Morris kindly gave me his aid by confirming an invalid in 
Rochester. 

But largely indeed have I again been indebted to the 
Bishop of North Dakota. He took charge of my work in 
Buffalo and the western part of the Diocese during Lent, 
enabling me to devote more time than usual to Rochester 
and its vicinity. He confirmed, as above stated, 367 souls; 
and I am only sorry that I cannot hope to get his help for 
the coming Diocesan year, as he has telt it a duty to give 
aid, in turn, to my valued friend, the faithful Bishop of Longe 
Island, who has many claims on his affectionate regard. 
Again has my endeared and true yoke-fellow declined to 
accept more than the slight provision for his expenses, which 
he could not refuse. But I pressed him in vain toaccept at 
least five hundred dollars, in view of his sore affliction by 
the conflagration which has recently consumed, with many 
other valuables, his entire library, in which many volumes 
were dear to him by associations. which make their loss ir- 
reparable. | 

I cannot but quote, in this place, what the Bishop has said 
to me on this subject, delighting me as he does by a tribute 
to the Clergy and people of my charge. Ina private letter, 
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which I trust he will forgive me for making partially public, 
he speaks as follows: 

“| have had exquisite pleasure in trying to aid you. The 
strong life of your Diocese, the able men who constitute 
the corps of its Clergy, the hearty Anglican tone of their 
churchmanship, everywhere, have given me inspiration and 
strength for my work here, each season, on my return from 
Western New York. That has been compensation enough, 
independent of the fact that my field has been generously 
helped by many parishes in your Diocese, and [| have been 
able to increase largely the interest and the contributions 
for mission work in this jurisdiction. [am greatly touched 
by the liberal offers of compensation you have made, but 
feel that it would be out of proportion to the service I have 
rendered. As a Missionary Bishop, I receive a sufficient 
salary, and I cannot accept money coming in such a way. 
At all events, this is a feeling I cannot dismiss.” 

Of the Reverend Clergy whose names were on my list 
last year, two of the most honoured have been withdrawn 
by death. 

The Rev. Oran Reed Howard, D. D., was ordained in this 
Diocese in 1849, and here his whole official life has been 
passed in the service of souls. His is a most honourable 
record of devoted labours, and highly successful ministry, 
in Dansville, in Bath, and, in declining years, at the Church 
Home in Buffalo. The parish of Bath enjoyed his pastoral 
care during the best years of his life; and the prosperity 
and large increase of the same under his faithful charge is 
indicated, by a splendid monument, in the costly and 
beautiful fabric of S. Thomas’ Church, which was erected 
soon after I came into the Diocese, and which is unsur- 
passed among our village churches for its spacious interior 
and its architectural beauty. The liberality of the people 
is indeed represented in such an offering to the Lord, and 
the large contributions of individuals will never be forgot- 
ten, stimulated as they were by the pious zeal of the late 
Mrs. Cook, and the example of the wealthy families whom 
she had trained to good works, as a mother in Israel. But 
it is not less true, that had they been moved to the effort by 
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a Pastor less godly and diligent, and therefore less rever- 
enced and beloved, this splendid result could not have been 
achieved. Dr. Howard was a graduate of Yale College, a 
well educated man, and endowed with a charm of voice 
and dignity of person, which commanded universal respect. 
His sermons and pastoral exhortations often rose to elo- 
quence, and were dictated by a heart that ever glowed with 
love to man, and with that fervent devotion to the Redeem- 
er, without which all other accomplishments of the Chris- 
tian minister are but vanity. His absence from our Councils 
will be tenderly felt by his brethren, among whom, for more 
than forty years, he has occupied a commanding eminence. 

Hardly inferior to him in length of service was the Rev. 
William Bostwick Edson, D. D. Their names stand near 
together in our official record of canonical residence. Dr. 
Edson was a graduate of Harvard, and was received into 
this Diocese in 1854. Nearly ten years later, I found him 
exercising a faithful ministry as Rector of S. Luke’s Church, 
Brockport. At my suggestion, he took charge of a less 
eligible position, soon after, the Mission at Clifton Springs, 
whose growing importance he fully recognized. The first 
church in this village was erected under his charge, and he 
lived to see it succeeded by another and more durable fab- 
ric, second only to that of which I have just spoken, and 
like that, largely due to the liberal offerings of a wealthy 
parishioner. Dr. Edson again accepted an honourable task 
at my instance, and became Professor of Sacred Languages . 
in the De Lancey Divinity School, with the rectorship of 
S. John’s Church, Phelps. He was a well learned man, and 
eminently a godly and amiable character, and a zealous and 
successful preacher of Christ’s Gospel. The large num- 
ber of his Reverend brethren who attended his funeral 
attested their fraternal love. 

Both of these good men and true, having finished their 
course in faith, do now rest from their labours, and their 
works do follow them. For us who toil on in the field from 
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which the Lord of the Harvest has rémoved them, it is a 
serious inquiry suggested by their holy examples—how far 
is 1t true that we are copying such models of unswerving 
fidelity to Christ and His Church, so preparing for the final 
test of good and faithful stewardship? Shall we enable 
others to say of us, respectively—my soul be with his, when 
I also am called to my account ? 

Of deceased Lay-members of the Diocese, who merit an 
affectionate tribute from their Bishop—alas! painfully numer- 
ous during the last twelvemonth,—my list is so imperfect, 
that I will not venture to introduce it here, lest some sad 
omissions should be observed by myself and others when 
too late. This has occurred several times heretofore, to my 
great regret; unavoidably, of course, amid the multiplied 
distractions to which | am subjected while collecting details 
for my address. I hope to present this record at another 
time. : 

Some natural disappointment will be felt by all the mem- 
bers of the Council, when you hear the report of what has 
resulted from our recent efforts to provide for the future so 
as to further the development and more efficient progress 
of the Diocese. My Right Reverend brother of Central 
New York gave a generous tribute to the communication 
addressed to him and his Diocese by myself and your able 
committee. You are already aware, however, that our over- 
tures failed to commend themselves as practically adapted 
to the condition and expectations of our sister Diocese. 
Our proposals were so modestly offered, and were left so 
unreservedly to the better judgment of brethren endeared 
tous by former relations as well as by their record of de- 
voted churchmanship and fidelity to Christ, that we cannot 
doubt their wisdom in deciding as they did, with brotherly 
consideration and respectful salutations. Our projected 
efforts for fortifying our Diocese, and preparing for the 
future erection of the See of Rochester, have therefore not 
been realized on any of the suggested schemes. 
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I proceeded in due time, to the filling up of the two commit- 
teesto which you assigned the duty of augmenting our fixed 
endowment of the Episcopate; and had partially prevailed, 
by my entreaties, in securing the able services of one of our 
Clergy for a canvass of the parishes. But difficulties which 
had already been felt, and which had demanded delays, be- 
came ten times more serious. The national calamity of 
epidemic distress in all monetary affairs which has marked 
the year thus far, was so seriously felt in Western New York, 
that the wisest counsellors whom I consulted in the dilemma 
were unanimous in the opinion that it would be better to 
postpone than to encounter an ignominious failure, which 
they foresaw as inevitable should the experiment be injudi- 
ciously made. As yet, | have found no complaint from 
anybody otherwise minded. You see, then, just where we 
stand ; after so much discussion and anxiety upon this very 
practical matter, we are just as we were. 

It has always been my conviction that an appeal to the 
Diocese at large is not the form of relief to which prudence 
and justice invite us. Many of our parishes are struggling 
missions; many others, though self-sustained, and nobly in- 
creasing in their efforts to improve and to enlarge their 
means of usefulness, are yet made up of efficient members, 
who represent industry and enterprise, indeed, but not ac- 
cumulated capital in any considerable degree. If such par- 
ishes could raise, by general subscription, a sum sufficient to 
yield as annual interest what they now raise by annual col- 
lections, it would be even more than can be expected of 
them. The larger and older parishes, in our cities, would 
necessarily be called to accept the responsibility of doing 
almost everything that is requisite for the establishment of 
an Episcopate Fund worthy of the Diocese, and which ought 
to be created zow, because without it, the election of a fu- 
ture Bishop would be discreditable to all concerned. He 
could not be decently invited to accept the pastoral care of 
such a Diocese, nor even the place of a Coadjutor, under 
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the present conditions. And here I| beg to say, that as toa 
Coadjutor Bishop, my offer of last year, as it stands record- 
ed in your Journal, is still in force, and it is competent for 
any member of this Council to bring it upafresh. Yet you 
are as able to judge as | am whether the condition prece- 
dent of such a movement is not the decent provision of a 
fund for his support; or, as I prefer to put it, for the self- 
respecting character of the Diocese itself. 

The case is not now as it was thirty years ago. The 
wealth with which God has entrusted many members and 
communicants of the Church in this Diocese,—to say noth- 
ing of others whose wives and children are deriving from it 
unspeakable blessings, in which I trust they may yet be led 
to crave a personal share,—is now reckoned by millions. It 
may be pardonable, just here,if I refresh your thoughts and 
feelings by a retrospect which ought to make us grateful. 

When, nearly thirty years ago, I was called to the posi- 
tion of a Bishop Coadjutor, though it would ill become me 
to say whether or not | was called to make considerable 
sacrifice in exchanging my parochial position for the greater 
work and dignity of the Episcopate, clogged by the ac- 
knowledged awkwardness of a subordinate position,—I may 
yet confess, with truth, that having always supposed noth- 
ing could persuade me to place myself in such circum- 
stances, | decided upon my duty with great searchings of 
heart. Perhaps my reverence for such a Father in Christ 
as Bishop De Lancey, and my profound sympathy for the 
premature failure of his splendid abilities, (the result of his 
untiring labours to create a new Diocese in a region neither 
wealthy, nor provided with more than a dozen self-sustaining 
parishes,) led me to yield to the admonition of my theo- 
logical master, the Bishop of Maryland, who said to 
me, ‘If such an election was not a call from God, | am 
at a loss to know what evidence can be relied upon 
as more decisive.’ When Bishop De Lancey wrote 
to me that he feared it would kill him to pass through 
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the excitement of another canvass, I felt that the privi- 
lege of becoming the helper of so true a successor of 
the Apostles had been clearly made my duty. All the 
more solemn and imperative was it rendered by the tact 
that it involved self-denial, and a lesson of humility ; nay, 
even of self-abasement, as well as faith in God. I can truly 
say that the Diocese received me most graciously; and, 
without a hint of any discontent on my part, or even a 
thought of such a thing, my income was raised to a sufh- 
ciency at the very first Diocesan Council over which I was 
called to preside, It wasa gratifying surprise. And when, 
in the following year, the affairs of Hobart College were 
found to be such as to threaten its extinction, I was forced 
to divert your attention from a proposed attempt to raise 
seventy-five thousand dollars for the improvement of the 
Episcopate Fund, preferring to ask for a like sum to the 
rescue.ot the College, your response to my appeal was im- 
mediate and most generous. Even at the crisis of a division 
of the Diocese, and a consequent reduction of the fund by 
one-half, you raised far more than your share for the Col- 
lege, and saved it for the Church. Look at it now! In all 
respects, so far as an undergraduate course is concerned, it 
has no superior in this country. Dr. Potter deserves great 
credit. Its character as a classical school is far above that 
of the larger colleges, where, for the first two years of the 
course, mere tutors preside over the tuition. 

Observe then what you cou/d do, and did so nobly per- 
form, at such a period of comparative feebleness, and at 
such a critical moment of your history. Does anybody 
imagine that a similar effort need be a failure now? Is it 
well, is it wise to hesitate now about the immediate duty of 
raising one hundred thousand dollars for the Episcopate 
Fund? Can anyone suggest that it seems too much to ask 
or to anticipate? Look at the facts. According to that 
rule of periodical crisis which has been prevalent for a cen- 
tury, no worse year than this, now drawing to its close, can 
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be soon expected. But reflect on what has been done this 
very year; on what is now doing, and with increasing vigour, 
and with blessed results. Surely we ought to thank God, 
take courage, and gird up our loins for a splendid success, 
in the months immediately before us, provided God spares 
our lives. Why not make a beginning at once, and here on 
this spot? I subscribe one thousand dollars, myself, pay- 
able in two years, interest to begin at once, conditioned only 
on God’s sparing mercy. If I live, the pledge shall be re- 
deemed. Are there not two hundred men in my Diocese, as 
poor as | am, who, if you accept the challenge, can make a 
like pledge for half that sum? It is unjust to address such 
an appeal to our wealthiest men only. They will be glad 
to do more, when they see us poor toilers and wage-earners 
doing as much as we can. Surely they will rejoice to make 
the future Bishop of this Diocese free from worldly neces- 
sities; relieved from the apparent state of mendicancy in 
which annual assessments and collections place a Father in 
God; enabled to give liberally to all good works, as an 
example to his flock; and in his household, to provide hos- 
pitalities on a large scale for his reverend brethren, as well 
as to give them convenient access to his library. Our ‘‘ mil- 
lionaires”’ will be encouraged to endow the College, erect 
a See House with a Chapel, and attend to other matters 
which it is the glory and privilege of Christian opulence to 
undertake. Is this not possible? My faith and confidence 
have been inspired by an example worthy of honourable 
mention not merely, but of praiseworthy imitation. In the 
parish of Corning, there are some wealthy and most gen- 
erous men. The parish has always had this character. 
Their beautiful church was greatly improved and adorned, 
but fire came and destroyed its interior. They built it up 
again; and it now stands a strong and comely fabric, which, 
for such a congregation as worships therein, would answer 
foracentury more. But the railway has destroyed it; mer- 
ciless and inexorable as such corporations always are, Di- 
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vine Service is so disturbed by their grinding wheels and 
howling whistles, even on Sundays, that this property is 
reduced to zero for purposes of public worship. Alas! 
brethren, we boast of our ‘“ popular institutions,” but cor- 
porations are becoming (I am grieved to say it) monopolists 
of power and of chartered privileges, of which the labour- 
ing class does not cease to complain. No aristocracy in 
Europe lays half the burdens upon the people which some 
of these monopolists impose upon all classes of their fellow 
citizens. And few find redress in case of personal griev- 
ance. No class-privileges in monarchial countries can com- 
pare with those which are bought of our legislatures, in 
some instances, by the chartered plutocrat, who is not 
ashamed to bribe the politician, palter with juries, and con- 
trol elections. Bereft of a fine church by public wrong, 
what has the parish at Corning done? After choosing a 
new site the Rector said to his flock, only seven days before 
Faster, ‘‘Let us raise five thousand dollars to pay for it, 
offering this to God on His Altar on Easter Day.” It was 
more than done. The Wardens counted it in the vestry- 
room, and reported five thousand three hundred dollars, to 
the grateful surprise of all. ‘ Brethren,” said the Rector, 
“at is well done; but it will require a subscription of thirty 
thousand before we can begin to build; why not put it down 
on paper, here and now.” The proposal took away people's 
breath; but in less than half an hour, responsible names 
were pledged for that amount, payable by instalments in 
two years. Needless to say the wealthy men of the parish 
subscribed with more than princely liberality, for princes 
too often give what costs them nothing, and what they never 
earned. But the charm of it all consists in this, that young 
men, living on the salaries of clerks and bookkeepers, came 
forward with their cheerful offerings, and poor women vied 
with them, resolved upon the self-denials and extraordinary 
efforts by which they too could take part in the work, and 
say with ancient Ornan, “ Neither will I offer to the Lord 
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of that which costs me nothing.” Think what reward it 
means for them, if indeed “the Lord loveth a cheerful 
giver.” Need I say more? God bless Christ Church, Cor- 
ning, and its exemplary Rector, who has not only taught 
his people how to adorn themselves with good works, but, 
in my opinion, has instructed us if we also havea great 
duty to perform, how to doit. I fear the ordinary routine 
of raising a committee to sit over the problem for a whole 
year of profitless incubation, means “ how xo? fo do zt.” 

In this very city, in the case of Christ Church, I may 
instance a recent movement which was decisive to bring 
about what is now doing to make it anew church. It was 
not unlike what happened at Corning. 

Let me mention one other inspiring example. There is a 
Presbyter of my Diocese, whose heroic labours among the 
poor of a whole half the population of our largest city 
have been one continuous example of good work and cor- 
responding self-denial, ever since he began such labours as 
an undergraduate of Hobart College. Not content to found 
city-missions, he has greatly aided me in opening new fields 
in the country. After accepting the worn-out shell of his 
parish church, built of wood, he rebuilded it in solid stone, 
and has gone on founding missions and erecting churches, 
till now I have just opened the fifth in rapid succession. Of 
Number Five he makes only this modest announcement in 
his pastoral bulletin: “The new S. Stephen’s is completed, 
and a very pretty little church it is. The first services will 
be held there on the 17th of September, morning and even- 
ing.” This ‘pretty little church” is built of solid stone, 
and stands for aggressive. work, on a newly opened avenue 
of Buffalo, East side. It isa gem of architectural beauty, 
which we owe to Mr. Archer, who gave his fees for designs, 
and saved them much in purchasing materials. The beloved 
instrument of doing all this, with the aid of an equally de- 
voted wife, who delights to cheer him alike with her patri- 
mony and with her heart and hand, is the Reverend Charles 
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Henry Smith. O how many poor children whom he has 
baptized and catechised, and to whose parents he ministers 
in many ways, will “rise up and call him blessed.” 

True, without liberal helpers among certain laymen, who 
never refuse to respond to the claims of such a worker, all 
this could not have been effected. But does not the exam- 
ple of such laymen speak loudly for their love of Christ, 
and sustain my plea for community of effort? Let such in- 
stances be multiphed, and what cannot be achieved by this 
Diocese? .Let’ me add that our Clergy, as a rule; ane 
doing similar work, in due proportion, with the means af- 
forded them. By your unanimous vote in a recent Council, 
the minimum salary of a Presbyter in this Diocese should be 
one thousand dollars, with a rectory ; and you were agreed 
that any respectable Pastor labouring faithfully for less than 
that should be credited as subscribing so much as the defi- 
ciency might amount to, for the expenses of his parish. 
How many of our Laity give one-tenth of their incomes to 
Him who is “their Strength and their Redeemer.” ? There 
are some who do this out of hard-earned and by no means 
liberal means; but by the standard aforesaid, not a few of 
our Clergy give more than one-fifth of ¢#ezr earnings for the 
privilege of labouring in your service, for the good of the 
State, the saving of souls and the glory of Christ. 

In Rochester, the life-work and self-denying example of 
the Rev. James H. Dennis, correspond in a remarkable de- 
gree with what | have delighted to honour in another. 

During a year of almost unexampled financial distress, 
and one which has called for an extraordinary session of 
Congress to provide relief for the monetary stringency of 
the times, I have nevertheless found most gratifying evi- 
dences of life and activity among the Churchmen of this 
Diocese. The eraof Lay-workand of a godly Laity seems 
to be begun, and while! can sing Nunc Dimittis with a better 
courage than before, | now may hope to live a little longer 
if only to work with them, and see their growing numbers, 
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and their enlarged spirit as true soldiers of Christ. Let me 
make a rapid survey of some noteworthy instances of 1m- 
provement and increase; though it must not be inferred, 
when I talk of fresh fields, that in older parishes, or those 
which have been less obviously moving with exceptional 
efforts, there has been nothing to indicate a healthful ad- 
vance. In Allegany County, there has been quiet progress 
in the parishes of Angelica and Canaseraga; and nothing 
has prevented me from saying as much of Wellsville, save 
their successive disappointments in obtaining the man of 
their choice as Rector. In Cattaraugus, Ellicottville is re- 
viving, with fair prospects of soon being able to unite with 
the Missions at Springville and Little Valley, so as to pro- 
mote their common welfare. In Chautauqua, calamities 
have fallen upon the village of Forestville, but the new 
work at Silver Creek encourages me to believe that the 
long-desired settlement of a clergyman, to bold the two as 
one cure, will not be much longer delayed. At Jamestown, 
where I consecrated, soon after I began my work as a 
Bishop, a dignified church built of wood, you are aware 
that a spacious and costly fabric of stone is now replacing 
it. With Mayville, I hope soon to connect a chapel at 
Chautauqua, for which funds have been raised, and the 
building plans obtained. When I officiated at this place 
last summer, in a tent, though the day was unfavourable, 
sixty persons from all parts of the country, from Canada 
and from Texas, and from east and west, received the Holy 
Communion. It is from these same congregations that the 
funds have been supplied in large proportion, by the aid of 
the Rev. L. W. Batten of Philadelphia, with Professor Ely 
and others, to whom I feel largely indebted. Very plainly, 
we must provide for numerous transient visitors of our own 
Communion, at this favourite place of resort; the rather, 
because they show sucha spirit of providing for themselves. 

In Erie County, before we come to the great city which 
—regarding New York and Brooklyn as practically one,— 
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is the second in the State of New York, and the tenth in 
population, according to the census, we have cheering results 
in the new missions, of which I will speak very soon. The 
church at Lancaster is paid for aad consecrated, and that of 
Tonawanda is now in the hands of builders, who have near- 
ly completed an important addition, designed to be a per- 
manent portion of a much better tabric. In Buffalo, All 
Saints’ Church, reported as vacant last year, received, soon 
after our Council, a Rector under whom improvements have 
been made, and the good work, established by his prede- 
cessor, 1s steadily maintained. The Church of the Good 
Shepherd has become tthe centre of a beautiful village, 
where, but for its erection, the site would have been only 
that of fields and farms, with a scattered population. Among 
such a population it began its operations, undaunted by the 
apparent difficulty of conciliating a rude class, indifferent 
to religion, or even hostile to the Church. The new settlers 
are people of refinement, and though not ours in great pro- 
portion, are beneficial to the neighbourhood, perhaps friendly 
to the church which adorns it, and but for which this new 
village would not exist. Grace Church, so long blessed with 
the faithful and very able ministrations of the Rev. Dr. Van 
Dyck, has become the mother of a new church in Upper 
Black Rock. Asa Mission Chapel, it was founded by that 
zealous pastor, and has been steadily maintained under his 
self-denying and voluntary missionary work; the. fabric 
having been erected in large measure by his personal benefi- 
cence. It has now been organized as a parish, and is erect- 
ing an addition to the original structure which will double 
its accommodations for a growing congregation. S. An- 
drew’s 1s erecting a new church on a new site, and has a 
useful guild-house. Besides this, it has pushed into a re- 
mote part of the town, where mission work is fairly begun. 
Of the important missionary system over which the Rector 
of S. James’ Church extends his labours, I shall have occa- 
sion to speak by and by. S. John’s Church, left to a region 
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of trade and public industries, by the receding of the resi- 
dent population that once occupied it, has been forced to 
the sale of that large and dignified fabric, which, built of 
stone, and once filled with many worshippers, could not be 
abandoned without keen regrets. But the situation, no 
longer serviceable for us, was coveted for other purposes, 
and I consented to secularize it. The very large funds 
which were raised by its sale have enabled the parish to 
occupy a position most advantageous in every respect. A 
costly and very beautiful chapel has been erected; but it 
will constitute only a part of the large stone church which 
is designed to be built without long delay. S. Luke's 
Church, which, at a proper distance, is its neighbour, has 
also enlarged its capacity and attractions; while its next 
neighbour, S. Mary’s, is transforming itself into a stone 
church, at very considerable cost, and with great augmen- 
tation of its beauty and capabilities. The coloured congre- 
gation of S. Philip has now secured a Rector of the same 
race, and is in better condition than ever before; a state of 
things largely owing to the zeal and efforts of Dr. Mann, 
who, as a lay-reader, has given it his personal care for nearly 
two years. 

In Genesee County, the work at Bergen, reported so en- 
couragingly last year by the Rector of Le Roy, and which 
is the fruit, under God, of his efforts, with the aid of active 
laymen, has been carried on with growing success. The 
venerable lady whose beneficence originally built the church 
where nobody called for it, has thus proved how an act ol 
faith, wrought by a loving heart with foresighted benevo- 
lence, may be speedily blessed with unlooked-for results. 
Mrs. Richmond has rested from her labours, but, though 
her good works doubtless follow her to glory, they also re- 
main as her meet memorial, in the village where she was so 
long the only witness for the Faith, whole and entire, of the 
Catholic Church. While the church at Oakfield continues 
to prosper, under the pastoral care of the Rev. Curtis C. 
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Gove, the great importance of the school, which is its chief 
claim upon the attention of this Council, will lead me to re- 
cur to it in another portion of my address. 

In Livingston County, the Rev. Dr. Darnell, to whose 
voluntary mission work we owe the church at Caledonia, 
has now added to his care of that,a new Mission at Livonia, 
where I administered confirmation in the season of Lent, to 
a considerable number. His pastoral work in Avon is 
marked by the most happy improvements in the condition 
of the property as well as in the spiritual vitality of the 
flock. Jam rejoiced to say that a revival of the almost ex- 
tinct parish at Nunda appears hopeful, while its twin par- 
ish at Hunt’s, during a long period of decline in outward 
prosperity, affords one of the most interesting examples of 
the tenacity of Church lifesin the history of Western New 
York. Among the Lay Readers of the Diocese, as a veter- 
an and faithful son of the Church, no name is more worthy 
of loving remembrance than that of Mr. J. Yates Bennett, 
one of its Wardens. The other Warden, Mr. C. D. Ben- 
nett, his brother, also deserves my grateful mention. 

In Monroe County, the Mission so successfully enter- 
prised by the Rev. James A. Skinner, of Brockport, has 
now received a Pastor of its own, and will soon be able to 
proceed to the erection of the church. It has purchased an 
admirable site, on which the house that will then be made 
its rectory is now the convenient chapel in which the ser- 
vices are maintained. In the city of Rochester, you see for 
yourselves something of what is growing and going forward. 
The new church of All Saints has been erected and paid for, 
under the pastoral care of the Rev. George T. Le Boutillier, 
who, as incumbent of the Church of the Ascension, re- 
ports that important Mission improved by relief from its 
debt. The Church of the Epiphany has been enlarged and 
beautified, and is in process of a transformation, which will 
give to the fabric an entirely new effect. S. Andrew’s has 
added to its good fruits the foundation of a new benevo- 
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lence, worthy of my warm approbation. It will include in- 
dustrial schools, and other provisions for labouring among 
the working classes. Improvements at S. Mark’s have been 
steadily in progress. It is a noble Missionary example. S. 
John’s has been removed to a new and more appropriate 
site, and enjoys the pastoral care of the Rev. William 
N. Webbe. The transtormation of Christ Church into one 
of the finest. fabrics of the kind in the Diocese demands 
your observation, not only because of its architectural 
merit, but because the.enthusiasm and enterprise of a vig- 
orous corps of young men has been most noteworthy in 
bringing this about. Its people are all exemplary in their 
offerings to the Lord, and I doubt not the completion of the 
work will be followed at no distant day, by the extinction of 
all debt and encumbrance. 

Iam omitting the mention of much that is encouraging 
in the condition of the older parishes of this city, where, 
as in the case of the church in which we are now assembled, 
if their circumstances have not yet demanded great material 
changes, the more important spiritual growth is earnest and 
fruitful. During the last Lent and Holy Week, it was my 
privilege to take part, in this church, in a series of services, 
in which all the city Clergy assisted. I lstened to sermons 
which were of superior excellence, from divers of the local 
Clergy. I was impressed by the spirit of all [ heard and 
saw, in a degree which uplifted my heart in gratitude to 
God. To the modest efforts of the Rector who chose the 
background for his own unassuming place, was attributable 
the success of this movement. It is my privilege to note 
the frequent benefactions to Christ Church, Pittsford, of 
Mrs. Appleton, one of its daughters, who has not forgotten 
its interests, though for years she has resided in a distant 
city, and is there engaged in other good works. 

In Niagara County, the condition of things is, as hereto- 
fore, quietly progressive. The creation of the city of Ni- 
agara Falls suppresses the separate existence of the village 
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called ‘“‘Suspension Bridge;” but a greatly animating pros- 
pect of growth and increase, in both parishes, has been tem- 
porarily overcast by disappointments growing out of the 
unusual financial distress of the nation. 

In Ontario County, the Mission Church at Shortsville, 
under the care of the Rev. James C. Carnahan, is paid for, 
and awaits consecration. S. Peter’s, at Geneva, has joined 
with Trinity in a work of church extension, founding a new 
Mission, S. Andrew’s, in a growing part of the town. It is 
successfully worked, in part by the Rev. William F. Faber, 
Deacon. While the effort itself encourages me, I am the 
more pleased that it is a joint effort, and unites the two 
Rectors in a common enterprise for the common welfare, 
and for the progress of the Gospel in that most important 
centre‘ol Church lle. 

In Orleans County, the condition of Medina demands 
attention, for one very gratifying fact. During a vacancy 
which circumstances have prolonged for reasons not dis- 
creditable, the services have been maintained by young Lay 
Readers, sons of the parish itself. They have worked with 
such efficiency that, by the aid of visiting Presbyters, all 
things have proceeded almost with the order of a congre- 
gation in its normal state. So admirably have these alumni 
of the Church trained themselves in the way of reverent 
and edifying reading, that, as | remarked from its pulpit, 
any parish which has produced such young laymen has not 
existed in vain. 

In Steuben County, the Church of the Redeemer, Addi- 
son, has been active in improvements of a material sort, and 
seems awakening to new life under the ministry of the Rev. 
John B. Blanchet. 1 shall speak of Corning by and by. 
The Rector of S. James’ Church, Hammondsport, has 
worked as a volunteer missionary in serving the parish at 
Wayne, and in direct missionary endeavors at Urbana and 
parts adjacent. I owean expression of gratitude to the 
Rector of Hornellsville for his practical interest in mission- 
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ary districts adjoining his immediate cure, and especially 
for his services to Wellsville, deprived, as it has been, too 
long, of the services of a Pastor, not so much by any fault 
of its own, as I have already remarked. Four times | have 
apparently succeeded in my attempts to supply them, when 
other inducements withdrew my nominees to other fields. 
In Wayne County, the Rev. J. Elbridge Goodhue, a vet- 
eran in the service, who had resigned S. Mark’s Church, 
Newark, in immediate prospect of death, has, almost by 
miracle, been raised from the threatened close of his work, 
and continues his labours as a missionary with diligence 
and efficiency. I bless God for so valuable a life thus pro- 
longed. The Rev. Dr. Van Dyck, when disposed to take a 
tour abroad for well-earned respite, has kindly acceded to 
my urgent request, in accepting the Rectorship at. New- 
ark, where he has personal ties of friendship, and where, 
should he continue to exert his abilities, with the distin- 
guished success that attended his former ministry, I have 
hopes of seeing a parish, conspicuous in its past history for 
the character of its laity, enjoying a greater degree of pros- 
perity thanit has ever known before, Its new rectory is an 
important feature of its parochial equipment, and leads me 
to remark upon the value, to any parish, of such an induce- 
ment for securing a meritorious clergyman as Rector. I 
must thank the Rev. James P. Foster for his earnest work at 
Sodus Point, where the new guild-house is proving its util- 
ity to the parish and to the village. Its erection is chiefly 
due to his persevering efforts. I must here renew my warn- 
ing, however, against the perils of such property to any 
parish. If they ever allow it to be used for other than the 
most becoming and morally educating purposes, they will 
find it degraded to an intolerable nuisance. I invite a jeal- 
ous and conscientious regard to this admonition on the part 
of all parishes which have guild-halls subject to temptations 
from secular if not ungodly parties who make bids for tem- 
porary occupation. ‘Get thee behind me, Satan!” “Thy

money perish with thee.” These must be the answers of 
faithful stewards, when strolling players, or clubs of dancing 
and card-playing spendthrifts of time, make stealthy ad- 
vances, and aim to effect with Christians an apparent part- 
nership in evil. What is sacred must not seek aid from 
what is profane. I cannot speak too strongly against such 
abuses; nor warn you too early against all such complica- 
tions. As yet, this class of temptations, I believe, has been 
resolutely repelled at Sodus; but let us always bear in_ 
mind that it is never economy nor ultimate profit, in any 
transaction, to make worldly gain by forfeit of the favour 
and blessing of God. Of the other places which have the 
common name of Sodus, the Rev. Frederick W. Beecher, 
Deacon, has accepted the missionary work in the spirit of 
his Diaconate, and with marked success in the invigorating 
of the mother-parish and its dear little daughter at the Cen- 
tre. I love Sodus, in its triple form, which 1) triseaecs, 
stand for Faith, Hope and Charity. At all points it presents 
features which, to me, are specially attractive. I should 
think the Point would long since have gathered from all 
parts of the country crowds of summer sojourners, for its 
charms are exceptional. The lake and the beautiful harbour 
afford every facility for innocent enjoyments, especially to 
the yachtsman and the disciple of dear old godly Isaak Wal- 
ton. May the crowds who will hereafter resort thither be 
ever reminded by Walton’s example, to observe the Lord’s 
Day, and keep it holy, in the refreshing and sanctifying 
worship of an Apostolic Church. 

In Yates County there is amomentary stagnation at Penn 
Yan; and the parish at Branchport has lost the invaluable 
support and services of my beloved friend John Navarre 
Macomb, whose removal to the West afflicts me, and will be 
a great loss to the Diocese. God bless, wherever he may 
live, this zealous layman, an ardent co-labourer in the work 
of Diocesan Missions; a friend and helper of Hobart Col- 
lege, his Alma Mater; a Trustee of De Veaux; a diligent 
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member of the Diocesan legislature, and, at times, a faith- 
ful steward in the work of Deputy to our great Triennial 
Council. At Branchport, Dr. Wightman and other laymen 
who have worked with Mr. Macomb as Lay Readers keep 
up the services as often before. At my recent visit, they 
brought to Baptism both infants and adults, and prepared 
three for Confirmation, who were presented by the Rev. 
Mr. Catterson. 

In Wyoming County, the revival of the parish at Perry 
has occupied a large share of my attention during the year 
past, and | owe much of the apparent success to the activity 
of the Rev. M. C. Hyde, in giving it pastoral care and ser- 
vices. But the property has been in a position requiring 
legal counsel, with the constant supervision and advice of 
my learned friend the Chancellor of the Diocese, to whom 
I must renew my grateful acknowledgments for his devotion 
to the Church, in all its interests and concerns. 

This brings me to the old church of S. Clement, and the 
church property, at Wethersfield Springs, the munificent 
donation of the late Ormus Doolittle. That venerable 
man, though he overestimated the value of the estate, was 
munificent indeed in his intent, and in his large spirit. He 
had founded a school at the Springs, to which the neigh- 
bouring farmers sent their children, and he wished to endow 
it as an inheritance for his own children and children’s 
children. If was offered to us, as a means of inexpensive 
education, in an emphatic sense “for the people.” We 
need just such endowments, and the school at Oakfield, of 
which I shall speak again, ought to be further endowed for 
the purpose. But the railways have changed everything in 
and for Wethersfield Springs, and all my own enthusiastic 
hopes for realizing the whole plan of the venerable founder 
have vanished. The prosperous family of the Doolittles, 
in nearly all its branches, has found other homes. The old 
settlers have died out, and their children have emigrated. 
The spot is so elevated above the level of Wyoming, 
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from which it rises about seven hundred and fifty feet, 
that railways leave it islanded and inaccessible. As new 
population, largely of German Lutherans and other for- 
elgners, has succeeded to the old farms and farm-houses, 
the values of property have not increased. Proportionately, 
they have declined, as compared with situations nearer the 
railways and centres of great industries. Yet, on a recent 
visit, I found much to interest me; the villagers and their 
neighbours all flocked to the services, though few of them 
are connected with the Church. The veteran Missionary 
has nevertheless held the remnant of his flock together, and 
started a very promising Mission at a station somewhat dis- 
tant, in the village of Gainesville. The Vestry, and the 
people themselves, all appeared to be greatly inspired by 
my plans for the future in both places, and here are the 
views by which I succeeded in awakening them. I argued, 
“You are apparently a declining region and village, and 
yet you have some great advantages for improvement.” 
This lofty and salubrious region, with its healthful air and 
water, should be utilized for the poorer children of Roches- 
ter and Buffalo, who need a summer retreat, where they 
can be entirely safe and free from the invasions of the 
crowd. The railway could bring them, at reduced rates, to 
a station from which the easy drive to the Springs would 
itself be an element of pleasure. For three months, more 
or less, they could here enjoy what, to the young of cities, 
is so great a blessing: freedom to range and sport them- 
selves innocently, and under the care of parents or protec- 
tors, to gain a store of health and strength against the 
school-days of autumn and winter. It would be my wish 
to keep up a summer school and kindergarten, in which 
they ought profitably spend not more than a couple of hours 
daily. I think many families of moderate means would 
also find it a convenient place for summer lodgings. Here, 
too, from time to time, the Clergy might afford the visitors 
special Sunday services, and perhaps instructive and enter- 
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taining lectures during the week. I should be glad to take 
my part in such useful work; and meetings of Convoca- 
tions might be here convened, with a view to such opera- 
tions. Five hundred dollars would enable me to put the 
buildings in a condition for the experiment, and I cannot 
see why, in a short time, Wethersfield Springs might not 
make a name for useful work as a “fresh-air” charity, a 
form of beneficence now deservedly popular and liberally 
sustained. In the end, it might prove that far more than 
the founder’s dreams could be realized; and if thisis even a 
possibility, I feel it my duty to do what I can in order that 
his beneficent intentions, in giving his property to the 
Diocese, may not be rendered abortive by an indifference 
and neglect. f 

Let me direct attention to the Church Home in Buffalo, 
to another in this city, and to another in Geneva. These 
are not identical in their plans, but are very nearly so; and 
it seems to me they might all find it useful to send delicate 
children to Wethersfield for ‘a change of air, during the 
heats of summer. I ought to mention that the Home in 
Buffalo will soon be considerably enlarged. Funds have 
been subscribed, and plans for the new building, completed 
by Mr. Archer, are greatly commended. I trust that every- 
where in the Diocese the care of aged women and young 
orphans will be regarded with peculiar favour by the 
churches. Where we cannot do what we would in assum- 
ing the entire charge of these special objects of Divine com- 
passion, let us give liberally to institutions of public benev- 
olence having similar designs; provided, that is, that they 
are conducted on principles and in a spirit worthy of co- 
operation by Christians. 

Let me speak of some of our Schools, which have special 
claims for mention just now. A‘school for girls, in this city, 
though a proprietary school, has long been known very 
favourably to our people, and especially to the Rector and 
congregation of S. Luke’s Church. In that church I have 
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confirmed many of its pupils; and there, last June, was cele- 
brated its annual festival, at which I assisted, and presented 
the testimonials to alumnz, with prayers and benediction. 
The late Mrs. Curtis is gratefully remembered as its found- 
ress; the loving benefactress of all whom she educated; and 
it is praise enough of her successor, that she is worthy to 
fill her place. The Heathcote School for Boys, in Buffalo, 
is now entering on its twenty-eighth year; and this, also, 
though started and liberally subscribed for, by Buffalonians 
of our communion, and named after Bishop De Lancey, 
has long been sustained as a proprietary school under Mr. 
Lester Wheeler, a graduate of Hobart, who has made it 
highly successful and worthy of its name. It enjoys an ap- 
preciative popular support; but if ever its proprietor should 
desire to transfer it, the Churchmen of Buffalo would have 
the first claim to become its purchasers, and restore it to its 
original position, under Trustees, like S. Margaret’s School 
for Girls, in the same city. We owe it to ourselves to main- 
tain the credit of the Church as the mother and foster-parent 
of institutions of learning of the highest class and charac- 
ter. Such S. Margaret’s School has made itself. It is a 
home and nursery of true refinement, of morals and of man- 
ners such as are not merely essential to a lady, but to any 
true specimen of womanhood in Christian society. 

At Oakfield, under the Rev. Curtis C. Gove, we have a 
school, which he has elevated to a higher character than it 
has ever reached before. It was all that it could be then 
made, when under the charge, for many years, of the Rev. 
James R. Coe; but the opening of access to the village by 
railway has made it a new institution in some respects, and 
its present Principal is the man for the place, in the judg- 
ment of all who know him. This is not a proprietary school, 
but, founded by the late Trumbull Cary, of Batavia, it has 
been placed under a corporation consisting chiefly, but not 
exclusively, of Churchmen. It deserves to be better known, 
because it meets a felt want; the needs, that is to say, of 
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parents who are unable to give their children an expensive 
education, but who demand a good one. _ I wish you all had 
been with me at the last annual festival; when the evidences 
of its high character were so marked as to call forth enthu- 
siastic recognition on the part of one of the Regents of the 
State University, and of several others who had taken the 
pains to attend the examinations. 

| am not altogether pleased with the fate of my previous 
efforts to make this school better known. Committees 
appointed to deal with this important interest have forgot- 
ten to work and report. It is for you to say whether its 
estimable principal shall be left without a better reward 
than his merits have hitherto received. [am afraid he has 
felt that there is such a thing as “cold shoulder,” even 
among Christian brethren. 

Your favourite De Veaux College has reached another 
stage of improvement, as far as its conveniences and equip- 
ment are concerned, of which you will hear in the official 
Report. I have visited and inspected the new building, 
which is a very great improvement, and should render it 
more attractive than ever before tor pay-pupils, and there- 
fore not less for Foundationers. .May I not direct attention 
again to the vast importance of bringing it into close rela- 
tions with Hobart College. Of this College, a glory and 
honour to the Church, and yet equally its reproach, because 
such a splendid seat of learning and refinement is not proper- 
ly appreciated, I need say no more than that, for undergraa- 
wates, it has no superior anywhere. It does not profess to bea 
polytechnic school; much less is it ambitious of being called 
a “university.” But when the undergraduate course is 
finished here, then professional schools may be found else- 
where. I have proposed, in order to provide for conscien- 
tious parents a safe and congenial resource when their sons 
choose scientific professions, like, for example, the practical 
education of civil engineers, that the splendid endowments 
of the Lehigh University should be preferred to Institu-

tions in which the Christian religion has little or no recog- 
nition, and which are, therefore, seed-plots of infidelity and 
moral corruption. 

At the gathering of our Bishops in Baltimore, last 
October, two of our number were not able to be with us. © 
To our great regret, the venerable Bishops of California 
and Vermont were detained in their dioceses by their in- 
creasing infirmities. The Bishops of Texas and Massachu- 
setts were present, and few, perhaps, saw any reason to 
anticipate that it was for the last time. In a few months 
however, came the shock, which was so universally felt, 
when the whole country was startled by the announcement 
that Bishop Brooks had rested from his labours. In the 
solemn emotions awakened by this event, I profoundly 
shared. 

The Bishop of California was endeared to me from my 
earliest ministry. He preceded me as a graduate of the 
General Theological Seminary, by an interval of seven 
years; so that I was a mere boy, in his eyes, when he first 
kindly encouraged me just before my ordination to the 
Diaconate. I was surprised to be officially informed that by 
his decease, I am the oldest of the Alumni of our common 
Alma Mater, in the Episcopate. It was my lot to be Chair- 
man of the Committee in the House of Deputies (A. D. 
1853), to which was referred the question of erecting Cali- 
fornia into a diocese. Only a few years before, when Dr. 
M'Vickar, in the Board of Missions, moved that San Fran- 
cisco be recognized as a Missionary station, | had seen the 
proposition dismissed almost as an absurdity. I was 
present at the consecration of Bishop Kip, and I said to 
him soon after, ‘‘ Refléct, that when you arrive in San Fran- 
cisco, as the first Apostolic Bishop on the Pacific Coast, the 
Nicene Episcopate, in your person, will have compassed 
the earth’s circumference.” He was always pleased to 
recall this incident, and was animated by so important a 
fact. His work has been made so familiar to the whole 
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Church, by his frequent contributions to our literature, and 
by the recent publication of a modest autobiographical 
memorial of his Episcopate, that | need add no more than 
an interesting tribute of one of his Clergy, who remarked 
to me, that “the manly, and even heroic attitude of the 
Bishop, in impressing the sanctity of matrimony, and the 
iniquity of divorce, upon the lawless population of the 
Pacific Coast, in those earliest days of its admission to the 
Union, ought never to be forgotten.” It was, in the judg- 
ment of this competent witness, a course of conduct which 
placed this Church before the first settlers of the regions 
beyond “the Rockies,” as the faithful witness for Christ 
in this fundamental principle of Christian civilization. The 
Bishop’s later years were marked by the patience with 
which he endured the approach and consummation of a 
terrible affliction, attended by painful surgical operations, 
and ending in total blindness. I saw him for the last time 
at the General Convention of 1889,in New York. When 
he entered the House of Bishops, at that time, supported 
and guided by one of his younger brethren, I thought him 
the most striking specimen of suffering but beautiful old 
age I had ever beheld. He attained an age beyond four- 
score, and stood next in the succession to our venerated 
Primate. May the ight of the Eternal Day shine upon him 
evermore. Amen. 

When I come to speak of the late. Bishop of Vermont, I 
regret that I must be brief; the rather, because his life and 
work in this Diocese have endeared him to all, and are so 
generally known and appreciated ; and because | loved him 
so tenderly that | should hardly be able to hmit my remarks 
should I once begin to delineate his character and worth. 
So humble, so quiet, so unobtrusive, yet so truly a godly 
and well-learned man, he was indeed such a Bishop as his 
time and his place demanded. He succeeded one of the 
most eloquent and gifted of our Bishops in that See; and 
did for it what Bishop Hopkins could not do, though he 
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deeply felt that, on the other hand, few could accomplish 
what that brilliant Prelate did. I found Dr. Bissell, when I 
came to the Diocese, the Pastor of Bishop De Lancey’s 
family, and greatly valued in all his relations with them, as 
a faithful steward of Christ. In his church I was consecra- 
ted, and, three years later, | took part in his consecration at 
Montpelier. He was thus placed over the Cathole and 
Apostolic Church of his native State, and he left it doubled 
in its forces and resources. In the commemorative sermon 
of Dr. Flanders, which is delightful reading, you will find 
a portrait of the man, which I wish bis parishioners in Gen- 
eva might circulate in this Diocese; and you will find it, as 
well, the portrait of a primitive Bishop in whom other 
Christian graces were conspicuously combined with “ meek- 
ness of wisdom.” 

Bishop Gregg, of Texas, went to his peculiarly difficult 
field in 1859, and excited my deep personal interest, because, 
under what was all but the command of my own beloved 
Bishop and theological master (Bishop Whittingham), I had 
declined the perilous honour of becoming the first Bishop of 
that vast region. [saw him consecrated in the Monumental 
Church, of Richmond, Va., and organized a plan for annual 
contributions to his Diocese, to which the war prematurely 
put an end; though, had I only remained in Baltimore till 
the peace was proclaimed, it might have been re-established 
with enthusiastic spirit among my parishioners, some of 
whom were the most liberal givers [ ever knew. [suppose 
we shall soon receive details of his patient and persevering 
work in the “Spirit of Missions,” and to that most valuable 
periodical I must refer you for what I am unable to supply. 
Able and unassuming, “‘ he was a good man,” like S. Barna- 
bas; a form of character which includes greatness in the 
most essential part; and without which all other greatness 
in a Christian Minister is worse than ‘‘sounding brass or a 
tinkling cymbal.” 

I have kept you longer than usual from the routine of our 
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business ; but I feel that as a dying man I speak to dying 
men, and | would not depart hence without putting myself 
on record as a Watchman whose duty it is to tell you “ what 
of the night,” and also to remind you that if ‘the morning 
cometh,” it is that of the great Day of Account. Are we 
prepared to meet it? Is the world to be left any better for 
our personal share in its affairs, or because we have lived in 
it? Even a heathen poet scorns the mere crowd of mortals 
“born only to consume the fruits of the earth.”” Are we 
identified with such a crowd? or are we living lke respon- 
sible servants of our Maker and Redeemer, ready to be 
summoned at any moment to our audit? O, for an out- 
pouring of God's Holy Spirit, a revival of primitive Chris- 
tianity and its majestic Catholicity. O, for a Church Apos- 
tolic indeed, every man with “a mind to work” for Christ 
and for the spread of His glorious Kingdom, and waiting 
to give account with joy, when, at any moment, he may be 
no longer steward.

(1.) From the Annual Address of the Bishop of Central New York, June 
13, 1893. 


“Three years since, 1890, in my Convention Address, foreseeing the necessity 
of some future action by the Diocese looking towards a more satisfactory Epis- 
copal service than is possible under the present supply, I pointed out three ways 
by which it seemed that the exigency might be met. One was a setting off of a 
part of the Diocese territorially to be joined by legislative consent with a part 
of the two adjacent Dioceses of the State, for the formation of a new Diocese 
intermediate.” = ve 

** More recently, and without any communication official or personal from me, 
the Convention of Western New York, with the approval of the Bishop, ap- 
pointed a large Committee, of the highest character, to enter into conference or 
correspondence with this Convention touching a plan by which some of the 
western counties of this Diocese would be united with some of the eastern coun- 
ties of Western New York for the erection of a Diocese between the two. The 
particulars of that plan I have not seen, nor have I heard them extensively com- 
mented on or described. In two letters of the utmost cordiality, and with a 
gracious deference, Bishop Coxe has informed me of what was done, and in- 
quired of me whether I should deem it most proper that the Committee should 
visit this Convention and present the proposal, or submititin writing. I replied, 
of course, that a delegation or Committee would be heartily welcomed by us 
here in session at any time, or that, if it would be any more convenient or 
agreeable to the members, any letter, memorial, or written suggestion would 
be received with equal respect and fraternal attention. Such a letter dated June 
8, has been forwarded, and will be read to the Convention by the Secretary.” 
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(2) LETTER OF THE COMMITTEE OF WESTERN NEw YorK. 


To the Right Rev. the Bishop and Clerical and Lay Delegates of Central New 


York in Convention assembled + 


At the last meeting of the Council of the Diocese of Western New York, a 
Committee was appointed ‘‘to confer with the Diocese of Central New York 
with a view to ascertaining whether a division of the two Dioceses is desirable 
and practicable.” 

This action was taken after propositions to divide the Diocese and to elect an 
Assistant Bishop had each been acted upon adversely. It was then thought, in- 
asmuch as the condition of the two Dioceses forming the original Diocese of 
Western New York is substantially the same in respect of the conceded need of 
increased Episcopal supervision, and as no action has hitherto been taken which 
adequately meets that need, that such a project as a tripartite division might 
meet with favour in both Dioceses. 

If the idea so commends itself to your judgment as one, the careful and de- 
tailed consideration of which might result in a plan likely to prove acceptable to. 
you, we should be glad to meet a Committee on your part with a view to such 
consideration.

‘The Committee appointed to consider and report upon such portion of the 
Bishop’s Address as refers to the request for relief in his Episcopal duties, and 
also to consider the letter received from the Diocese of Western New York 
touching measures of division, beg leave to say, that in view of the explicit no- 
tice in his official circular and of the plain request made in his impressive ad- 
dress, this Convention should act definitely upon some wise, adequate and prac- 
ticable measures of affording relief. But first of all the Committee would 
recommend that no action be taken with reference to any measures or methods 
looking to the surrender of any portion of the present territory of the Diocese 
of Central New York. Particularly with due respect to the courteous request 
of the Diocese of Western New York, as embodied in the letter read at last 
evening’s session, it is the judgment of your Committee that inasmuch as the 
population of the Western Diocese is rapidly increasing, while that of Cen- 
tral New York remains comparatively stationary, it is inexpedient at this time 
for this Diocese to consider the practicability of conferring with said Western 
Diocese concerning the suggested division of the two Dioceses into a third.”’

V. The Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other business at any 
time. Special devotions, intercessions and prayer shall always be in order at 
the discretion of the President. 


VI. The election of the Standing Committee, and of Deputies to the General 
Convention and to the Federate Council, and the election of any person to 
supply vacancies in the Board of Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the 
Episcopate, of the Christmas Fund, of the Parochial Fund, and of De Veaux 
College ; also of the Treasurer of the Council, shall be the order of the day for 
3 o’clock P. M., on the second day of every annual meeting of the Council. 


VII. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated from the 
Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. | 


VIII. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded ; and, when 
seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate ; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any member. 


IX. If the question in debate contain several distinct propositions, any mem- 
ber may have the same divided. 


X. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, except to 
lay the question on the table; to postpone it indefinitely ; to postpone it to a 
certain time ; to commit it, or to amend it; and motions for either of these pur- 
poses shall have precedence in the order herein named. But a motion to 
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adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is speaking, and shall be 
decided without debate; and if it be negatived, it shall not be renewed until 
some other business has intervened, 


XI. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XII. Ona question being put by the President, it shall be determined by the 
sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the votes, or any 
three votes may, previous to a decision by count, require the ayes and noes to 
be taken, which shall be done by calling the names of the clerical members and 
of the churches represented, and the votes shall be entered in the Journal; or 
any five votes may require the ayes and noes to be taken by orders ; and when 
so taken, a full entry shall be made upon the Journal. 


XIII. No member may speak more than twice on the same question without 


leave of the House, except the mover. 


XIV. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority 
on the prior decision ; nor shall any question be reconsidered more than once. 


XV. All Special Committees, not otherwise provided for, shall be appointed 
by the Chair. 


XVI. No standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded, 
without one day’s previous notice of a motion to that effect, unless by the votes 
of two-thirds of the persons present entitled to vote. 


XVII. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XVIII. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or of the absence of the 
Bishop, or of his inability to act, and in the absence of the Secretary of the last ~ 
Council, the Council shall be called to order by the President or Senior Presby- 
ter of the Standing Committee present, who shall preside until the Council has 
been organized, when a President p70 tempore shall be elected from the Presby- 


ters present. 


XIX. The Council shall open its session at 9.30 A. M., and unless otherwise 
ordered, take a recess from I to 3 P. M., and from 5.30 to 7.30 P, M.

The Committee on Finance respectfully report that there have been placed in 
their hands the Reports of the Treasurer of the Council, of the Treasurer and 
Trustees of the Christmas Fund, and of the Treasurer of the Parochial Fund. 
These financial reports have been duly examined and audited by auditors ap- 
pointed by the Bishop, and found correct by them and so certified. 


The report of the Treasurer of the Diocese shows balances on hand May 1. 
1894, to the credit of the Education Fund $79.57; Diocesan Expenses $973.43, 
and Diocesan Missions $1,023.80; being a total cash on hand of $1,977.03. 


The report of the Trustees and Treasurer of the Christmas Fund shows that 
58 parishes (three more than last year) have contributed $1,041.35, that the in- 
terest collected has amounted to $915.50, and that the disbursements to 17 annu- 
itants and four cases of temporary relief were $2,025.00. The principal of the 
Fund is $25 821.91. All calls upon the fund have been duly considered and 
favorably acted upon. 


The report of the Treasurer of the Parochial Fund shows the total of securi- 
ties in his hands to be $134,292.04, an increase of $3,504.35 over last year, 
mainly derived from the final payment of $1,000 of the legacy of the late Miss 
McPherson, of Phelps, and from property received under the will of the late 
Miss Martha De Lancey, valued at 2,500. A large amount of accrued interest 
on investments remains unpaid ($2,208.63), owing in large part to the failure of 
the Michigan Mortgage Co., by which many items of interest have been received 
and not remitted. 


Your Committee congratulates the Diocese onthe satisfactory operation of the 
provision of the Constitution contained in Title III., Sec. 4. Second, as to qualifi- 
cations of lay membership in the Council, and in order to secure more equitable 
and regular application as well as to more readily ascertain the exact measure of 
compliance therewith, recommends the adoption of the following resolution : 


Resolved, That the Treasurer be directed to keep an account current with each 
parish, beginning with the Diocesan year 1893-94, charging the assessments for 
the Episcopate Fund and Diocesan Expenses, and crediting the several amounts 
received from each.

The Committee, to whom was referred that portion of the Bishop’s Address 
touching the Increase of the Episcopate Fund, respectfully report : 


That recognizing the importance of the subject, as it affects the Diocese in its 
honour, and the. Diocesan in his comfort; as it affects also the very serious ques- 
tion of a possible division of the Diocese, already discussed by previous Coun- 
cils, and lying close to the hearts of very many of us; a question than which 
no other more nearly affects the well being of our work, and whigh, as the 
Bishop states, may at any time demand a decision at our hands: 


Recognizing also the financial stringency, which makes inopportune any calls 
for special gifts, and yet having reason to believe that in one or another case, 
this matter has found a place in the interest of Churchmen, as expressed in the 
disposition of their estates, your Committee venture to call the attention of 
such to the present need, the great relief in so many particulars that would en- 
sue from immediate benefactions, and to suggest to them the possibility of trans- 
ferring their gifts from the future to the present, and securing to themselves the 
satisfaction that would arise from witnessing the attainment of ends so much 
and so generally desired. Certainly, in this case, the quick giving would be the 
double giving ; double in the results secured, double in the pleasure that would 
come to the living man, denied to the dead-hand. 


Your Committee recommend the passage of the following Resolution : 


Resolved, That in view of the importance to the Diocese of the Increase of 
the Episcopate Fund, and of the interest which may be taken in this subject in 
the parishes; a copy of this report be sent to every Rector, with the request that 
it be read to his congregation at some Sunday service.

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this time of loans, notes, bonds and real estate, amounting in all, according to 
the detailed statement of the Treasurer, to the sum of $48,080.11, being the 
same as was reported last year. 


The De Lancey Fund is $2,247.96, the same as last year. The income of this 
fund was $54.00. The receipts for income during the past year are as follows:

DWDRE SS OF THE BISHOP, 


AT THE OPENING OF THE FIFTY-SEVENTH DIOCESAN 
COUNCIL, MAY 15, 1894. 


My Reverend Brethren and Brethren of the Laity: 


We meet, by the new constitutional date, in a week of 
Pentecostal prayer and supplication, observed throughout 
the Christian world. It reminds us that by God’s Holy 
Spirit, only, can we have “a right judgment in all things.” 
It reminds us not less of the wonderful power of the Spirit 
to supply this Wisdom, raising up, in every generation, 
faithful men who have been lights of the world and bene- 
factors of mankind. Let us wait on the Lord, in frequent . 
prayers, for His blessing upon the whole Church. Let us 
pray that His work may be revived in all the earth; that 
unity may be restored among all Churches, and all believers; 
and that in this Diocese, the congregations committed to 
our charge may receive the richest benefits from the 
prayers and intercessions of this holy season, as they are 
offered by so many Christian souls; faithful men, and holy 
women, yes, and by little children also, whose simple péti- 
tions are possibly the most acceptable to God of all that 
reach His throne of grace. 
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We meet before an entire Diocesan year has filled its 
course, and the record of our work covers the seven months 
only, ending on the first of May. Last year my address 
from the chair of this Council was made exceptionally long. 
it was such because I felt that a view of our Diocesan 
condition, in a year of great financial stagnation, was, on 
the whole, far from discouraging; and because I thought 
should I be removed before meeting you again, a new Dioce- 
san would be the stronger, and the more hopeful, for such 
a survey of the field. To-day, I feel that | can properly 
make my address exceptionally short; not only because of 
the comparatively few months to which it will refer, but be- 
cause specialties, to which your attention has been recently 
directed, are all fresh in your minds, and are before you in 
the Journals of the past two or three years. 

Since our last assembling, the senior Presbyter of the Di- 
ocese has fallen asleep in Jesus; the name of the veteran 
Gershom Palmer Waldo is no longer at the head of our 
list of clergy. He had survived most of his contemporaries, 
and few of those who hear me will recall his venerable figure 
as once familiar. He closed his useful career at Spring- 
field, in Illinois; and the Bishop of that Diocese bears his 
testimony to the edifying godliness of his example, and the 
purity of his social lite and conversation with men. May 
such be our record when we follow him to rest. 

The statistics of the eight months past, which you will re- 
ceive in this year’s reports, will be found, with one or two 
exceptions, not disproportionate in results as compared with 
any two-thirds view of other years. I wish I could say that 
our expectations as to enlarged contributions to our mission 
funds have been fully realized. In general, it may be 
said that our parishes, missions, benevolent institutions, 
schools, colleges, and organizations for practical work, are 
as they were in last year’s reports. And this fact, with 
other considerations which may suggest themselves, leads 
me to advise that the published Journal of 1894 be made 
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very compendious, and reduced toa mere appendix of last 
year’s Journal. Nothing more is practically needed than 
such a compendium ; the clergy list and other official lists 
being corrected up to this date, of course, and other mat- 
ters being reduced to tabular view, as usual, without need- 
less repetitions. 

I feel it important once more to direct your attention to 
the imperative necessity of definite action in the matter of 
the Episcopate Fund. As to temporalities, it 1s now the 
practical matter of the year before us, because, at any time, 
you may be called to the election of another Bishop, and 
such a proceeding could not properly be entered upon 
without due provision for his support, such as, in all decency, 
ought to be prepared beforehand. Inthe solemn moment 
of choosing a successor of the Apostles to be your pastor- 
in-chief, questions of finance would be an element of uncon- 


genial nature. ‘ Now, concerning collection for the saints,” 
says St. Paul, ‘‘as I have given orders to the churches of 
Galatia, even sodo ye, * * ™* that there be no gatherings 
when I come.’ It is a most unwelcome duty fora new 


Bishop to be plagued with gatherings for his own sup- 
port. The Apostle preferred to labour for his sustentation 
rather than to be chargeable tosome of the churches, which 
showed no loving care for that matter, and permitted him 
to sacrifice his nobler work by ministering to his own neces- 
‘sities with a sturdy independence, humiliating indeed to 
them, but glorious for himself. How brilliant the contrast 
when the Philippian church receives his testimony, written 
in his old age from Rome.‘ Now, ye Philippians know also, 
that in the beginning of the gospel, when | departed from 
Macedonia, no church communicated with me as concerning 
giving and receiving, but ye only. For even in Thessaloni- 
ca ye sent once and again unto my necessity. Not because 
I desire a gift; but I desire fruit that may abound to your 
account. But I have all, and abound; I am full, having re- 
ceived of Epaphroditus the things which were sent from 
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you, an odour of a sweet smell, a sacrifice acceptable, well 
pleasing to God. | But-my God shall supply all your need ; 
according to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus.” 

Here is, as I have said, a remarkable contrast, an “odour 
of a sweet smell” set over against a stench. It is a lesson 
to all Churches to the end of time; and not only with ref- 
erence to apostolic service, but with even primary reference 
to missionary labours, and the support of local pastors. As 
it is written: “ Who goeth a warfare, at any time, at his own 
cost? * * If we have sown unto you spiritual things, 
is it a great matter if we shall reap your worldly things.”

It has been suggested to me by one noble example among 
those whom God has blessed with worldly wealth, that these 
- should begin this work for the encouragement of others, 
by giving in their life-time what, perhaps, they intend to 
bestow by legacy. I took a somewhat different view of 
this matter in my. address last year so tar as relates to be- 
ginnings. I think the offerings of the poor have a right to 
be greatly accounted of, and I wish the example of the 
widow with her two mites were set before us in the Offer- 
tory. It perfumes and glorifies the whole account, and is 
indeed “an odour of sweet smell,” imparting fragrance to 
all the rest. Let: us do what we can, and then invite Nico- — 
demus and Joseph of Arimathea to assert the glorious priv- 
ilege of wealthy Christians to set a crown of gold upon the 
efforts of their brethren. lam sick and tired of perpetual 
appeals to liberal givers, and of the disposition to send every 
applicant to Joseph of Arimathea, first of all, thus, too 
frequently, making his liberality the last of it as well as 
the first. Why should others forget that to invest in God’s 
enterprise of love and beneficence to mankind, pays the 
best interest in the long run; adds a blessing to one’s store 
in time; enables good men to save their life by losing it for 
Christ’s sake; and abounds thro’ all eternity to their gain, 
when “their works do follow them.” 
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The collections in behalf of education are comparatively 
liberal this year, partly in response to my appeals, but not 
largely so, save in the example of a few always liberal givers. 
We have enlarged our prayers that God would send “ more 
labourers into his harvest;’’ and these prayers have been 
heard in a noteworthy and remarkable degree. But to sup- 
ply our candidates with the requisite means of preparing 
themselves for a life devoted to self-denying labour in your 
behalf, and in the service of your Lord and Saviour, has 
been for me the most trying experience of my office for the 
past year. I must invoke your further interest in this 
particular. 

My duties to this Council have deprived me of two privi- 
leges, which, at intervals of this day, I might have enjoyed. 
The one, that of presiding at the Alumni meeting in the 
General Theological Seminary; the other, that of sharing 
in the modest festivities at Garden City, in honour of the 
Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the Episcopate of my beloved 
friend and brother, Bishop Littlejohn. I propose that we 
send, by telegraph, our fraternal congratulations to the sis- 
ter Diocese, and our reverent assurances of regard to the 
eminent prelate who has so long and so successfully admin- 
istered its sacred offices of doctrine, discipline and worship. 

I shall defer a reference to some other matters of import- 
ance to another opportunity before the closing of our work. 
Notably, | wish a proper notice to be taken of the Rev. Dr. 
Potter’s conclusion of ten years’ of service in Hobart Col- 
lege. Alsoof the proposed Mission of the Rev. E. H. Edson 
to Alaska, for a temporary, but very useful work in that 
distant dependency of this Republic. Arecord of departed 
worthies will appear in the Journal as usual. I regret that 
the limits to which I must confine my address forbid me to 
introduce the merited tribute at this time. 

But, I ask the privilege in this place of mentioning a 
name very dear to me, the name of one not of this Diocese, 
indeed, but long identified with the Church in this State. 
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The same name was borne by his eminent ancestor, and was 
associated with the earliest efforts of Missionaries in West- 
ern New York, and the supply of Bibles and Prayer Books 
to our struggling parishes in its primitive history. At 
Clifton Springs they still use, occasionally, a large Prayer 
Book, designed for the Altar, which was his gift, and is in- 
scribed accordingly. I refer to Chief-Justice Jay, and so. 
introduce the name of his grandson, my beloved friend, the 
second, and hardly less eminent, John Jay. I would not 
lay my private griefs before this Council, but circumstances 
make it proper for me to pay this tribute to one who has 
conspicuously performed his whole duties as an American 
citizen and as a Christian of our own communion, and has 
just rested from his labours, full of years and honours. The 
inexorable demands of my Diocese and public engagements 
‘ inthe same, deprived me of the sad privilege of paying the 
last tribute of my personal affection to the name and char- 
acter of Mr. Jay, at his funeral, last week, in New York, 
but, as one for sixty. years endeared to me in a friendship 
truly fraternal, I must, in few words, do justice to my own 
heart and mind by paying my homage here, and recording | 
it in your Journal. His was an exceptional character, in 
these days. He was, perhaps, the last of public men of the 
earlier type, after the example of his illustrious ancestor. 
Like that Christian statesman, he was one whom Washington 
might have selected for the highest tasks of diplomacy, or to 
preside over the Supreme Court. Ina word, his was the char- 
acter of a true statesman, as far as possible from that of the 
mere politician of our times. He was an unselfish patriot, 
devoted to the interests of his country without reference 
to personal profit. Alas! men of public spirit, and un- 
selfish patriotism, are too seldom summoned to public trusts 
in these days. The mission to Vienna, which he filled with 
honour to himself and to his country, he at first declined, 
and accepted ultimately only in deference to the earnest 
solicitations of others.. In all relations of life, in which I 
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have known him as intimately as one man can know another, 
I have watched the rectitude and elevation of his conduct, 
through a period of two generations of men. In private 
life, on his patrimonial estate in Westchester, ‘he walked in 
the footsteps of histathers. In daily prayer with his family; 
in faithful attendance upon the public worship of the parish; 
as a consistent Christian, and a devout communicant of the 
Church, I delighted to feel that he preserved the traditions 
of the Washington school, and that while he lived, that 
school was not extinct. If evil is contagious, why should 
not a good example be communicated to others as well? 
Brethren of this Council, | entreat you to think of what 
I say, and at this time, when a Convention is revising the 
Constitution of our State, | beg you, in prayers and by your 
action in all civic affairs, to labour for the realization, in our 
degenerate times, of that beautiful promise of Holy Writ: 
“T will restore thy judges as at the first, and thy counsellors 
as at the beginning.” 

And now, in the grave and responsible work before you, 
I again remind you of the Pentecostal season under the in- 
fluences of which we are met. May ourconduct recall the 
primitive history of the Church to which we belong; none 
other than that Catholic and Apostolic Church of which we, 
here, are but a local example. It is written: “The multi- 
tude of them that believed were of one heart and of one 
soul.” Amen.

Notr,—A comparison of the above Report with that of Sept. 14, 1893 (Journal of 1893, page 78), 
shows an apparent decrease of the principal of the Christmas Fund of $1,100.00 in the last eight 
months—$25,150 oo now against $26,250.00 last year.

(I.) BENEFICENCE AND WORKS OF PIETY.* 


(K.) THE CHURCH CLUB OF ROCHESTER. 


To the Right Reverend Arthur Cleveland Coxe, Bishop of Western New York: 


RIGHT REVEREND AND DEAR Si1R.—I beg to submit to you a report of the 
Church Club of Rochester, for the: year 1893-94. The Church Club was organ- 
ized in December, 1892, with the general object of ‘‘ furthering the interest and 
work of the Church, in loyal co-operation with the Bishop of the Diocese and 
the Reverend Clergy of the same.”” Its somewhat elaborate by-laws provided 
for the attainment of this object through the medium of a number of Commit- 
tees on Social Intercourse, Reading-rooms, Correspondence and Church Work. 
I think it may be said that so far as it attempted to be in any way a Social or 
Literary Club, it has hardly been a success. The Club-rooms, which were

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maintained for the first year at a considerable expense, were almost never used, 
except at the time of the regular monthly meeting, and then only by a small 
proportion of the whole membership of about 150. A series of sermons, 
preached in the various churches of the city, by some of the most eminent 
Bishops and Clergymen of the Church, were only fairly well attended. Whether 
this failure is to be attributed to the officers of the Club or to a lack of enthusi- 
asm on the part of its members, I cannot say. It is certain, however, that the 
club has not vindicated its right to exist as a Social’Club. 


It has, however, succeeded even better, perhaps, than was expected, in its 
mission work, which has come to be practically the only work of the Club, and 
allies it with the Laymen’s League of Buffalo. The detailed report of the 
Chairman of the Committee on Church Work, which is annexed, will show just 
what that work has been. I may be permitted, however, to make a few com- 
ments upon it. 


In the first place I wish to call attention to the great disadvantage under 
which we labour, of having no spiritual head on the ground, to whom we can 
look for advice and guidance. With the exception of the brief instruction which 
you were able to give us at the time of the last Council, we have been entirely 
without counsel, other than that which, as individuals, we have had from our 
rectors. When, by the grace of God, Rochester shall become a See city, the 
Church Club can be made a most valuable auxiliary of the Church’s organiza- 
tion. 


Our first Mission, at Brighton, while the smallest of all our missions, is in 
many ways the most promising. It is only a matter of a few years when 
Brighton will be within the limits of the city of Rochester, and when that time 
comes, a Church at this point will be anecessity. The Mission on Monroe 
Avenue, which was organized and formerly carried on by Christ Church parish, 
has been strengthened by the efforts of the Club, and its attendants are now 
asking for a Mission Chapel, for which they have assurances of considerable 
money. 


The South Gates Mission was undertaken with misgivings. The station is a 
school house six miles from Rochester, and almost as far from any village, ac- 
cessible only by carriage over a shamefully bad road, and of the forty or fifty 
people who asked for the Club's services, only three were Church people. But 
with only one break, the services have been held there since last November, and 
rarely, if ever, with an attendance of fewer than forty. We have proved the 
power of compromise in this Mission. The readers have dispensed with any 
vestments, and at first we used service leaflets instead of the Prayer-Book. It 
was only a few months, however, before the people asked for the Prayer-Book, 
in its entirety, and with their own funds purchased fifty of them. Surely here 
was another proof that in this priceless heritage the Church has its greatest 
missionary agent!

The Club has furnished a regular reader for All Saints, Rochester, for the last 
six months, and has thus enabled the City Missionary to give his entire time on 


Sunday mornings to his other charge. 


Besides these regular stations, the Club has furnished occasional services for 
Charlotte, Dansville, Avon and Caledonia. . 


It has also, whenever it has been called, given assistance to the local clergy, 
and enabled them to take needed vacations, which, were it not for the Club’s 
aid, must perforce have been denied them. 


Within a week, application has come from twenty families in the north-eastern 
part of the city for the ministrations of the Club, and on Whitsun Day we begin 
holding regular services at the Hahnemann Hospital. 


In conclusion, I may add that one of the things which it was hoped this or- 
ganization of laymen would accomplish, seems to have been, in a measure, at- 
tained, viz.: the breaking down of the barriers of parochialism, which has 
always been a bar and a hindrance to effective Church work in Rochester. Had 
it not been for the ‘‘ hard times,” the Club would have had, during the winter, 
a dinner at which the laymen of Rochester might have met each other in friend- 
ly intercourse. Such a gathering, if it could be made an annual event, would, 
I am sure, be the means of accomplishing much good in this city. 


With God’s help, we mean to redouble our energies this coming year, and at 
the next Council we hope to be able to report that not four, but ten or a dozen 
stations are under care of the Club. That this result may be reached, we invoke 
your continued interest in, and God’s blessing upon, the work of our hands.

To the Church Club of Rochester « 
Your Committee on Church Work report as follows : 


The first missionary work which the Committee undertook was the establish- 
ment of a station at Brighton, on September 24, 1893. There is a large Pres- 
byterian congregation in the village, and the Roman Catholics and Lutherans 
also have large followings. We found some twenty people who preferred the 
services of the Church; and the attendance at Evening Prayer, on Sunday after- 
noons, which has been read thirty-two times there, has averaged about fifteen. 
The offerings have averaged about a dollar a Sunday, which more than pays all 
expenses. The rectors and choirs of nearly all the city Churches have visited 
the mission, ‘and at such times the attendance has been as high as 70. There

have also been four baptisms. Our attempts to organize a Sunday School have 
not as yet met with success, owing to the fact that most of the children are 
members of the Presbyterian Sunday School, which is making every effort to 
retain them. 


We have had charge of the flourishing mission on Monroe avenue, Rochester, 
which was organized by Christ Church parish, and maintained by it for several 
years. Since December, the average attendance here has been thirty-nine. 
The Sunday School connected with this mission has also been maintained by 
the Club’s workers. It is alarge and promising school of about 70 members, 
who severely test the capacity of the dingy store which serves as a meeting 
place. The people here are talking seriously about building a small Church 
near by. 


The South Gates mission, on the Chili road, was organized by the Club just 
before Christmas, and although the difficulties of reaching the station in the win- 
ter time have been tremendous, there has been only a single break in the ser- 
vices. The average attendance here has been forty. 


At the request of the Rev. G. T. Le Boutillier, the Club has furnished a reader 
for All Saints, Rochester, three Sundays in the month, and on the other Sunday 
for the Ascension. This enables these churches to have Morning Prayer every 
Sunday, a privilege which has more than doubled the congregation of All 
Saints. The reader at All Saints has also had charge of the Sunday School. 


The Club has occasionally furnished a service at the Monroe County Alms 
House, and last Sunday we began regular services at Hahnemann Hospital. 


At the request of the Bishop, we have sent a reader to Dansville four times. 
We have also frequently assisted Dr. Darnellin his multitudinous duties at Avon, 
Livonia and Caledonia. Whenever we have been called upon, we have gladly 
assisted the local clergy, some of whom have shown their interest in our work 
by holding special services, at which speakers from the Club have explained its 
aims and needs. 


To sum up, the Club has held, during the last six months, thirty-eight morning 
services and ninety-seven evening services and fifty-two Sunday School services. 
These services have been attended by not fewer than ten thousand persons, and 
they have been held without a penny of expense to the Club. 


Your Committee has at its disposal fifteen lay readers and three helpers. It 
ought to have twice as many, and until it has, it will have to decline any further 
requests for assistance. The clergy must be moved to recommend to the Bishop 
for his license, at least one more man from each parish. It is too much to ask 
our workers to give up all their Sundays to this work, as some of them are now 
doing.

97. The Rev. GERSHOM PALMER WALDO, born March, 1802; admitted 
candidate for Holy Orders in the Diocese of New York, 1835; ordained 
Deacon, by Bishop Benjamin T. Onderdonk, in S. Paul’s Church, Lewis- 
ton, N. Y., September 15, 1836, and Priest, by Bishop De Lancey, in Trinity 
Church, Buffalo, August 19, 1862; Teacher at Portageville, N. Y., 1836-43 ; 
from 1844 to 1866 resided at or near Nunda, New York, and being in feeble 
health, had no parochial charge, but did missionary work as his strength 
allowed, in Allegany and Livingston Counties, chiefly at Nunda, Hunt’s, 
and Mill’s Mills. In 1867 he removed to Springfield, Ill., and there resided 
during his remaining years, and there entered into rest, November 22, 1893, 
aet. 9 years and g months. His whole ministry of fifty-eight years was in 
canonical residence in Western New York. Although unable from long ill- 
ness to do any considerable work for the Church, his whole heart was given 
loyally to her interests, andin personal excellence and guilelessness of charac- 
ter he has left a memory very dear to those who knew him well. He left a son 
and daughter, residing in Springfield, Ill.
